City Corps to be Drilled Annually, 
Oltawa, Jan. $1.—(Special,)—The 
budget debate, which was commenced 
to-day, nay be expected to be char- 
acterized more by its length than by 
any other feature Mr, loster's 
speech In opening it was, for a finan- 
clal statement, of moderate propor- 
tlons. Sir Richard's reply is to be in 
two instalments, the first of which 
was delivered this evening, and the 
second, after the member for South 
Oxford has had a couple of days to 
ponder over the arguments presented 
by Mr. Foster, will be; forthcoming 
On Monday. The budget presented 
by the Finance Minister to-day will 
be read with much satisfaction by the 
business as well as the agricultural 
community, At the outset he was 
able to set at rest the apprehensions 
of the Opposition that there is to be 
another deficit for the current year. 
The income and expenditure will, ac- 
cording to Mr. Foster’s estimate, bal- 
ance. The review which he gave of 
the operations of the protective policy 
led up very naturally to the hopeful 
outlook the Finance Minister was able 
to picture. Possibly no part of the 
Speech was recelyed with more enthu- 
Slasm than that referring to the mill- 
tia. Mr. Foster's statement that here- 
after the rural and city corps will be 
drilled annually, and that a consider- 
able expenditure will be made on capl- 
tal account to rearm the force, was 
received with unanimous expressions 
of approval. The declaration he elicit- 
ed from Sir Richard Cartwright  re- 
garding free trade with the United 
States throws an important side light 
upon the Liberal policy. The member 
for South Oxford is as much as ever 
enamoured of the American markets, 
In ls reply to Mr. Foster, he plctur- 
ed Canada standing with the North 
Pole at her back, vast oceans on each 
side, and the one market to the south 
which is, in his opinion, worth to us 
all the rest of the markets in the 
world, It seems that Sir Richard 
still holds that nothing else is worth 
striving for than the favour and trade 
of the United States, He did not re- 
fer to the producers of this country 
as scoundrels great and scoundrels 
small, as he has on other occasions, 
but by way of variety characterized 
them as pampered exotics. Sir Rich- 
ard’s declaration that the North-West 
Territories will yield only 85,000,000 
bushels of wheat, mostly oats, con- 
vulsed the House with laughter. The 
member for South Oxford will com- 
plete his criticism on Monday. 

The attack made by the Toronto 
Globe upon Dr. Montague in connec- 
tion with the premature publication of 
the order-in-Council regarding the 
shipment of cattle from St. John has 
elicited from the Minister of Agricul- 
ture the following reply :—* When I 
refused ty give the order-in-Council to 
the Touse on Friday last, I refused 
because it was not signed by the Goy- 
ernor-General. I was quite correct in 
my statement, and the attempt to mis- 
represent me is a deliberate one. I 
shall call the attention of the House 
to the matter on Monday, if I am pre- 
sent.” 

The Foresters’ bill came before the 
Standing Orders Committee to-day. 
The measure proposes to give the 
order power to hold property worth 
$500,000, Instead of $100,000, as now. It 
was discovered that the exact require- 
ments of the law as regards notice be- 
forehand had not been complied with 
as regards that clause, and a report 
will be made to that effect.

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THE PREMILUR SPHAKS. 
Ho Supports the Monroe Doctrine as Pregi- 
dent Monroe Understood It—The Armenia 
Questli po, 


London, Jan. $1.—The banquet of 
the Nonconformist Unionist Associa- 
tion, at the Hotel Metropole, to-night, 
was the occasion for an address by 
the Marquis of Salisbury, Prime Min- 
ister and Secretary of State for For- 
eign Affairs. In the course of hia re- 
marks, he said, with reference to 
Venezuela :—" I have been held up as 
the denouncer of the Monroe doctrine. 
As a matter of fact, although the 
Monroe doctrine is no part of interna- 
tional law, my despatch to Secretary 
Olney, the Secretary of State for the 
United States, supported it as a rule 
of policy in the strongest and most 
distinct terms. But when I stated in 
that despatch, and reiterate now, that 
as a rule of policy, we are the entire 
advocates of the Monroe doctrine, we 
meant the Monrpe doctrine as Presi- 
dent Monroe understood it. (Cheers.) 
In that sense you will not find any 
more convinced supporters than we 
are,” 

Lord Salisbury then turned abrupt- 
ly to the Armenia question, and he re- 
proached the religious communities 
with labouring under a mistake when 
they supposed that Wngland had 
bound herself in honour to succour 
the Armenians, which means to go to 
war with the Sultan in order to force 
him to govern the Armenians well. 
The Berlin treaty, he ald, merely 
bound the signatory powers that If 
the Sultan promulgated certain re- 
forms they would watch over the 
execution of those reforms. Nothing 
more. He did not think anyone could 
interpret that as an undertaking to go 
to war. As to the Cyprus convention, 
Lord Salisbury sontinued, “it contains 
no trace of an undertaking to inter- 
fere in behalf of the Sultan's sub- 
jects. I was concerned in the draft- 
ing of both these conventions," Lord 
Salisbury said, “and nothing would 
have induced me to pledge my coun- 
try to such a desperate undertak- 
ing.”’ The speaker reminded his hear- 
ers that the reforms which the Sul- 
tan had recently accepted, although 
very good reforms, could not be ex- 
pected to produce good government in 
two months, They require time to 
work out. The speaker went on to 
say, “They would require time in any 
civilized community, and much more 
50 In & sayage and fanatical com- 
munity. & hope they will have a bene- 
ficial effect as time progresses.” 

Lord Salisbury then continued by 
saying:—‘' Meantime, by spreading 
among the Turks the feeling that their 
dominion was threatened, these re- 
forms have led unfortunately to the 
perpetration of horrors, which can only 
be compared with the days of Genghis 
Khan and Tamerlane I am aware 
that many Influential people aver that 
this wos done by the Sultan and his 
Government with set purposes. My 
om opinion is that the Sultan’s Goy- 
ernment is weak, wretched, impotent, 
and powerless; but it Is a dream to 
imagine that he ordered the perpetra- 
tlon of these cruelties. In my judg- 
ment, there is no ground for think- 
ing so. It was race faction and creed 
faction driven to the highest point in 
thelr most corrupt and most horrible 
form, Which brought upon the wretch- 
ed Armenians these terrible sufferings. 
If you ask why we have not interfer- 
ed, I can only answer for England that 
we could have threatened whatI may 
callannoyances inthe selzing of Cus- 
toms here and there; but when you 
dealing with the rising of a whole 
atical population against 
with whom they have been at 
bitter enmity for ages, and who are 
Situated In mountains far removed 
from the Seashore, you are deceiving 
yourselves if you imagine that Pne- 
land's arm, long as it Is, could have 
done anything in mitigation, Nothing 
but a military occupation could have 
done it, and Wngland does not possess 
the power for military occupation at 
that distance. Mr. Gladstone wrote in 
a letter that England could cope with 
five or six Turkeys, That was a most 
ilil-judged and rash observation, It 
the Sultan would meet us on the open 

, undoubtedly We could cope with 
five or aix Sultans. But {t is not worth 
arguing the possibility of Mngland oc- 
cupying these inaccessible provinces, I 
am not bound to answer the question 
why Iurope did not Interfere, I any 
confidently that none of the powers 
wished to Interfere, and I belleve their 
view is that, with patlence, the 
tan's preatiage, which is the only pow- 
er left In the country, will ultimately 
re-establish order, and allow industry 
and commerce to take thelr usual gse- 
cure course That Is their view, and 
{it ja our duty to galve the Sultan time

that view, but no other remedy has

@ groan rolls across the city, stopping 
not, because there is no spot for it to 
rest, so full is the place of other 
groans.

Wall for Shechem, all ye 
who know the horrors of a sacked 
town. 

As I look over the city I can 
only one building standing, and 
is the temple of the god Berith. 
soldiers outside of the city In a tower, 
finding that they can no longer defend 
Shechem, now begin to look out for 
thelr own personal safety, and they 
fly to this temple of Berith. They go 
within the door, shut it, and they say, 
“Now we are safe. Abimelech has 
taken the whole city, but he cannot 
take this temple of Berith.

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Ottawa, Feb. 2 
terest which usually 
budget debate is over 
year by the much more critical ques- 
tion with which Parllament will have 
shortly to deal, On Monday Sir Rich- 
ard Cartwright will introduce an 
amendment calllag for the readjust- 
ment of the tarlit on the lines of free 
trade, This will be discussed for sev- 
tral weeks, and in the meantime the 
Government will have an opportunity 
to give the finishing touches to the 
remedial biIM, which has yet to re- 
ceive the assent of Council. Touching 
the measure as framed by the com- 
mittee, various opiniona exist. On 
the one hand it is declared that it Is 
in such terms as to be altogether too 
mild, and on the other hand it is 
with equal positiveness asserted to be 
far too drasUc. At the present stage 
its details cannot honourably be dis- 
closed to the public, and since they 
are perhaps merely an outline of 
what will be finally determined upon 
by Council, an attempt to recite them 
is more likely to be misleading than 
edifying. There is no longer any 
doubt, however, that the attitude the 
Dominion has assumed toward the 
question Is a moderate one, Its last 
communication to Manitoba upon fhe 
subject, which was laid on the table 
of the House a few days ago, is suffl- 
clent proof of this, Several unaw 
thorized and incomplete versions have 
been published of the communication 
that went from here on July 27th to 
Mr. Greenway, and elicited the some- 
what blunt reply from that gentle- 
man. Mr. Greenway understood the 
Féderal Government to say that no- 
thing but the re-establishment of the 
clerical schools would satisfy the 
judgment of the Privy Council. How 
far this was correct the document 
itself can now bear testimony. From 
the official return it appears, in com- 
municating with Mr. Greenway in 
July last, the Dominion Government 
said :— 

“In the interest of all concerned, it 
will not be disputed that if possible 
the subject of education should be ex- 
clusively dealt with by the Local Le- 
gislature. Upon every ground, in the 
opinion of the sub-committee, this 
course is to be preferred, and with the 
hope that this course may yet be fol- 
lowed the sub-committee have now 
the honour to recommend that your 
Excellency will be pleased to urge 
upon the Government of Manitoba 
the following further views that may 
be pressed in connection with the 
remedial order :—The remedial order 
coupled with the answer of the Mani- 
toba Government, has vested the Fed- 
eral Legislature with complete juris- 
diction in the premises, but it by no 
means follows that it is the duty of 
the Federal Government to insist 
that that provincial legislation, to be 
mutually satisfactory, should follow 
the exact lines of this order. It is 
hoped, however, that a middle course 
will commend itself to the local au- 
thorities, so that Federal action may 
become unnecessary. With a view to 
a settlement upon this basis, it seems 
desirable to ascertain by friendly ne- 
gotiations what amendments to. the 
Acts respecting education in Public 
schools in -the direction of the main 
wishes of the minority may be ex- 
pected ‘from the Manitoba Legislature, 
It is belleved by the sum-committee 
that the religious opinions and rights 
which have been recognized in the 
judgment of the Judicial Committee 
of the Imperial Privy Council could 
be sufficiently met by the Local Le- 
gislature without impairing the efi- 
clency or proper conduct, manage- 
ment, and regulation of the Public 
schools, It is with the object of ef- 
fecting some such changes in the edu- 
cational system of Manitoba that the 
sub-committee desire that an expres- 
sion of opinion be obtained from the 
Government of Manitoba.” 

With this purpose in view 
port states that the deels 
in Parliament last : was fram- 
ed.

The report of the investigation into 
the pilotage business of St. John, N.B., 
held by Capt. W. H. Smith, R.N.R., 
assisted by Mr. Bloomfield Douglas, 
R.N.R., concisely reviews the conten- 
tions of the Board of Trade and Ship- 
owners’ Committee, which favours the 
abolition of compulsory pilotage, or the 
exemption of vessels under certain 
conditions; advocates the appointment 
of a staff of about twenty qualified 
pilots; the reduction of pilotage fees; 
that payment be upon. registered ton- 
nage, and not upon draught of water; 
and declares that the present commis- 
sion system {fs unsatisfactory. Most 
cf these views are combatted by the 
pilots, with the exception of the pro- 
position that pilotage fees be paid up- 
on tonnage, and not upon draught. 
The commission did not consider that 
the arguments advanced by the pilots 
Were substantial enough to impress 
the public mind, and submitted 
schemes for establishing a new Pilot 
Board, and a proper and efficient staff 
of licensed pilots, the present Pilot 
Commission to cease to be maintained 
after five years, and Instead a commis- 
sion of five members to be appointed 
to serve three yeans; also a system for 
mecting the claims of those pilots 
whose services may be dispensed with 
in the event of a change. The com- 
mission also recommended :— 

1, That steamers should not be 
charged a higher rate than sailing ves- 
sels. 

2, That barges, coal or lumber laden, 
in tow of steam tugs from ports in the 
Bay of Fundy, should not be com- 
(-lled to pay plilotage fees going into 
St. John harbour, but must contribute 
to the tonnage rate as long as it is 
found necessary for them to do go. 

3. That all steamers registered in St. 
John, or plying in any part of the Bay 
of Fundy, either carrying freight or 
passengers, should be required to pay 
the tonnage tax, except the steamers 
of the International line, they having 
to pay $1,000 per annum in quarterly 
payments, as before stated, 

i. That three pilot stations should be 
established in the Bay of Fundy; one 
at Bryer island, another at a conveni- 
ent point in the North channel, and 
one on Partridge island; details of 
Which should be arranged by the pllot- 
age authorities, 

According to the report of the Posc- 
master-General, there are 8,832 post- 
offices in the Dominion, an increase of 
163 over the previous year. While 1,253 
miles of new mail routes were added 
during the year, the mileage travelled 
for the year shows a reduction from 
30,851,179 miles in 1894 to $0,351,115 miles 
in 1885. Seventy-tive per cent, of the 
increase in the mail routes was con- 
tributed by Manitoba, the North-West 
Territories, and British Columbta. 
There were 16,679 more letters sent to

The Hyams twins, after spending 
about e year in gaol, and undergoing 
two severe trials, are free at last. 

By this time they are well on their 
Way to New York city, and they haye 
shaken the dust of Canada from: their 
feet for good. In other words, they 
have jumped their bail. *) 

The way it all happened js this. On 
Friday and Saturday My. BE. EF, B, 
Johnston, who fought so ably for the 
twins in the courts, accompanied Mr, 
Wellman several times to the Parlia- 
ment buildings, and conferred with the 
neting-Attorney-General, Mr. Hardy. 

The result of these interviews was 
that the City Crown Attorney agreed 
to accept bail in $750 cash for each of 
the prisoners. 

The money was immediately forth- 
ccming, and Detective Cuddy went 
down to the Toronto gaol and brought 
the two prisoners up during the after- 
neon. Magistrate Denison was notified 
that he would be required to sign a 
bail bond for the prisoners, but he re- 
ferred them to Magistrate Miller, be- 
cause the latter signed the warrants in 
the first place. 

There Was one man, however, over at 
police headquarters, who seldom lets 
up on a trail once he starts on_it. 
His grip is very strong, and it takes 
more than gold to make him let go. 
That man is Inspector Stark, chief 
of the detective staff. The bail 
bonds called for the appearance of 
the Hyams on Tuesday, next, and the 
inspector knew right well that before 
that day they would be on the sea 
bound for either Secuth Africa or 
Venezuela, When the prisoners were 
jubllant, and fancied themselves free, 
he went down into a drawer and un- 
earthed a Montreal Warrant calling 
for the arrest of Harry Hyams. This 
Was an unexpected complication. The 
chief of the Toronto detective staff 
was for the moment master of the 
Situation. Mr. Stark wag inexorable, 
Dallas could go, but he would hold on 
to Harry. All the money spent to 
sdefend the prisoners only made him 
more determined to fight it out. 

A consultation was held by the 
counsel for the prisoners, and then 
Mr. Horne was despatched at once 
to Montreal to arrange for ball be- 
ing accepted for Harry without tak- 
ing him to that city. 

At noon yesterday 
celved by the Crown 
accept Harry's ball in 
in Montreal In 60 days.

A Protest from France Against Any Coni~

The Hot-Bed. 

There is one way to secure early 
cr: ps of some kinds, and that Is with 
the use of hoi-beds and cold frames, 
and now is the time to make them. 
Begin the plants In the hot-bed and 
transfer them to cold frames when- 
ever it can be done, so as to gradually 
harden them, or rather, accustom 
them to a colder atmosphere.

A color test on a large scale occurred 
recently near Geseke, Germany., The 
Volmed, the Waid and the Heder are 
three brooks which have their source 
near Geseke, and, according to tradl- 
tion thelr waters had subterrunean 
connection with the Alme, a mountain 
stream whose bed is some five miles 
distant. Millers located on the lower 
Alme dumped refuse in certain eddies 
of the upper portion of the stream, 
ane the millers on the Volmede, the 
Wald and the Heder claimed that by 
doing this the water supply of the 
latter streams was materially dimin- 
ished. To determine the connection 
about four pounds of potassium fluore- 
scinate was dumped into one of the 
eddies five miles from the source of 
the Heder. This substance is mar- 
velously powerful, and a solution con- 
taining one part of 10,000,000 shows a 
distinct fluorescense in transmitted 
light. Twenty-five hours later the 
Heder took on a beautiful dark green 
color, showing conclusively the con- 
nection between the two streams. An 
experiment at another point showed 
With equal clearness that there was a 
Subterranean connection between the 
Wald and the Volmede, though in this 
case 44 hours elapsed between f%e de- 
pesiting of the dye stuff in the Alme 
and the appearance of the coloration 
in the other streams.

Of these 1130 were British, belng one- 
twentieth of all British patents, 1704 
were American, and 481 were German. 


The tricycle threatens to invade the 
Postoffice Department, and in the col- 
lection of mail rival the work of the 
bicycle in the delivery of letters.

The suppression of the nickel-in-the- 
slot gambling machines all over the 
country has snuffed out what had be- 
come a very profitable industry in New 
Hayen, Conn. Practically.all the vari- 
ous machines of the kind were made 
in that town, and the first and popular 
gambling slot machine was invented 
by a New Haven man. 

Electric railroads are proving of 
great benefit to the farmers In Maine. 
The trolley lines run out from the large 
citles and towns to villages far re- 
moyed from steam railroad communica- 
tion, and in several distrcts arrange- 
ments are making to run trolley milk 
trains, vegetable trains and the like. 
It is even proposed to run trolley coal 
trains, to supply coal to small towns 
that now use only wood. 

From a complete report of all that 
has been done on the Chicago drainage 
canal up to the beginning of the 
present year it Is found that 80 per 
cent. of the work of excavation has 
been completed and that 44 per cent. 
of the entire work has been done, of 
which 83 per cent. was done in 1895. 
The total amount expended on con- 
struction up to date is about $19,000,- 
000,and the estimated entire cost of 
the main channel is $28,000,000,

mine to the taxpayers of Fort Scott, 
Kan. There are a number of sallons 
in that place, and it Is customary, as 
in a number of Kansas towns, to haul 
up the proprietors every month and 
inflict the statutory fine. This fine 
amounts practically to the same thing 
as a _ license, Fort Scott has been 
gradually raising the limit, and now 
the sallon-keepers are each fined $155 
a month, a tariff which considerably 
lessens the taxes. 

In the year 1894 Great Britein im- 
ported 80 per cent. of the raw cotton 
used In the mills and factories of that 
country from the United States. This 
is a growth from 53 per cent, in 1870, 
and when the conditions are considered 
the situation in a business sense is a 
remarkable one. It is more than evi- 
dent that the other cotton growing sec- 
tions of the world are not In a position 
to supply any deficiency that might be 
created by possible future events, and 
a horizontal reduction of the cotton 
supply means wreck and disaster to 
English mills and the many operatives 
engaged In them, The cotton flelds of 
the South have returned @ crop this 
year that means even a better demand 
than the high mark reached last year 
in the exports of the planters to Great 
Britain

gal should place her territory in Africa 
at the disposal of Great Britain. It 
will be remembered that the King of 
Portugal was lately in London on his 
usual errand of borrowing money, and 
the violation of the partition, to use 
the diplomatic term, is alleged to have 
been then consummated. 

Now, the violation of the partition 
is Emperor William's excuse for having 
sent his famous message of congratu- 
lation to President Kruger; of course 
it is impossible to determine which 
side is right. There is always the awk- 
ward ethical conundrum of the right of 
the powers to divide Africa up among 
themselves anyhow. 

Of all the powers Italy has had the’ 
worst luck. By the terms of the partl- 
tion, each country was at liberty to ob- 
tain possession of its African terrl- 
tories by conquest. They all conquered 
except Italy. That unfortunate coun- 
try got Abyssinia and Harar for its 
share of Africa, and every Itallan 
army sent thither has been soundly 
thrashed by the natives. Lobengula 
fave the British some hard work, but 
they downed him at last. Harar has 
been the scene of some very bloody 
battles of late, and the theater of war 
is now Abyssinia. 

The net results of the Partition are 
a_ lot or boundary disputes and the 
creation of a “ay native African 
army scattered over > continent in 
detachments, These detachments are 
surreptitiously armed, it is claimed, by 
agents of the royal powers. Thus 
Germany accuses Great Britain of 
having secretly armed the blacks in 
German Bast Africa. Other powers 
makes similar accusations against their 
neighbors. 

The British South Africa Company 
has become very prominent as a re- 
sult of this outburst of war feeling. 
This famous corporation was chartered 
in 1889, and the Duke of Abercorn, 
K. G., is chairman of it. Its deputy 
chairman is the Duke of Fife, who 
married @ daughter of the Prince of 
Wales. Cecil Rhodes is one of the dl- 
rectors. According to its charter, it 
may “develop” the regions south of 
the Zambezi. The first thing the 
company did was to fight Lobengula, 
King of the Matabeles. The com- 
pany's troops next pushed on to Salls- 
bury, named after the British Premier, 
This place is now the capital of Mash- 
onaland., Subsequently, the company 
began operations north of the Zam- 
bezi, and to-day its territories cover 
the whole of British South Africa. This 
territory within the boundaries atip- 
ulated by the famous partition, covers 
an area of 760,000 square miles. There 
are now nearly 40,000 gold mining 
claims established in the region, The 
precious metal is said to abound 

The South African Republic was 
first founded In 1840, but was not rec- 
ognized as a free and independent 
State until 18644. But In 1880 the Little 
republic had actually a war with Great 
Britain, and, strange as it may seem, 
it forced that country to submit by 
thrashing British troops, Johannesburg, 
the town which figured so prominently 
In the recent war dispatch: has 
a population of 20,000. The capital, 
Pretoria, has 6,500 inhabitants Presl- 
dent Kruger has served three times in 
his present office.

Quoen Mary's Jewels. 


Andrew Lang, writing for Good Words, 
says: When Elizabeth bad had her heart's 
desire, and Mary's head had fallen upon 
the block, a catalogue of her goods was 
made at Fotheringay on Feb. 20, 1586-87. 
We find a * little table of gold, enameled, 
containing the picture of the Queen of 
Sir George Clerk, of Penicuik, 
posesses a similar gold case, enameled 
with very small miniatures of Mary and 
her son, James VI, ‘*a little bird of gold, 
enameled, green,” is probably the parrot, 
which we meet in an early inventory.

A pleasant powder for perfuming 
clothes packed away, which, it is sald, 
will keep out moths, Is made ¢ fol- 
lows: Put in a mortar one ounce each 
of cloves, nutmeg, mace, cinnamon, 
caraway seeds, and Tonquin beans.

A piece of carbonate of ammonia the 
size of a small pea put into the water 
in which vegetables are cooked pre- 
serves the color. The ammonia evap- 
orates in the boiling. It is generally 
used by French chefs. It will also 
prevent the odor of bolling cabbage. 

Many complain that they cannot 
drink milk without its diségreeing with 
them. The most common reason why 
milk is not readily digested is that it 
is taken too rapldly, and it enters the 
stomach and becomes one solid mass 
dificult of digestion.

Cremation in Bugtand 

The movement in favor of cremation 
as against earth burial is growing in 
England, The other day Mr. William 
Rathbone, ex-M.P., stated In public 
that he had made provision for cre- 
mation in his own case, on principle, 
and with a view to promoting the re- 
form. At this moment a new crema- 
torilum igs almost ready for use at 
Liverpool, says the Westminster Ga- 
zette, It Is a neat building of red sand- 
stone, simple and chaste in design. The 
main door opens into a smal chapel. 
From this room the coffin will be car- 
ried, after the burial service {§ read, 
Into a small apartment beyond, and 
then placed upon an iron frame run- 
uing on wheels and rails ina line with 
the furnace, and pushed nolselessly 
into the abode of flames. From the 
chapel the clergyman, followed by the 
relatives of the deceased, will ascend a 
stair on the opposite side from. the 
dvor by which the coffin has been re- 
moved, into a small gallery overlooking 
the door of the furnace, From this gal- 
lery the service prescribed for the 
grave will be read, and the mourners 
will take the last look of the coffin as 
it disappears within the furnace. The 
situation of the crematorium at Anfield 
is wisely chosen, being in the heart 
of a pretty suburban neighborhood and 
accessible from all parts of the city. 
There is an office, with a cottage for 
the caretaker attached, at the en- 
trance gate. The crematorium will be 
opened for public use not later than 
April I.

for art, literature and music, instead of 
medicine. Indulgent parentage encour- 
aged the inclination. From his grand- 
father and father came the heritage of 
an appetite for the study of anatomy, 
of which both in virtue of inherited 
instinct and by reason of special tul- 
tion, he became a perfect master, 

This was evident in his artistic pro- 
ductions of “Greek Girls Playing at 
Ball,” “At the Fountain,” and the 
crouching figure of Andromeda In the 
“Perseus of Andromeda.” 

Wedded to his ambition, and realiz- 
ing the importance of a_ successful 
start, he spent two years upon his first 
work. The result was ‘The Madonna.” 
It was exhibited at the London Acad- 
emy in 1855. The public praised it. 
Critics were conquered. Young Leigh- 
ton awoke one morning to find fame 
confronting him at the breakfast ta- 
ble. Queen Victoria had purchased 
the picture and eulogized the painter. 
This was the corner stone of a brillant 
career. Each year he beautified the 
walls of the Royal Academy with pro- 
ductions of his masterful touch. In 
1866 he received a reward of merit by 
being made an associate. In 1869 he 
was honored with full membership, In 
1878, when Sir Francis Grant relin- 
quished the presidency, which is the 
highest distinction to be attained by 
a British artist, the mantle of succes- 
sor fell upon the shoulders of the am- 
bitious artist from Scarborough. 

Qualifications for the presidency of 
the Royal Academy are based upon a 
combination of talents of unusual ex- 
cellence, a standing pre-eminent as a 
painter, social rank and general ur- 
banity.

great genius, Beloved by the royalty, 
admired by the artistic, praised by the 
public in life, Sir Frederick Leighton 
goes to his grave missed and mourned 
by the world as a master mind whose 
work will be imperishable in memory. 

Among his greatest productions in 
art were “The Madonna,” “The Odal- 
isque,” “Syracusan Brides,” “A Sum- 
mer Moon,” “The Music Lesson,” 
“Wedded,” “Hercules Wrestling With 
Death,” “The Athlete and Python,” 
“Garden of the Hesperides,” “The 
Daphnephonia" and others, which con- 
stituted a classification of studio gems, 
Some of his painting were exhibited and 
admired at the World's Fair. Of these 
“The Garden of the Hesperides” was 
the masterplece which excited popular 
Interest, He regarded the study of the 
nude as essential to artistic education, 
sculptor he executed some ex- 
cellent work, including “The Slug- 
gard,” o statuette in bronze and “Necd- 
leas Alarm.”

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| A BULLET IN A LIVING MAN’S HAND. 


is of wonderful penetrative power, It 
is thrown upon the subject by means 
of one of Crooke’s tubes. This Is a 
vacuum or air-tight glass tube, 
through which an induction (electri- 
|cal) current passes, and the rays from 
l the intense heat caused by the cur- 
jrent, which is known as a radiant 
| heat, are thrown from the tube upon 
| the object it is desired to photograph. 

Professor Roentgen has succeeded In 
securing several remarkable nega- 
tives. One instance {is that of a man’s 
hand wherein a bullet was imbedded, 
The photograph shows the bullet just 
as it is lodged in the wrist, thus re- 
vealing what heretofore could only be 
learned by probing and the use of the 
surgeon's knife. 

In another case, a purse containing 
a@ quantity of money, was selected as 
a subject. The heat rays focussed 
thereon produced a negative showing 
with wonderful clearness both purse 
and contents. The human hand in 
which the bullet is located under this 
process appears as a skeleton hand, 
the covering of flesh seeming to have 
vanished as if by magic. It must be 
remembered, too, that this was not 
the hand of a dead person, but belong- 
ed to a living breathing man, the re- 
mainder of the arm being so screened 
and arranged as to be excluded from 
the focus of the tube-camera. 

Perhaps the most notable experi- 
ment, however, which illustrated with 
Sraphic clearness the eccentric power 
of the new discovery, was the photo- 
graph of a man seated beside a young 
lady before the photographer in or- 
dinary dress, but whom the negative 
shows a perfect skeleton. To test the 
clearness with which the new process 
would reproduce the skeleton of a liv- 
ing subject negatives were also taken 
by the ordinary method. In the first 
case the spinal vertebrae were repro- 
duted in every ‘detail, forming a ghast- 
ly realism. 

Again, an ordinary iron weight was 
placed inside a wooden box one and 
one-half by three feet. In the picture 
the weight alone is seen, the box hay- 
Ing apparently vanished in air. This 
latter was considered a crucial test, 
and demonstrated beyond the possi- 
bility of a doubt that only a few of 
the wonders the new process will ac- 
complish haye been learned. 

The Crooke tube used is arranged 
like the lens in an ordinary camera, 
the induction coil—that is, the wire 
over which the electricity passes into 
the tube—running from a small stor- 
age battery arranged in the camera, 
and at the rear of the tube. Then over 
the end of the tube from which the 
heat rays are focussed a heavy cloth 
is thrown in such a manner as to 
clearly outline the tube’s end, enabl-

Were set forth, Coupled, as this was, 
with a declaration for the most friend- 
ly relations with the United States, 
the subject presented itself in a form 
that looked like a strong expression 
of national feeling; in a way not at 
all calculated to be offensive to any 
power. The member for North Bruce, 
who opened the debate, did in a 
temperate and yet emphatic assertion 
of the greatness and strength of the 
British Empire, When Mr, MeNeill 
declared that Canadians would do 
thelr part In the defence of that Em- 
pire, he was loudly cheered. It was 
not in any spirit of bravado that he 
said: "We are for peace, honourable 
peace, but If we are assailed, we be- 
lieve that we will not act altogether 
unworthily of the stock from which 
We come.” Speaking as a Liberal, 
Mr. L. H, Davies expressed himself 
in terms of the highest praise of the 
atlitude of the Motherland during the 
most trying times through which she 
has of late been passing. In Eng- 
land, he sald, the threat of the Unit- 
ed States had been received with a 
ery of horror, and that of Emperor 
William with a shout of defiance. The 
appeal of Mr. G. R, R. Cockburn for 
a higher patriotism was followed by 
a speech from Sir Richard Cartwright, 
in which the member for South Ox- 
ford showed to better advantage than 
he has ever appeared before in Par- 
Nament, in the judgment, at all 
events, of his political opponents. If 
the debate had done no more than 
elicit the kindly sentiments that were 
expressed, and well expressed, by Sir 
Richard, it would have accomplished 
enough to justify the introduction of 
the resolution. But It showed that 
on both sides of the House there is a 
realization and appreciation of the na- 
tional spirit with which Canadians are 
animated when threatened from with- 
out. The rather guarded suggestion 
of Sir Richard in favour of a common 
tribunal to settle international dis- 
putes, his tributes to the pluck and 
haughty majesty of Great Britain, to 
the vitality and resources of the Brit- 
ish Empire, were received with ap- 
Plause on both sides of the House, 
During his speech, as well as during 
that of Mr. Laurier and Mr. Foster, 
political barriers were broken down, 
and the popular Chamber had an op- 
portunity of hearing its leading men 
deal with a public question without 
regard to the stern necessities of 
party divisions. Not a discordant note 
was struck during the entire debate, 
und when, after three hours’ speech- 
making, Mr. MecNelll's motion was 
presented to the House, it was car- 
ried unanimously amidst hearty ap- 
plause from the members on the 
Ministerial and Opposition benches. 

Two interesting questtons were dealt 
with by the House this evening. The 
first is of importance to the producers 
and vendors of honey, The discussion 
on Mr, Sproule’s bill to prohibit the 
manufacture and sale of sugar honey, 
that Is honey made by bees fed on 
sugar, elicited a very general opinion 
that while the article {s not dele- 
terlous as human food, it is injurious 
to our honey trade, as it destroys its 
reputation, while the proposal to pro- 
hibit the manufacture of it for private 
consumption was opposed as an unne- 
cessary Interference with the liberty 
of the subject. The feature of the 
bill designed to prohibit the sale of 
Sugar honey Was approved, Mr. Fos- 
ter commended it, and this coming 
from the leader of the House indi- 
cates that there is a very strong 
probability that the sale of sugar 
honey may be prohibited. 

The other matter of interest was 
brought up by Mr. Mulock, in a bill 
to reduce the legal rate of interest 
from six per cent. to four per cent. 
The legal rate Js the rate that may 
be demanded where no rate of inter- 
r has been agreed uson. In the 
case of overdue debts it ts often in- 
yoked, Mr, Foster expressed the opin- 
jon that a strong case might be made 
out for a reduction, but not so great 
a reduction as Mr. Mulock proposed. 
He mentioned five per cent. as a more 
reasonable figure, and that met with 
the approval of members on both 
sides of the House. The Finance Min- 
Jater did not, however, completely 
commit himself to the reduction to 
five per cent. as it is a matter on 
which some representations have baen 
made to the Government. 

Mr. John Haggart to-day laid on the 
table the annual report of the Depart- 
ment of Railways and Canals for the 
year ended June 30th last. The num- 
ber of railways in actual operation, 
including the two Government roads— 
the Intercolonial and the Prince Ea- 
ward Island rallwaya—was 138, two 
short and unimportant roads having 
temporarily ceased operation. Some of 
these, however, are amalgamated or 
leased, making the total number of 
controlling companies 74, not including 
the Government railways. The num- 
ber of miles of completed railway was 
16,091, an increase of 323 miles#, bealdes 
2,064 miles of sidings. The number of 
miles laid with steel rails was 15,746. 
The number of miles In operation was 
16.977, The paid-up capital amounted 
to $894,640,069, an increase of $6,675,539, 
The gross carnings amounted $46,- 
785,487, a decrease of $2,777,041: and 
the working expenses aggregated $82,- 
949,669, a reduction of $2,468,764 com- 
pared with the previous year, leaving 
the net earnings of the year $14,035,818, 
a decrease of $298,277. The number of 
passengers carried was 13,987,580, a re- 
duction of 476,918, and the freight 
trafic amounted to 21,524,421 tons, an 
increase of 803,805 tons, The total num- 
ber of miles run by trains was 40,661,- 
£90, a reduction of 3,108,189 miles. The 
accldent returns show that nine pas- 
eengers were killed

Several tariff matters were brought 
to the attention of the Controller of 
Customs to-day by deputations. Three 
British Columbia members, Messrs. 
Prior, Karl, and Corbould, urged upon 
Mr. Wood the desirability of placing 
on the free list cordage for the purpose 
of manufacturing neta for use in the 
fisheries of British Columbia. An- 
other subject which hag been brought 
to his attention Is the request of the 
manufacturers of paper boxes and 
woven ware for a refrrangerment of 
the tariff upon thege products. Their 
raw materials are straw board and 
wire, It was suggested that a reduc- 
tion of the duty on these articlos 
would be of assistance. On behalf of 
a Montreal manufacturer of lamp 
chimneys, it was represented that the 
trade requires a specific duty in addi- 
tion to the present ad valorem rate, 
Too much free trade Is proving injurl- 
ous to the manufacture of re-covored 
rubber, At present this article Is free, 
and to kill out the struggling Cana- 
dian industry the American manufac- 
turers are, it is alleged, selling at 
slaughter prices in Canada. It has 
been represented to Mr, Wood that the 
{ndustry cannot, under these circum- 
stances, be maintained in Canada 
withont some protection, Another de- 
putation, which lately urged the Con- 
troller of Customs that sardine cans 
Should be admitted free, on the ground 
that none are manufactured in Can- 
ada that will stand boiling water, has 
been referred to a firm In Toronto and 
other firms which supply this demand, 

After ten days’ adjournment the 
Senate resumed business this evening 
and held a brief sitting. 

Senator Alikins introduced 
respecting loan companies 
ted by special Acts of the Dominion 
of Canada. He explained that the ob- 
ject of the proposed bill was simply 
to make the debentures of loan com- 
ponies floated in England and issued 
in Canada payable to bearer, order, 
or registered holder, At the present 
debentures are only made payable to 
bearer or order, and can be transfer- 
red by endorsement when payable to 
order, or without endorsement when 
payable to bearer. The reason for 
the proposed change was that the In- 
land Revenue Department in England 
has decided that these debentures 
shall be subject tou a stamp tax of 
ore-half of one per cent. instead of a 
tax of one-eigtth of one per cent. 
charged upon debentures made pay- 
able to registered holders. This de- 
cision has been upheld by the English 
courts, and the present bill was to 
enable Canadian companies to so word 
thelr debentures as to escape the 
higher stamp tax, 

Senator Wood introduced a bill to 
enable stipendiary magistrates § in 
New Brunswick to commit Roman 
Catholic female offenders sentenced to 
imprisonment to a reformatory to be 
established by the Sisters of the Good 
Shepherd, in St, John, instead of to 
the common gaol.

were conveyed to Cowes, « 
the Prince of Wales, Princ Seatrice, 
the Duke of Connaught, and Princes 
Louls and Francis of Battenberg, Upon 
the arrival at Trinity pler here the 
body was met by the Queen and the 
Battenberg children, The remains rest- 
ed on board the Alberta all night, 

Half-mast flags and other emblems of 
mourning were displayed on all sides 
ashore, Nearly all those present from 
the different towns on th® island or 
frcm the mainiund were dressed in 
mourning or half mourning, and wie 
readstead, where rode at anchor a 
magnificent squadron of warships, in- 
cluding the new flying squadron, was 
mcst picturesque, the effect being 
added to, instead of lessened, by the 
frowning skies and vapourlsh atmos- 
phere. 

On boar d the Alberta, beneath a can- 
vas canopy, the casket containing the 
remains of the Prince rested upon a 
bier covered with a British ensign, and 
Strrounded by a guard of marines, 
whose red coats contrasted finely with 
the otherwise sombre surroundings. 

About ten o'clock the Duke of Con- 
navght and the Ducl ess of Albany, and 
later Princess Beatrice, her children, 
and the Princess Loulse, drove from 
Osborne hc vse to Cowes and embarked 
on board the Alberta. There the father- 
less children, clad ‘in the deepest 
mourning, placed a wreath on the 
ec fin.

Among the officers assembled at the 
pier were the Prince of Wales, in a 
ficld marshal’s uniform; the Duke of 
York, in a raval unlform; and the Duke 
of Connat ght, Prince Sdward of Saxe- 
Weimar, Prince Christian of Schles- 
Wig-Holstein, Prince Francis of Bat- 
tcnberg, Prince Louls of Battenberg, 
the Commander-in-Chicf, Viseeunt 
Wolseley; General Sir Henry Evelyn 
Weod, the Quartermaster-General, Gen. 
Sir Redvers Buller, the Adjutant-Gen- 
eral, and other distinguished officers, 
oll in the brilliant full-dress uniforms 
of their respective ranks.

I fully recognize that 
no question has come before this House 
which 1s more embarrassing to hon. 
members, which is more interesting to the 
community and which is more momentous 
to this country than this same question 
of the Manitoba schoollaw. I must con- 
fess, Sir, I felt pained and humiliated this 
afternoon when the speaker who preceded 
me (Mr. Forbes), after describing the brag- 
gadocio way in which the Govornmont had 
approached Manitoba, after describing the 
sunny way that should have been adopted, 
after referring to the attempt to interfere 
with provincial rights, after telling us that 
the Government last year had not the 
nerve to bring down the Bill which they 
wanted to bring down, after telling us that 
the Government should haye made a pro- 
position to Manitoba, and if they did so all 
would haye been well, after he had so clear- 
ly shown in which way his bias ran, entire- 
ly on the side of Manitoba and thoroughly 
against this Dominion Goverment; then 
the hon. gentleman (Mr. Forbes) very 
gravely suggested that he would offer him- 
self as an unbiased juror to take evidence 
to invéStigate the facts of this case. He 
went further: so generous was he that he 
was willing to allow even four or five years, 
for this bright intellectual commission, of 
which 1 have no doubt he would be a shin- 
ing ornament, to report. Well, Sir, I can- 
not help thinking that if he gained in- 
formation in days to come at about the 
same rate and with the same accuracy he 
has gained information within the 
lust four or five years, that com- 
mission would require not five years, but 
four or five hundred years before it could 
make up its mind to give an_ intelligent 
report. Sir, it is rather humiliating--and 
at the same time shows the difficulties of 
this question—that a gentleman, by pro- 
fession a lawyer, should discuss this ques- 
tion in a deliberative body such as the House 
of Commons of Canada in the manner he 
has done. Some of his remarks were such 
as to lead one to think it impossible that 
he ever had even read the judgment of the 
Priyy Council. “He told us for example— 
he was a generous man, he was willing to 
do what was right between the parties— 
he told us, that if it were established that 
a wrong had been done thore is not a 
single Canadian throughout the length or 
breadth of the land who would not be 
ready to right that wrong. It may be a 
question of opinion whether a wrong has 
been done, but I would like to ask the 
hon. gentleman (Mr. Forbes), 1f there is a 
difference of opinion as to whether or not 
a wrong has been done, where is the 
tribunal which is to decide it? We have 
the decision of the Privy Council, and let 
inc ask the gentleman who so confidently 
suggested a commission, doos he expect that 
this House could select a commission which 
would be more able to deal with this que 
tion than was the Judicial Commjtt-< of 
the Privy Council? Now, Sin. venture to 
say that this question, although a very om- 
barrassing and perplexing one, can be put 
in « nutshell as to its main facts. There 
are certain facts which cannot be disputed, 
and these facts being granted, there is yery 
little room left for difference of opinion as 
to what should be done, I was rather 
pleased to find from certaim remarks made 
by the hon. the leader of the Opposition 
that he is practically in accord with the 
Government in the line that they propose 
to take in regard to this question. It may 
he in the memory of hon. gentlemen of 
this House thac in the year 1891 this 
matter was referred to the courts, At 
that time the hon. member for Hast Dur- 
ham (Mr. Craig) supported the Govern-

and when the Bill is before the House, the 
hon. gentleman (Mr. Davies) can rest 
sured that we will be then in a position to 
discuss dotails which we need not discuss 
to-night, Then for the first time he will 
find light dawning on him, TI am surprised 
that during all these weary years the hon. 
gentleman (My. Davies) was so blindfolded 
—and there is none so blind as he who will 
nol soo—that not a sinple ray of light on- 
tered upon him. Now, Sir, supposing a 
commission were appointed, as asked by 
the leader of the Opposition, that commis- 
sion would be nominated to investigate 
something. Is not his opinion about that 
the same as was his opinion about the re- 
ference to the Supreme Court? If it were 
found that there was anything wrong, 
would he be willing to right it? Would it 
not be an extraordinary thing for membors 
of this House to vote for a commission to 
ascertain if thore was anything wrong, 
when they had already made up their 
minds that they would uot right that wrong 
if itdid exist? Surely the leader of the 
Opposition, being in fayor of a commission, 
believes that if there are wrongs he is pre- 
pared to right them. It seems to me, Sir, 
that when hon. gentlemen opposite ap- 
peal to this House and appeal to the coun- 
try in the strains which we have heard to- 
night, we on this side have ample reason 
to complain of the unfair way in which the 
case has been presented by them. ‘The 
last speaker (Mr, Forbes) referred in dulcet 
tones—no I do not think he ever referred 
to anything in that way—to the cry of pro- 
vincial rights and the coercing of Manitoba. 
I wonder if the hon. gentleman ever took 
the trouble to read the Manitoba Act at 
all. I wonder if he ever noticed that while 
there are certain rights given to the legis- 
lature of that province in regard to which 
they can adjudicate, as well as certain 
others rights are given to this Parliament 
with regard to which it can adjudicate, and 
while each of these parliamentary bodies 
is supreme in dealing with matters within 
its own sphere, there is one single peculiar 
subject which stands on a different footing 
from any other subject. And while 1 
would have thought that the more reading 
of the statute would have been amply sufli- 
cient for a legal gentleman like my friend, 
it convinces moe that he did not read the 
judgment of the Privy Council, for they 
yory fully and exhaustively go into this 
matter to show, as they say, that this cry 
that it interferes with provincial rights, is, 
touso their own term, fallacious. ‘The 
judgment shows there can be no interfer- 
ance with the rights of Manitoba if this 
louse acts within its allotted sphere, and 
if this Mouse goes beyond the sphere allot- 
ted to us, then the legislation is ultra vires 
and it can very soon be annulled by the 
courts. Whatever disposition is made of 
this matter by this House, I claim, that 
those who say we are acting in contraven- 
tion of provincial rights are not doing their 
duty by the people of this country, and 
not doing their duty by the minority of 
Manitoba who appeal to them for-relief. 
Sir, there is one matter which Imight ask 
your pardon for reierring to, because I 
would jaws thought it so simple that every 
“ibor here would be in accord with re- 
yurd to it, and yet there does seem to be 
differences of opinion as to the position we 
occupy in this House in dealing with this 
or any otheg matter.

So that evory member of this House 
sits here representing the minority in Mani- 
toba as fully as the man elected by their 
sullrages, and is as nuch bound to do his 
duty to them and to all the people of Can 
ada, irrespective of what part of the coun- 
try he comes from or what particular elect- 
ors sond himhere. It 1s well laid down 
that the reason a man is elected by a par- 
ticular constituency is that he is supposed 
to be better acquainted with their needs,

ANTARCTIC “POSSIBILITIES, 


Thinks Vhere May Bo a 


Putare for Commerce: There. 


Dorehgrevink 


The recent Antarctic expedition was 
a cemmercial one, and commercially it 
it was a failure, because We did not 
find the right whale, so valuable for its 
V ha.ebone, The Antarctic was fitted out 
for the hunt of that pecullar kind of 
Whale; nevertheless I haye no doubt 
(hat the commercial result of the ex- 
pedition would have been much better 
had we worked under more favorable 
auspices. 

I do not by any mears consider the 
fact of our not having met with the 
right Whale in those seas as conclusive 
picof of thelr non-existence In the bay 
at Victorla Land, The Antarctic found 
the =ight whale in Campbell Island in 
the winter time; the boats fastened to 
five of them, of which ,however, only 
one was caught. Now, to me it does 
net scem improbable that these whales 
&) south to the bay of Victoria Land, 
Where Ross saw them jn the summer, 
and return north in the winter. It 
Would seem incredible that a man of 
Sir James Ross’ stunding, supported as 
he was by able sclentists and experl- 
enced whalers, should have made u 
Brave error when he sald that this 
Valuable whale was to be found In 
large numbers In those latitudes. 

The difference in the appearance of 
the blue whale ag we found it there, 
and the right whale In the method of 
spcuting is so striking that even the 
mcst casual observer could not easily 
be deceived. Very possibly, had we 
peretrated further into the large open 
bay discovered by Ross in the vicinity 
of the voleano peaks Erebus and Teor- 
ror, too, would have found the 
rieht whale tn great numbers, We 
saw many blue whales, but had not the 
aypliances to take them. 

As I remarked at the International 
Geographical Congre we found few 
als They increased, however, In 
lumber, as we worked eastward, and 

“med afraid of the land, All of the 
Sculs that we met on the shore showed;

The Game Law. 
To the Editor of the INTELLIGENCER. 


ERINSVILLE, Feb, 4th. 

DEAR Sir,—I saw in your last week's 
issue some talk about the Ostario Game 
Law. Now, Mr. Editor, I do not intend to 
Zo into a long discourse, but as I have had 
qnite a long experience in hunting, I 
have hunted more or less for the last thirty- 
five years and in that time I have killed 
about one thousand deer—quite a large 
number some will think, butas Iam ready 
to prove everything [ say I am not afraid of 
contradiction. My father was one of the 
first settlers in Addington county and he 
made most of his living by his trap and 
rifle, and we never thought it was a Ot time 
to kill deer till the first of November, and 
from that time till the middle of December. 
I think that instead of the game law having 
the hunting season come in on the 15th of 
October and Jasting till the first 
of November it should begin on 
the lith of November and last until 
the middle of December. That would give 
the hunter a chance to save his game and 
also give the poor settler a chance to kill a 
deer. The way the game law is now the 
settleris busy with his work; he cannot 
spare time to killa deer and if he did kill 
how can he save it, as the weather is so 
warm that it is impossible to do so? When 
anyone meets a load of hunters on the 
road home from their hunt, the way the 
game law is now, it is very easy to tell if 
they Lave killed a deer or not, for you can 
smell their game, I dare say, farther than 
they could see it when it was alive. Now, 
if that is what some parties call wholesome 
venison, they are welcome to it. 1t is quite 
true that it would be difficult for some 
hunters to killa deer by stiil hunting, as 
the deer is quite a bard animal to shoot, 
but ifa man is not sportsman enough and 
inarksman enough to kill a deer in asports- 
manJike {manner he should drop out 
of the list of hunters. I do 
not think there can be much sport 
about rowing up to a deer in the water and 
then blowing its brains out with a charge 
of buckshot. Why, it would make one of 
the squaws that used to live around the 
lakes hore, bla-hif you told hex she could 
kill a deer in no other way but that. Now, 
Mr. Editor, I would like to have some of 
our worthy representatives in the Ontario 
Leyislature have a fair trial on a couple of 
weil roasted haunches of venison—one that 
was ron for about half a day with the 
hound before it was killed, and one that 
was killed by a still hunter—and sce which 
they would consider the better of the two 
and the most wholesome. I think there 
docs want to be change in the season for 
deer. If ought to begin nm month later and 
then the hunt: 1 save lis ment, and do 
away with hounds altogether, for (here are 
more deer die by being ron by the dog 
than by the lunter's rifle.

Against all these he would place 
you on guard, For example, he is indig 
nant that permission should be given to 
German druggists to sell, without an order, 
vo the first tublots and potions 
which might perhaps cure obesity, which 
will injure the organism and produce grave 
troubles of the nerves and the blood, for 
all of them contain some poison, and it 
would be better to be fat and healthy than 
a loan valetudinavian, Among ox 
the disnstrous olfects of the cures 
of obesity, De. Kulonbourg cites the case 
of a woll-known dramatic artist, who, rot 
content with the opulence of form which 
nature had given him, became so thin that 
lie died in consequc. hut itis not the 
treatment alone thatis dangerous. Scarcely

In Asia the French have car- 
ried it into all thelr movements im 
Cambodia, Tonquin, Slam, etc.; the 
British into Burmah, the Dutch into 
Java, and the Japanese into Corea and 
Chint. In South and Central America 
the symbol of international beneficence 
has been worn in fleld service in Bra- 
zil, the Argentine Republic, Chile, 
Peru, Bolivia, Guatemala and San 
Salvador. 

Some have thought that the Red 
Cross work is intended only for war 
times, and that it is going beyond its 
sphere in doing a purely charitable 
work in Armenia. It Is true the origt- 
nal idea was based on the needs of the 
wounded In battle, but this has stead- 
lly grown into a wiser charity. At 
Jobnstown, during the flood of 1889, the 
Red Cross did splendid work, and its 
steamboats save many lives in the 
Mississippi flood service. 

The Red Cross Soclety casts its 
tender eyes over the wide fields of 
homan suffering, seeking where it can 
alleviate misery and assuage grief. 
Only when suffering is caused whole- 
fale, ag it were, does the mighty ma- 
chinery of this organization set itself 
{fn motion Since the Red Cross So- 
clety was formed, in 1881, its president 
has received and directed the dls- 
bursement in money alone of not less 
than $800,000.

‘As the inheritor 
from Spain of that sovereignty,” the 
letter woes on to say, “the Venezuelan 
Repxblic is bound in honour to adhere 
to the treaty of 1814, which abrogated 
all previous claims ever made “‘%y 
Spain and sectred to Great Britain 
the sovereignty of the whole of the 
Wssequibo basin.” After then detall- 
ing Robert Schombureg’s explorations, 
Mr. Markham contends that the con- 
cession of Yuruare valley, which was 
British territory, to Venezuela, shows 
nothing could haye been further from 
the thoughts of English statesmen 
than an Infraction of the Monroe doc- 
trine. He concludes that even If the 
territory which Venezuela claims were 
adjudged not to belong to Great Brit- 
ain, it does not follow it belongs to 
Venezuela. Great Britain's right, he 
claims, rests on the discovery, on & 
Dutch possession of three centuries, 
on the effective occupation, and on @ 
treaty.

Halifax was shortly 
afterwards incorporated, and the prin- 
ciple of responsible government applied 
to the management of its affairs, which 
was but the precursor of responsible 
government as appHed to the affairs of 
the whole province. 

Mr. Howe's reputation largely rests 
upon the skill and statesmanship dis- 
played by him in breaking down the 
old council of twelve which managed 
the affairs of the province, sitting with 
closed doors and having among its 
members the chief justice of the pro- 
vince, the English bishop, several mem- 
bers of our banking institutions and 
men who were related by ties of blood 
and kindred, making up what was 
properly called a family compact. He 
had no easy task before him to break 
up so thoroughly entrenched a com- 
pact, with the influence of Government 
House and all officialdom, with the ele- 
ments of social caste and everything 
that savored of toadyism and flunkey- 
ism arrayed against him. But, after 
a long and bitter struggle he succeeded 
completely, and it was his boast that 
he had succeeded in giving Nova Sco- 
tia free institutions without a head or 
pane of glass being broken, while in 
Canada revolution and bloodshed 
marked the footsteps of the reformers, 

In the course of his early publie life 
Mr. Howe had to grapple with a num- 
ber of exceedingly able men, old school 
aristocrats, graduates of King’s Col- 
lege, then the only school of learning 
in the province worthy of the name 
Of these men James Boyle Uniacke and 
Lewis M. Wilkins were distinguishea 
for their classic learning and dignified 
eloquence.

Having done that, 
we can do what the Privy Council, by 
their judgment, could not do, They 
could only look at the intent of parties to 
the union as that intent is expressed in 
the pages of the Act: they could go no 
further, We can go further; we can go 
behind the Act and consider tho circum- 
stances and.conditions under which it was 
passed ; and we have only to look at the 
debates of that day to find that Separate 
Schools oxisted and were intended to 
continue. Now, personally, I am not in 
favor of Separate Schools ; Ido not like 
them. I think it weuld be better it all the 
children of this country could be brought 
up together in one kind of schools. But in 
the same way I think it would be better 
if all people went to one church; but the 
difficulty is in deciding which church it will 
be. Thore have been many people in 
different ayes of the world who had that 
same idea, aud some of them tried to carry 
itinto effect ; but a dismal failure they 
made of it in every instance. While I am 
not here to defend Separate Schools, I 
think there is a question before us far und 
away beyond the question of Separate 
Schools, I think the greater question by 
far is whether the honor of Canada is to be 
maintained, While I do not believe in 
Soparate Schools, I would sooner sce a 
Separate School in every township of this 
Dominion than to see the plighted faith of 
my country broken and her honor tarnish- 
ed. The hon. gentleman from Queen's 
(Mr. Davies) stands up in this House and 
asks how this Governmentcan pretend to 
interfore with Manitoba when the Privy 
Council held the Act of 1890 to be intra 
vires. One might well suppose the case of 
the minority to be hopeless when a legal 
gentleman would dare—and I use the word 
advisedly—to address this House in terms 
like that, Did he not know—if he did not, 
he could not have read the judgment— 
that the single point decided in the Barrett 
caso was whether the Public School Act of 
1890 prejudicially affected any right or priv- 
ilege which the Roman Catholics by law or 
ractice had in the provinces at the union. 
t was hold that it did not affect any such 
right or privilege, and therefore, the Act 
was valid. But the appeal which we are 
called upon to consider could not lave 
arisen if the Act had been invalid, for then 
it would have beon upset by the courts. 
This appeal arose from tho subsequent pro- 
ceeding founded on the yalidity of the Act: 
and when the minority asked for a remedial 
order from the Dominion Government, the 
Government of Manitoba protested and de- 
clared that if the Dominion Government 
presumed to act in accordance with the 
potition of the min rity, their act would be 
ultra vires. The Dominion Government 
accordingly said: Wo will send the 
question to the Privy Council first. So it 
was that the case went to the Privy Coun- 
cil, for that body to decide whether or not 
this Government had power to act; and I 
submit that under the decision of the Privy 
Council the Domivion Government had 
power only if the rights and privileges had 
been infringed upon. An argument was 
used last session in this Mouse, and it has 
been repeated ayain this session. that we 
are not bound by the decision of the Privy 
Council to Ouo word to that. 
I think frequently arise 
in regard which is used

Iu consequence of this the 
duties devolving upon the members have 
been only nominal, 

As instructed by your Lordship, we lave 
inspected the yarious public institutions 
that receive Government aid, 

We found the gaol, so far as its manage- 
ment and care aro concerned, in a satis- 
factory condition ; but we are strongly of 
the opinion that, in the intorest of economy 
aud safety, anew and modern system of 
heating the building should be adopted 
without delay. We would suygest that 
improvement should be effected upon the 
long approach to tho Court House. In 
consequence of its present condition sever 
al accidents have occurred at the present 
siltings of the court, 

Tho Hospital and Home for the Friend- 
less we found in every respect satisfactory. 
It was through the enterpriso and perse- 
yerance of the ladles of Belleville that the 
fnstitution was erected and equipped and 
it is to their constant devotion aud busi- 
ness ability that is sustained and managed. 
Our visit to the Institution for the Deaf 
and Dumb revealed to us the high state of 
oflictency to which it has been brought by 
tho efforts of the able principal and his 
devoted assistants, We are of the opinion 
that more room should be provided than is 
at present available. Thero more 
pupils now in attendance than the existing 
buildings were intended to accommodate 
and we respectfully draw the attencion of 
the Government of the Province to the 
matter,

An Inquest Began Into the Kast End 


Tragedy. 


Ar inquest was opened at Toronto last 
night in the case of John Corrigan, who 
was killed on Wednesday night by James 
Healey, as relate 1 in yesterday's issue. 

Mrs. Corrigan testified that when her 
husband entered the house Healey came 
out of the room he occupied with a piece of 
iron nearly two fvot long in one hand, and 
he first struck her husband threo or four 
times with the iron. Corrigan then went 
over towards tho stairs, which were in the 
same room, as though intending to go up 
thom, and she saw Healey take a chopping 
axe which was leaning against the wall and 
said ‘‘take that,” and then struck him a 
blow on the back of the head with it. A 
policeman came along and she asked him 
to go in, as there was murder committed. 
He refused until he went for another man. 
She did not see any more than one blow 
struck, as she also went to look for a 
policeman. 

Witness never saw her husband with a 
revolver in her life, and did not think he 
could have one withouc her knowing it. 

Cornelius Curtis was then sworn, and 
corroborated Mrs. Corrigan in some~ par- 
ticulars. He swore that Mrs. Corrigan had 
told him that she hada revolver, but wit- 
ness had never seen it. 

John A. R, Clayton, step-son of deceased, 
testified that deceased went to Healey’s 
door and rapped. The door opened, but 
witness could not say whether deceased 
opened it or not. Deceased got partly into 
Healey’s part of the house and witness 
saw Healey strike. Corrigan on the arm 
with thelargechoppingaxe, the blow knock- 
ing him down. “He then saw Healy strike 
him another blow with the same axe while 
ho was lying on the ground. Th answer to 
Mr, Raney witness stuted that not a word 
was said by either Corrigan or Healey be- 
foro the blow was struck. Corrigan, he 
said, did not kick the door in nor uso any 
violence to get iu. The revolver was 
shown to the witness and he was asked if 
he had eyer sem it before. He answered 
Vos,” he had seen it in some trunks at 
home, but could not say whether it was 
his mothor’s or that of deceased. He after- 
wards saw it in Healey’s hand after Corri- 
gin was ‘* knocked out.”

spread, and a leading sporting man 
took the red man In hand, Under 
cherge of his backer, Deerfoot visited 
all the leading cities of the United 

States, meeting and beating, without 
exception, all the acknowledged long- 
distance champions, At the conclu- 
sion of his triumphal tour, he went 
buck to the Cattaraugus Reservation, 
and lived quietly at home for a few 
years. 

In 1861, the sporting man who had 
taken him through the United States, 
took Deerfoot on a campaign through 
England, the home of long-distance 
runners. 

The first race arranged for the In- 
dian in England was at London, with 
a young college man who had bested 
the pick of British long-distance 
cracks, When the two athletes met, 
Deerfoot laughed at the pouthful ap- 
pearance of his competitor and said he 
would send for his son, then a youth- 
ful buck on the reservation, to race 
against the “pale face.” 

However, Deerfoot had a harder 
time of it than he expected. The 
Englishman cut out too hot a pace at 
the start for his own good. The race 
Was for twelve miles, and by the end 
of the eleventh mile Deerfoot had 
fcirly run his opponent off his feet. 

Subsequently, he defeated three 
ocher men who were recognized cham- 
plons, and thereafter all England hall- 
ed the red man as the greatest atn- 
lete that ever wore a running shoe, 
The Prince of Wales took great in- 
terest In him, and for several weeks 
Deerfoot was a guest at the royal 
apartments. He gave geveral exhibi- 
tions before the royal family and re- 
celved from the Queen and the Prince 
of Wales tokens of remembrance. 
These he prized highly and kept to 
the tlme of his death. He trained the 
famous Jem Mace for one of his fights, 
and lectured before the masters and 
students of Oxford and Cambridge 
Universities on physical training. He 
remained in England until the latter 
part of 1863, when he sailed to this 
country with considerable money In 
his pockets. When he left the Prince 
of Wales presented him with a £50 
rote. 

Deerfoot went at once to his old 
home and purchased a small farm, 
Which he owned at the time of his 
death. Two years after his return to 
this country he went to Chicago and 
raced there against horses. In every 
case he was victorious, He competed 
against a couple of runners in Buffalo 
end Cleveland and efeated them. In 
1866 he settled down on the Cattarau- 
gus teservation, and there lived 
until his death. He leaves two sons, 
who live on the property owned by 
their father. His wife died many years 
azo, 

Deerfoot made his great record in 
London in 1862, when he ran 10 miles 
in 52 minutes. He declared that this 
record had never been broken, but his 
assertion is disputed. He once ran 
fifty miles, but his time was not taken, 
He was on exhibition at the Chicago 
Exposition of 1893, and was present at 
numerous celebrations in Western New 
Yerk and Pennsylvania. He possessed 
Scores of medals, but rarely displayed 
them. He kept them lockin a trunk 
in his house and handled them with 
Breat cars, saying: “My descendants 
will like look at them and see what 
f00d men old Deerfoot was.” 

Deerfoot made a study of physical 
training, and it really was surprising 
tow carefully he had observed every 
little point. At the time of the Cor- 
bett-Sullivan fight Deerfoot remarked: 

“Bet me could train them boys s0 
could fight much better; they think 
they know lots ‘bout it, but me can 
tell them much.” 


Disastrous Famlnoos, 

The most disastrous famine of mod- 
ern times occurred in northern China 
in 1877-78, It was so severe that 9,500,- 
000 of the inhabitants perished. The 
sum of £45,502 was collected in Eng- 
land and forwarded to China for the 
relief of the distress caused by it. It 
appears by a blue book, published in 
1885, that the famine In India in 1878, 
caused the deaths of 3,500,000 people in 
the Madras distriot, and of 2,436,000 peo- 
ple in the Oude district. The potato 
famine in Ireland in 1846-47 was re- 
sponsible for over 1,000,000 deaths In 
northwest India, during the famines of 
1837-38, over 760,000 persons perished, 
while in Bengal and Orisea, in 1856 66, 
1,000,000 deaths ensued Two years 
afterward, in Rajpootana, over 1,500,000 
perished from hunger.—Cincinnati En- 
quirer.

Halifax, N.sS., Noy. 7.—(Special.)—At 
the banquet last night Sir Chari rup 
per related many political tneidents 
previously unknown to the public, Per- 
haps the most Interesting of all was 
the reading of the following letter from 
himself to Sir Charles Thlibbert ‘Pup- 
per at the time of Sir John Macdon- 
ald’s death; 
* Vienna, 4th June, 1891, 

“My Dear Son,—l, us you know, 
hive always felt the deepest personal 
attachment for our great leader, Sir 


John Macdonald, but I myself did not 


know how much I loved him ull on 
my arrival here Jast Saturday I learn- 
ed that he Was stricken down by tll- 
ness. The news was then reassuring, 
and IT attended the dinner at the Hof- 
burg palace with the Emperor and 
King at four o'clock, but refused the 


invitation of the Minister for the thea- 
tre that evening, and all Invitations 
since, It now seems that there is no 
hope, How mysterious are the ways 
of Providence. Never in his long and 
useful life have his Inyaluable  ser- 
Vices been so important to Canada and 


to the Empire, and God alone knows 
What the consequences to both may 
be. I received your telegram saying 


that there was a disposition in certain 
quarters that Sir John Thompson 
should succeed him, ‘This affords me 
Sreat satisfaction, and a sense of per- 
sonal relief. You know I told you long 
ago, and repeated to you when last in 
Ottawa, that nothing could induce me 
to accept the po in case the Pre- 
miership becayne reant. I told you 
that Sir John looked up wearily from 
his papers, and said to me, ‘I wish 
to God you were in my place,’ and 
that I answered, ‘Thank God I am 
not.” He afterwards, well knowing my 
determination, said he thought Sir 
John Thompson, as matters now stood, 
Was the only available man, Of course 
he had in view the charges that were 
made against Sir Hector Langevin 
and still pending. Had it been other- 
wise, and I had been in Parliament, I 
would have given him my support, as 
well know. 

“When this terrible blow came, I 
naturally decided that my old col- 
leagues and the party for whom I have 
done so much might unite In asking 
me to take the leadership, and I felt 
in that case a serlous responsibility 
Would rest upon me, believing as I do 
that compliance would have involved 
a material shortening of the few years 
at most remaining to me, You can 
imagine, my dear son, the relief with 
which I learned that I was absolved 
from any such responsibility, and able 
to assure dear mother that all danger 
Was past. Your course, my dear son, 
Js to think only of your duty to Cana- 
da, and that is to give your hearty 
Bupport to whatever can combine the 
members of the party in the greatest 
degree. I need not tell you how glad 
I will be if our mutual friend, Sir 
John Thompson, should be the man. 
His great ability, high legal attain- 
ments, forensic powers, and, above 
all, his personal character, all render 
his cholee one of which our party 
and country should be proud. 

“It was a strange coincidence that 


about one o'clock on Wednesday 
night, the 27th inst., I concluded my 
speech in response to a toast at a 
banquet given te myself by a large 


number of peers and members of the 
House of Commons of both partics by 
an eulogium upon Sir John Macdonald, 
when, by a slip of the tongue, I used 
the words, ‘And now, at the close of 
his long and useful life,’ I immediate- 
ly corrected myself by expressing the 
hope that he would be spared many 
years to serve his country, as he had 
done in the past. While this prayer, 
for such it was, was enthusiastically 
cheered by the Lord Mayor, three ex- 
Secretaries of State of the Colonies, of 
both parties, and many members of 
the House of Commons, both Liberal 
and Conservative, my dear friend ap- 
pears to have been struck down by the 
fatal shaft, and our prayer denied. We 
can only how with submission, know- 
ing that the blow came from the one 
who doeth all things well. Let us all 
endeavour to work as untiringly and 
as unselfishly for the progre and 
prosperity of our country as Sir John 
has done, and, come what may, we 
will be consoled, as he has been, by 
the conviction that we have done our 





duty. It is a source of satisfaction to 
me in this said hour to feel that 
through good and evil report I have 


stood at his side, and In sunshine and 
in 








storm have done all in my power 
to sustain and aid him in the great 
work to which he has. since firet we 
met, devoted so siccessfully all his 
great power Tie has left a bright 
example for us to follow; let us en- 
deavour to imitate him as far as we 
can, and we will deserve well of 
our country,

Successful Experiment With Cathode Rays 


Montreal, Feb. 7.—(Special.)—Prof. 
Cox, of McGill University, fs con- 
ductivg a series of most interesting 
experiments in connection with the re- 
cently discovered cathode rays. This 
morning a patient from the General 
hospital was taken to Prof. Cox's lee- 
ture-room. He had been shot about 
two months ago in the left leg, be- 
tween the knee end the ankle. The 
bone of the leg had been injured, and 
the bullet had not been extracted. 
While not suffering, the patient had 
not mended as he should, and there 
Was all evidence (tb show that lie 
would be a eripple for life. It was 
decided to ascertain, through the 
mecium of the cathode process; to 
what extent the bones were injured, 
end to find, if possible, the bullet. In 
the presence of several physicians the 
patient was placed in a comfortable 
pcsition and the injured part of the 


leg exposed against a large-sized, 
very sensitive plate. Prof. Cox se- 
lected a Crockes tube. An exposure 


of forty minutes’ duration was eiven. 
Prof, Cox then took the plate to the 


dark-room for development. Prof. 
Cox soon reappeared with the plate, 
and to the intgnse Geileht and satis- 
faction of all there was a splendid 
view of the injured bones, They were 
distinctly visible, and not only they, 
but there, lying right between the 


‘wo bones, was the image of the bul- 
Jet. It was a decided triumph of scl- 
ence. The Plate was taken possession 
of by the doctors present and niinute- 
ly studied, They were all highly gra- 






tified ut the success of the experl- 
ment, particularly Dr, King, of To- 
ronto, whose trip east was not made 
in vain. Prof. Cox has also made e 


valuable discovery with regard to the 


Crookes tube, as to whieh part or 
side of the tube is best to use while

people was the earnest part he had 
taken In introducing that distin ished 
statesman to public life, at a Ume 
when this Was of the most vital im- 
portanee, He had exerted himself, and 
he was glad to say successfully, to 
induce Bishop Cameron to consent to 
Sir John Thompson's entering the Do- 
minion Cabinet, as the latter had stat- 
ed that he would not accept unless that 
distinguished prelate, who was his close 
friend, would give his sanction. The 
services of a man not only of the most 
brilliant ability, but of the highest 
character, had thus been secured to 
the State. (Applause.) 

Sir Charles Tupper then proceeded 
to pay a warm tribute to the present 
Premier, Sir Mackenzle Bowell, whom, 
he said, he had first met on the floor 
of the House of Commons tn 1867, MMe 
had been intimately associated with 
Sir Mackenzie Bowell in and out of 
office, and he was bound to say that 
the Conservative party never had a 
more loyal supporter than Sir Macken- 
zie Bowell. There was one special oc- 
cesion on Which Sir Mackenzie Bowell 
had rendered most signal and impor- 
tent service to Canada—hia visit to 
Australia, and the inauguration of the 
memorable Ottawa conference, which 
would never be forgotten in the his- 
tory of Canada, and the important ef- 
fects of which were only beginning to 
be realized, (Applause.) Having 
known Sir Mackenzie Bowell intimate- 
ly from 1867 to the present day, Sir 
Charles desired to bear testimony to 
his integrity and the zealous adminis- 
tration of every duty with whiéh he 
had been charged. (Applause.) No 
man had a better opportunity of know- 
ing his worth than he (the speaker), 
and he had. witnessed with special 
pride and approval the mark of dis- 
tinction conferred upon him by his 
Sovereign. (Applause.) There had 
never, Sir Charles said, been the 
slightest shadow of disagreement be- 
tween them, or an unkind word or 
thought. There might have been some 
misunderstandings in the party, and 
one of the reasons for his return to 
public life was to try and remove 
those mnisunderstandings, and to re- 
unite the party In defence of Conserva- 
tive principles, with which the pro- 
gress and prosperity of the country 
Were bound up, (Great applause.) 

After referring to the formation of 
Confederation, Sir Charles Tupper 
proceeded to discuss the Manitoba 
school question. From the first hour 
that he had entered public life, he 
sald, he had taken his stand on the 
Principle of equal justice to all, with- 
out respect to race or creed. (Great 
applause,) He had stated his views 
freely In the recent contest, and from 
the beginning to the end he had ap- 
proached neither priest nor prelate of 
any denomination, and had not had 
the slightest communication, direct or 
indirect, with his friend Bishop Cam- 
eron, (Applause.) The clergy of all 
denominations he had found united in 
favour of having justice done to the 
minority. Sir Charles Tupper said he 
had the greatest objection to the coer- 
clon of any province or tampering 
with the autonomy of a province. The 
Act of Confederation clearly defined 
the duties and powers of the Local 
Legislatures, and haying been one of 
the Fathers of Confederation, he 
would be the last man In the world 
to lay his hand on the ark of the 
constitution and to tamper with {t in 
any way whatever. But while the 
question of education was placed in 
the hands of the Local Legislatures 
there was a marked exception, ond 
it was just such a case as had arisen 
now. Sir Alexander Galt had written 
with his own hand the clause of the 
constitution that dealt with this sub- 
ject, and that demanded on behalf of 
the Protestant minority of Quebec a 
guarantee that would prevent the 
rights of any minority, whether Pro- 
testant or Catholic, belng invaded by 
® majority of a different kind. (Ap- 
plause.) The constitution provided 
that in case the Local Legislature {n- 
fringed upon or took away the right 
of the minority, its power ceased, and 
it became a matter for the Federal 
Parliainent. Sir John Thompson, pre- 
vious to the decision of the Privy 
Council, had stated that he was pre- 
pared to stand by the decision of the 
court, and that was a position that 
he (the speaker) held, that every man 
in Canada, whether Protestant or 
Catholic. was bound to maintain. 

There was one statement in the ad- 
dre Sir Charles sald—the statement 
that he was returning to politics with 
ill the fire and vigour of youth—with 
Which he wags obliged to differ But 
Whilst he might not possess all the 
fire of youth he might claim to have 
the Judgment tempered by forty years 
of public life, which might be of ser- 
Vice to the party. (Loud applause.) 

He then proceeded to discuss the 
ralicy of the Liberal party, which, he 
declared, had simply been one of ob- 
struction. He said that had they 
adopted the views of Mr. Edward 
Blake they might have been in power 
long ago. The reason they had been 
Kept out of office, and the reason they 
were going to be kept out again—(tre- 
mendous appliuse)—was that the peo- 
ple of Canada had learned t} it the 
Policy of party meant progress 
and prosperity, and that the poll y of 
the Liberals—free trade—was one un- 
der which the country had languished 
and its best Interests were dying. (Ap- 
plause.) Sir Charles, In conclusion, 
advocated the adoption of preferen- 
tial trade. which, he declared, was

despite this, he spoke for nearly an 
hour and a half, and his masterly 
presentation of the issues of the day 
wos frequently interrupted by enthu- 
sfistic applause. It Was plainly evi- 
dent, too, that Sir Charles, though 
not physically as vigorous as some 
years ago, has lost none of his men- 
tal quickness. For instance, when 
some one in the audience interrupted 
him with the query, “ What's the 
matter with ,’ Sir Charles, who, 
in common with others in the front 
of the hall, had failed to catch the 
question, instantly responded, 
“What's the matter with what ?" The 
questioner, dismayed at the sudden 
vigour of the response, drew back into 
his shell, and the audience applaud- 
ed loudly. 

It was shortly after eight o'clock 
when Senator Drummond, the chair- 
man of the evening, appeared on the 
platform leading Sir Charles Tupper 
and the other distinguished guests. 
Their appearance was the signal for 
enthusiastic applause. Senator Drum- 
mond took the chair, and seated be- 
side him were Sir Charles Tupper 
and Mr. Hector McDougall, M.P., the 
colleague of Sir Charles in the repre- 
Sentation of Cape Breton. 

Senator Drummond opened the pro- 
ceedings with a yigorous address, 
which was frequently applauded. 

Mr. Joseph Prudent, of the Club 
Cartier, spoke in French. 

Mr, Donald MacMaster, Q.C., who is 
regarded as the next M.P. for the 
St. Lawrence division of Montreal, 
and who was given a most enthusias- 
tie reception, followed in a very elo- 
quent address. He welcomed Sir 
Charles Tupper back as the victor of 
Cape Breton and the great anchor 
man in the tug-of-war that is soon to 
take place between the political par- 
ties in Canada.

murder, After the cloge of the inquest 
a preliminary investigation for crimi- 
nil proceedings was commenced be- 
fore Magistrates Rodd and sarrett, 
and the prisoner was remanded back 
to gaol. The coroner's -investication 
Was begun two weeks ago yesterday, 
When a post-mortem examination was 
mide and partial evidence taken, but 
proceedings were adjourned to allow 
an official analysis of the stomach. 

When the inquest was resumed yes 
terday morning at ten o'clock, the 
Town hall at Gesto was crowded with 
curious spectators who had gathered 
from all parts of the surrounding 
country, Mrs, Nolan was present 
Wiile the evidence was being taken.

Saturday preceding the death of her 
husband. Witnesses declared that 
Mrs, Nolan was in Gesto on the day 
she was said to have procured the 
Polson there,*and others claimed to 
have heard her make threats against 
her husband, with whom she was un- 
able to live in peace. Sarah Lear tes- 
tifled that Mrs. Nolan had told her 
that her husband “wouldn't live 
long,”’ and Isaac Lear swore that Mrs. 
Nolan had told him that her husband 
was jealous of her, and that she 
would go back to Windsor to live tn 
the spring 

Dr, Parkes, of Harrow, testified that 
when he called upon Nolan while sick 
he asked him if he thought he had 
been poisoned. The physician an- 
swered that he did not think so. 
Other testimony was taken as to the 
course of the disease.

THE RONTGEN RAYS. 
Experiments by Thomas A. Edison —In- 
creasing the Size of the Crookes Tabe— 
tie Expects to Get a Well-Defloed Picture, 


Liewellyn, N.J., Feb. 9.—The labora- 
tcries of Thomas A, Edison, the elec- 
triclan, have been besleged during the 
past few days by pcople anxious to 
know what progress the great ex- 
reilmenter has made in the use of the 
Crookes tube, and its application to 
photography. It was expected that 
Mr, Edison would try to photograph 
the human brain yesterday, and, as a 
consequence, a number of newspaper 
men and artists were on hand to get 
the results of the inventor's skill. He 
had hoped to have some new tubes in 
readiness for the work of the morn- 
ing, but notwithstanding the fact that 
he und his efficient helpers worked all 
night they were unable to complete 
their labours. Mr, Edison confidently 
expects to have all preparations made 
by to-morrow, ! yer. 

Mnny tests of the Rontgen ray have 
already been made in the Edison 
juboratory, and all have been along 
practical lines. Mr, Edison sald to- 
day that he was not spending any 
time photographing his hand and 
keys, but was devoting his entire at- 
tention to deweloping the practical 
side of Prof, Rontgen’s recent discoy- 
ery.

Ottawa, Feb. 9.—(Special.)—A caucus 
of the Conservative members of Parlla 
ment has, at the request of the Pre- 
mier, been called for Tuesday morning 
ut 11 o'cloek in room 16. The gather- 
ing under the circumstances will be 
an important one. It will be the first 
general caucus of the party as repre- 
sented in Parliament since it became 
a certainty that remedial legislation 
will be Introduced into Parliament. It 
will also be the first assemblage of 
that nature since the question of 
leadership became one of public dis- 
cussion, The first subject will undoubt- 
edly engage the attention of the as- 
sembled heads of the great Liberal- 
Conservative party. It has been pretty 
freely asserted of late that the Goy- 
ernment is bound to consult its sup- 
porters before it confronts them in 
Parliament with remedial legislation. 
Indeed it is asserted that a pledge to 
that effect was given at the Govern- 
ment caucus held in the closing days 
of the session of 1895. But, aside from 
fainy question of pledge, it seems natural 
that the Administration should take 
the sense of its supporters upon the 
policy to which it stands committed. 
The bill, as drafted by the sub-com- 
mittee and approved by the Cabinet, 
will therefore, it seems, be considered 
by the Conservatives in caucus as- 
sembled at a very early stage of its 
career. From the expressions of opin- 
ion there elicited it will not be difficult 
for the Government to determine its 
probable fate. The general effect of 
the measure was given in these col- 
umns some days ago, and nothing has 
since been elicite. which alters the 
forecast. It is expected that the 
remedial bill, withour in any way 
coercing Manitoba, will give the Catho- 
lics of that province legal control of 
the schools which Mr. Greenway per- 
mits them to have illegally. It will re- 
quire them to bring their primary 
schools up to the Public school stand- 
ard, and will retain to the province full 
control of the schools and the stand- 
ard of education, if it chooses to exer- 
cise that control. It is impossible, how- 
ever, to form an accurate judgment of 
the bill mntil it Is fairly before Par- 
Ilament and the country, which In a 
day or two will now be the case.

STRAINED RELATIONS. 


Efforts to Restore the Vriendship Metween 
Great Uritain and Germuoy—Stroug Notes 
from Italy and Austrin—Lora Salisbury 
Prefers an Enteate With Russia. 


London, Feb. 9.—A serious effort has 
been begun by Italy, supported by Aus- 
tria, to restore the friendship between 
Great Britain and Germany which 
was greatly strained by Emperor Wil- 
liam's message to President Kruger of 
the South African Republic. The effort 
has obtained the actlve approval of 
the Queen, but does not seem to be ap- 
preclated by Lord Salisbury. Count 
Nigra, the Itallan Ambassador to Aus- 
trian, after his recent visit to Rome 
received instructions from Signor 
Crispi to arrange for concerted pres- 
sure from Rome and Vienna upon Ber- 
lin and London to bring about the end 
desired. These instructions resulted ta 
Austrian and Italian communications 
being sent to Berlin, in which was 
pointed out the danger to the triple al- 
lAnce arising from the breach between 
Germany and Great Britain, especially 
as regards a poseible entente between 
the latter country and Russia. It fs 
also understood that Signor Crispi 
made specia] representations to Lord 
Salisbury on the continuance of the 
Anglo-Italian agreement for nayal co- 
operation In the Mediterranean In the 
event of developments in the East. If 
the British view of these negotiations 
is accurate, Berlin has shown a readi- 
ness to respond to the desires of her al- 
Hes, and would cease her hostile policy 
towards Great Britain, but so far as 
the latter {s concerned the dic is cast, 
The entente with Russia has gone too 
far. Unless the German Government 
renounces Its South African schemes, 
supports Great Britain in Egypt, and 
gBenerally reverses Its recent line of © 
diplomatic enmity, no return of cor 
diality in the Anglo-German relations 
will be possible.

regions of the sky of special interest 
have been covered by elaborate series 
of plates of the utmost value to the 
student for the investigation of 8k llar 
problems, The collection of plates now 
stored at Cambridge, constructed espec- 
jally for the purpose, exceeds 60,000 In 
number and the addition from year to 
year of about 7,000 plates is now going 
on. 

Sir Edwin Arnold has lately found 
cause for regret in the general limita- 
tion of modern astronomical work to 
the ascertainment of facts and in the 
failure of astronomers to ‘use the rich 
sublimity of the cosmic side of their 
business.” The best thing that could 
happen to mankind, he says, would be 
if a great astronomer had been born a 
poet, or if a great poet should become 
an astronomer. The great astronomers 
of the Harvard observatory are inclined 
to think, on the other hand, that the 
illumination of mankind is not really 
dependent on the conjunction of the 
poet and astronomer in the same per- 
son. The prolonged, patient and acute 
observation, the careful weighing of 
evidence and the scientific attainment 
that are requisite for astronomical ad- 
vances can hardly be reconciled with 
the poetic temperament or faculty, and 
it seems Idle to complain because na- 
ture has not combined them. The ob- 
servers at Cambridge and Arequipa are 
avowedly intent upon the accumulation 
of our knowledge of the universe and 
its laws, and they have faith that the 
fleld of poetical or speculative treat- 
ment will be better filled by Sir Edwin 
Arnold and other experts in this de- 
partment of human endeavor.

It is Now in the Hands of the 
Queen’s Printer. 

THE SECRETARY OF STATE. 
Enthusiastic Demonstration ln Honour of 
Sir Charles Tappor—Vresented with Ad- 
drosses—Ile Objoot in Rem saierlig Var- 


linment, 





Ottawa, Feb. 10.—(Special )—The 
remedial bill was sent to the Queen's 
printer this afternoon for the purpose 
of being put Into type. It ls quite 
possible that the printing of the mea- 
gure muy defer the Introduction for 
another day, but it will greatly facill- 
tate Lhe members In coming to an early 
understanding as to ita contents. The 

) nearness of the advent of the bill on 
the scene of Parilamentary  confilct 
has brought Mr, MeCarthy to the sur- 
face, To-day he was In his place, 
thotish he has rarely been seen there 
thi sion. The opponents and the 
supporters of remedial legislation will 
doubticss have their frat struggle in 
the Conservative caucus to-morrow 
morning. Mr. N. C. Wallace, who still 
ranks as a Conservative, will be there, 
and will have the support of such gen- 
tlhemen as Col. Tyrwhitt, Mr. McNeill, 

Dr, Sproule, Mr, Craig, and Mr, Hod- 
gins in. antagonizing the introduction 
of the bill. Gut so skilfully has it 
been framed that most of the anticl- 
pated opposition within the Conserva- 
tive ranks has already been with- 
drawn. ‘The bill, as it now stands in 
its completed shape, leaves the provin- 
cial grants and the school lands un- 
} toveched, and quite under the control 
of the province. It is copied in many 
respects from the Public School Act 
' of Manitoba. and far from interfering 
with the successful operation of that 
measure, is designed to supplement it. 
Sir Mackenzie Bowell informed your 
correspondent this evening that the 
statement that it proposes to coerce 
Catholics into abandoning the Public 
echools is utterly without foundation. 
Every Catholic will be free to say 
where his children shall be educated. 
Some of the objections that have been 
taken to the measure are based on in- 
complete and defective information. 
There will be strong opposition, no 
doubt. to the principle of the bill, but 
the attempt to raise an outcry against 
detalis that it does not contain fs hard- 
ly warranted. 

The matters which engaged the at- 
tentlon of the House of Commons to- 
day were of a varied and not very im- 
portant character. At the prospect of 
the introduction of Sir Charles Tupper 
there was a flutter of excitement, but 
as the formalities have not yet been 
completed the new leader in the Com- 
mons will not take the reins till to- 
morrow. Sir Charles will occupy the 
seat which Sir John Macdonald, and 
afterwards Sir John Thompson, filled. 
It has been of late occupled by Mr. 
Foster, who now moves along to make 
way for the gentleman who is to suc- 
ceed him in the leadership of the Com- 
mons. As Sir Charles was not Iintro- 
duced to-day the proceedings possess- 
ed diminished interest. A large num- 
ber of formal motions for papers were 
passed, and upon one or two of them 
discussions arose. 

| The most interesting of these was 

the complaint made by Mr. Martin 

against the release of Chamberlain, 
the Winnipeg personator, That some- 
what injudiclous politiclan Was guilty 
of attempting to vote for somebody 
else.

In the forenoon Mr. and Mrs, Bry- 
an, the parents of the murdered girl, 
and her sisters and brothers, visited 
the cemetery and entered the vault. 
Mrs, Bryan was so overcome by the 
sad spectacle of the headless trunk of 
her daughter that she swooned in the 
vault, and the father was nearly over- 
come in a similar manner. 

While the relatives were in the 
Viult there was a meeting of the 
young end middle-aged men of the 
city, and it was said later that 25 or 
50 of these pledged themselves to cach 
other to avenge the girl's death, if 
the murderers were not hanged by 
the law.

Mr, Ewart’s Reasons for His Statentiit 
Regarding Mr, Laurier — Inferior Bluc- 
stone — Fire at Calgary — Death of a 
Mothodist Minister, 


Winnipeg, Feb. 10.—(Special.)—Mr. 
John 8S. Ewart, Q.C,, counsel for the 
Roman Catholics of Manitoba, re- 
cintly made the statement upon his 
return from the east that he was 
confident that Mr. Laurier would vote 
for remedial legislation to be intro- 
duced by the Dominion Government. 
To-day Mr, Ewart was asked his rea- 
sons for this statement. His first rea- 
son, he said, was that as a statesman 
Mr. Laurier must join all the other 
great statesmen of Canuda in voting 
for fair play and justice. Mr, Ewart's 
second reason was that Mr, Laurier 
had already voted in favour of Cath- 
olic minorities upon the question of 
education—in 1875—in the New Bruns- 
wick school case, and more recently 
in the North-West matters, Mr, 
Ewart’s third reason Was that Mr. 
Luurier said the other day in the 
House of Commons that all the sym- 
pathies of the public were with the 
minority in Manitoba, so that he saw 
no reason whatever why the minority 
in Manitoba should not be as well 
fayoured as the minority in Ontario 
or Quebec, and that the man who 
upholds the system of Public schools 
does not concelve the extent of the 
injustice which is inflicted on the 
corseience of Roman Catholics when 
they are deprived of thelr achools.

London, Feb.10.—The Hon.Cecll Rhodes, 

formerly Premier of Cape Colony, 
Started for Buluwayo this morning. 
Mr. Rhodes’ departure was managed 
very quietly.

The Duke 
of Abercorn, president of the British 
Chartered South Africa Company, 
and a few friends, were the only peo- 
Ple who saw Mr, Rhodes off. It is un- 
derstood that he will return to Eng- 
land for the trial of Dr, Jameson, 
which will take place in June next. 

The sudden departure of Mr. Rhodes 
for South Africa was a surprise, it is 
said, to the Colonial Office. 

The Pall Mal] Gazette this afternoon 
mentions the report that Mr, Rhodes 
went away in order to defeat any at- 
tempt upon the part of the House of 
Commons to stop him from leaving the 
country, 

The Birmingham Post, 
organ of Mr. Chamberlain, the Secre-

Bursting of an Immense Acrolite—Great 
Conosternation ian Madrid—A Grout Deal

Madrid, Feb. 10,—An immense 
aerolite exploded above this city at 
9.30 a.m. to-day. There was a yivid 
tlare of Hght and a loud report, fol- 
lowed by a general panic. All the 
buildings were shaken, and many 
windows were shattered. According 
to the officials of the Madrid Observa- 
tory, the explosion occurred twenty 
miles above the earth. The force of 
the explosion was felt for several kilo- 
metres around this city, and the con- 
cussion was so severe that the partl- 
tion wall of the United States Lega- 
tion collapsed, and nearly all the 
windows of that building were broken.

Many of them 
threw themselves on their faces wher- 
ever they happened to be at the time 
and supplicated the Virgin to have 
mercy upon them. This was no in- 
frequent sight, even in the most 
crowded thoroughfares, even after the 
excitement had subsided. Many of the 
more superstitious still believe that 
the phenomenon was sent as a Warning 
portending some dire calamity to 
Spain. The success of the insurgent 
armies in Cuba was the first thoucht 
to occur to many of these superstitious 
persons. Many injurles resulted from 
the panic which broke out amongst the 
people, and from the frantic attempts 
made to escape from the factories and

When it Rains. 


(Our Animal Friends.) 

There is no doubt that all animals, wild 
or tame, four-footed or with wings, have a 
deop-seated aversion to wet weather. Even 
water foul will seck a dry hiding place 
when it rains. 

Did you ever watch the actions of cattle 
before a big storm? If so, you must have 
seon them grow more and more uneasy as 
the clouds threatened. You also saw them 
run up and down the field, as if seeking to 
escape some impending danger. Finally, 
when the storm comes, they draw closely 
together, and with lowered heads, present 
a picture of despair. 

When it rains, the domestic animals al- 
ways keep indoors, or, failing that, they 
seok sheltered places and creep beneath the 
hedges and thickets—in short, in any con- 
venient place where they are not entirely 
oxposed to the downpour. 

[t is the same with fowls. They dislike 
the rain which soaks their feathers. They 
seck sheltered places and creep under 
waggons and syueeze in behind boxes and 
boards. Chickens do not mind wetting 
their foot, as they will scratch the muddy 
ground soon after in search of worms and 
bugs. 

Wild birds do their best to keep out of 
the rain, They find shelter in many ways. 
Some of them build a roof over their nests 
in which they keep more or less dry. 
Others choose x house under the 
eaves, or under a projecting — cliff, 
where they are safe from the dis- 
comforts that the rain brings. But most 
of them are without any adequate shelter 
that is the result of their own forethought. 
They take refuge inany place that they 
happen to find at hand, If you watch 
them before the coming of the storm you 
will see them looking around for shelter 
If the storm comes suddenly, the small 
and helpless ones seem bewildered, flying 
from tree to tree and from limb to limb, 
quite unable to make up in their minds a 
temporary hiding place.

COMMUNICATIONS ANR PETITIONS 


From C. P. Holton, calling the Council's 
attention to the Epworth League Conven- 
tion to bo hold here next week and suggest- 
ing a public welcome to the delegates, — 
Laid on the table. 

From the Street Surveyor, urging the 
Council to pass a by-law forbidding the use 
of axes on the granolithic walk.—Reforred 
to the Executive Committee, 

From A. Robinson, offering to take the 
position of City Treasurer at the salary of 
$600.—Reforred to the Executive Com- 
mittee, 

The reports of Committees, as already 
published in these columns, were read, 
and the Council went into Committee of 
the Whole on Reports, Ald. Luscombe in 
the chair, 

The accounts mentioned in the Execu- 
tive Committee's report, were passed with- 
out discussion. 

D. 'l’. Rutlodge's salary, as Covr Inspec- 
tor, was increased $25, making it $125 per 
annum. 

THE CITY TREASURER’S SALARY. 

The Council concurred in the other 
clauses of the report till it came to the one 
recommending an increase of salary for 
Treasurer Thompson. 

When the clause was read recommend- 
ing that the salary be increased to $700, 

Ald. Collins offered an amendment that 
the salary be increased to $900. 

Ald. Yeomans stated that the Committee 
considered, in view of the extra work now 
being done by our Treasurer, he merited 
some recognition from the Council. The 
Treasurer is now called upon to keep a 
voucher book, # coupon book and a deben- 
ture book in addition to those kept by 
previous Treasurers. The Committee 
thought the increase of $150 at present 
would be sufficient. In Guelph they pay 
$800 ; in Woodstock, $800 ; in St. Cathar- 
ines, $1200 ; in Brockville, $700. 

Ald. Collins said if any of the aldormen 
would call at the ‘lreasurer's oftico und see 
how the work was being done in com- 
parison with his predecessors, he felt they 
would be in favor of the increase mentioned 
in his amendment. 

Ald. Falkiner said Brantford, a place 
about the size of Belleville, paid its 
Treasurer $800 .and he had other _work 
which brought it up to about $1200. He 
would favor Ald. Collins’ amendment.

Uils Mesignetion Accepted by the Hoard 
of Directors of the ¥. M. ©, A. 


Mr. D. OC. Stephens, who has heen 
General Secretary of the Y. M. ©. A. since 
it was instituted, three years ayo, has re- 
signed and his resignation was accepted 
by the Board of Directors at a meeting 
held last evening.

A Pablic Funeral to be Held, 

The brief period which elapsed yesterday 
between the hour at which the Rev. Dr. 
Jeffers’ death was announced and our 
going to press, made it impossible to ob 
tain all the information we desired about 
the eminent divine who passed away to his 
reward. The additional items we haye 
gathered will be read with interest and 
have been procured from those who knew 
him well. 

Before leaving his native land, that he 
loved so well, he had conyictions that he 
should preach the gospel, but he had so 
high a conception of the oflice and so 
humble an opinion of himself that he con- 
sidered himself unworthy. After his 
father’s family had moyed to Kingston he 
became an expert accountant, and he was 
known in business circles so well that his 
services were sought after to straighten 
out tangled accounts. This having come 
to the ears of the manager of the only bank 
there, he offered Mr. Jeffers the 
position of accountant in the bank, 
with the flattering offer of what 
was considered an unusually large 
salary in those days, namely, $600. He 
asked time to decide and in the interval 
was solicited to give himself to the minis- 
try of tle Methodist church, and $50 a 
year. He decided in favor of ** the sad- 
dle bags and $50 a year,” and “was sent, 
under a chairman, to the Isle of Tanti. Of 
this event and of him at this time the Rey. 
John Carroll, D.D., in ‘*Case and his Con- 
temporaries,” writes, ** The Isle of ‘l'anti 
was left ‘to be supplied’ and a noble 
supply it received, in the person of Well- 
ington Jeffers, who commenced his promi- 
nent career on this unpretentious spot. 
fle had been well educated, and was a 
member of the church for some years, but 
at this time, being young and timid, he 
scarcely gave augury of his great success 
in the future, yet his modesty, diligence, 
kind familiarity among the people and 
unmistakable ability made hiin very 
acceptable and useful in his new field of 
labor.” 

According to the discipline of the 
Methodist Church, each minister at 
ordination is presented by the President 
with a copy of the Holy Scriptures in these 
words ‘*'lake thou authority to preach the 
word of God and to administer the holy 
sacrament in the congregation.”” We were 
permitted yesterday to see this Ordination 
Bible of Dr. Jeffers. It contains this in- 
scription ; ‘* Presented to the Rey. Well- 
ington Jeffers at the time of his ordination 
in the city of Toronto, June 13, 1841, by 
order of the Conference, W. Ryerson, 
President ; Anson Greon, Secretary.” 

Many circumstances connected Belle- 
ville very closely with him, and he was 
deeply attracted fo it, its citizens and 
“the Bay Country.” It was in the house 
of Mr. David Embury, Hay Bay, that he 
preached his ‘trial sermon.” His first 
circuit—us we have already explained 
was what is now Amherst Island. ‘Two of 
his sisters married farmers in this vicinity 

the late Mrs. John WViamond, of 
Hay Bay, mother of ex-Mayor 
Wellington Jeffers Diamond, and Mrs, 
Win. Chapman, of ‘Thurlow, Belle- 
ville was his first charge after his ordina 
tion, His second wife was a Picton lady. 
His two last churches were Bridge st. and 
Halloway st. inthis city, and during the 
frequent visits he paid to Belleville he al- 
ways met with s0 warm a rece ption and 
his services were 80 appreciated, that many 
yoars avo he decided that if he should live 
to be superannuated he would spend his

His last public appearance was at tho 
funeral of the late Hon. B. Flint in Bridge 
st. church on Sunday, 18th June, 1894.

“HOG-K LLING TIME: 


A Season of Groat Moment in Parts o 
Virginia. 


“Hog killing time” in the country is 
one of the most important seasons of 
the whole year, Killing hogs is the 
single item of farm work that is gen- 
erally postponed, not only till cold 
weather, but until] the crops are all 
gathered and housed, the cow stables 
ond other ragged outbuildings, ‘“patch- 
ed up” and put in order, the potatoes, 
turnips, cabbage, etc., kilned, the ap- 
ples gathered and stored away and 
huge piles of wood provided for thé 
prceverblal “log fires.” And then 
tutchering begins, not unlike a long, 
carefully planned insurrection. No one 
knows just why, but this wholesale 
“cutthroat,” “bloodshed” business be- 
gins about one hour before day-dawn, 
and he who happens to be out so early 
in the morning sees little else than 
outdoor fires dotted over the nelgh- 
ba hood and hears little else than the 
deafening “squeals” of dying swine, 
until the last pampered “‘Jockey’’ has 
“pald the penalty.” Perhaps 2000 fat 
hugs have been butchered in King 
George this week. It has not been pos- 
sible to pass along the roads without 
seeing a “row” of ‘dead hogs” strung 
up about some country home. Even 
the little ashy-face darky takes on a 
broad grin when “daddy” kills hogs, 
and very soon after that important 
event at his home he sheds the cutane- 
ous scales from his face and ~ those 
cheeks shine as if the “grease’’ had 
Leen applied externally. The hogs ralis- 
ed here this year for pork were un- 
ust ally fine, and the meat Is said to be 
of the very best quality, notwithstand- 
ing the fact the pastures were poor 
ond that there was an absence of 
other advantages during the summer 
en‘ early fall.—Richmond Dispatch. 


Farm Fences. 
Temporary wooden fences are often- 
times convenient. Posts, rails and 
Stakes should be of cedar, when prac- 
ticable, to gecure lightness and dura- 
bility. Oak, ash and hackmetack are 
kinds of wood that remain sound a 
good while. Fence boards or slabs of 
pine or hemlock, if kept up from the 
ground, will ast a long time. Poles of 
brown ash, read oak, or white maple 
ure slow to decay. Hedge fences through 
wocdlands are easily made but require 
requent repairs. For a few years 
miore wire fences have been bullt than 
of any other kind. These are cheap, 
quickly constructed and very effec- 
tual. They are especially adapted to 
the roadside, as they do not cause 
drifiing. With regard to fences, as 
well as many other things, the best 
are the cheapest and one mark of a 
model farmer is to keep his fences In 
good repair. Stump fences and stone 
walls catch all kinds of foul seeds and 
become unsightly nulsances on account 
of the bushes and weéds, while a neat 
wire fence harbors neither animal nor 
vegetable filth Strength, durability, 
neatness and freedom from all pests Is 
characteristic of a wire fence which 
is crnamental as well as useful. The 
old saying is, "Good fences make good 
neighbors.” If fences are carefully 
looked after and creatures kept in the 
Inclosure, much trouble and 
are thereby prevented.—A. F

The bill does not prohibit members 
| from using passes, but merely fines 
J them the amount of their mileage if 

they do. It was lost in committee a 

few days ago, and to-day the effort to 
[eeres it to the order paper fatled. 

The division was not a party one, as 

many Conservatives voted with Mr, 

Mulock, and a large number of the 

Freneh Liberals voted against the 

motion. While the House was walting 

for the division, Sir Charles Tupper 
was introduced. He was greeted with 
enthusiastic applause when Mr. Fos- 
ter and Mr. McDougall, of Cape 

Breton, presented him to Mr. Speak- 

er, The new leader of the Commons 

took the historic chair, formerly occu- 
pied by his old chieftain, Sir John 

Macdonald, and immediately the at- 

tack upon him was begun by the Lib- 

crals, It was led by Mr. Dayies, who 
challenged the statement made by Sir 

Charles that the Liberals spent $26,- 
000 in the effort to defeat him in Cape 

Breton. That there had been exten- 
sive corruption by the Opposition was 
stoutly asserted by the Secretary of 
State, end Mr. McDougall, his col- 
league from Cape Breton, declared 
that the Liberals had offered as high 
as $100 for the Conservative electors 
to refrain from voting. Sir Richard 
Cartwright, Mr. Mulock, and Mr, 
Casey made successive assaults upon 
the new arrival, but failed to make 
any visible impression upon him, The 
characteristic Indifference of Sir Chas, 
Tupper to the most vicious attack of 
the Liberals was exemplified thor- 
oughly during to-day’s proceedings, 
Finding that nothing was to be gain- 
ed from these tactics, the Liberals at 
the evening session allowed the bud- 
get debate to proceed, and some pro- 
gress was made. 

The Conservative caucus this morn- 
ing was largely attended, Dr, Roome, of 
Middlesex, was chosen chairman, after 
which Sir Mackenzie Bowell stated 
that the object of the gathering was 
to elicit views regarding the legislation 
the Government proposed to Introduce 
as to the school question. He called 
upon Mr. Dickey to make the explana- 
tions, which he did. but as the bill is 
row before the public these need not 
be repeated. The speech of the occa- 
sion was delivered by Sir Charles Tup- 
per, who received an ovation. In the 
course of his remarks Sir Charles dealt 
msinly with the school question, and 
urged the importance of protecting the 
constitutional rights of minorities. 

After Sir Charles had taken his seat 
the discussion became general, 

Dr, Weldon attacked the Government 
for the school policy, and declared that 
the first mistake had been the fallure 
to disallow the Manitoba Act of 1890; 
He opposed remedial legislation, as 
also did Mr. N. C. “Wallace and Dr. 
Sproule. Dr. Weldon was answered 
by Mr. Foster, who pointed out that 
it was rather inconsistent to oppose a 
remedy on the ground that no constitu- 
tional rights had been Interfered with, 
and yet argue that the Act which in- 
flicted the grievance should have 
been disallowed as unconstitutional. 

Mr, Haggart addrossed the gather- 
ing, which dispersed after three hours’ 
discussion, with the understanding that 
the subject will be rezumed at another 
caucus. Just before adjournment Mr. 
G, R. R. Cockburn intimated that he 
had strong views, which he desired to 
express at the next meeting, It is im- 
possible to pvather from the speeches 
the numerical strength of the Conser- 
vatives who are irreconcilably oppos- 
ed to remedial legislation. They are 
variously estimated at from fifteen to 
twenty. 

In the Senate this afternoon Sena- 
tor Perley asked if during the visit 
of the Premier and the Minister of the 
Interior to Regina last summer, either 
of these gentlemen promised the Ex- 
ecutive of the North-West  Territor- 
jes that $25,000 would be placed in the 
estimates this session to recoup the 
Executive of the ‘Territories for 
moneys spent for relief purposes, so 
called, In West Asainibola 

Sir Mackenzie Bowell said that the

PAID THE PENALTY. 
Bat Shen Eleotrocuted—For the Murder 0) 
Robert Ross—The Fatal Outcome of an 
Election Kiot, 


Dannemora, N.Y., Feb. 11.—Bat Shea 
Was electrocuted at the prison at 9.56 
this morning. 

The crime for which Shea paid the 
penalty to-day is one that, because of 
its character, has been rehearsed very 
often, the incentive being a desire to 
violate election laws that had for years 
been trampled upon in Troy, and which 
the better element of both parties had 
determined should be violated no more. 
At the March election in 1894 the peo- 
ple of Troy determined to free the 
city’s name from the stain upon it, and 
organized into a committee of safety, 
and urged all good citizens to help to 
purify the ballot. Shea, MeGough, and 
Several others, who had for years led 
parties of repeaters, were warned not 
to try it at any of the polling places, 
and were told that they would be re- 
sisted, even with arms. It was in the 
Sixth Ward of Troy that the man who 
Was electrocuted this morning appear- 
ed, and tried to vote In violation of 
law. <A general melee took place, in 
Which William Ross, Robert Ross, 
McGough, and Shea, with half a dozen 
others, were engaged, Revolvers were 
drawn, and while Robert Ross lay 
prostrated upon the ground Shea de- 
liberately shot him in the back of the 
head, killlag him. McGough shot Wil- 
liam Ross, and for that crime was sen- 
tenced to Dannemora for 18 years, Shea 
was tried during a period of great in- 
dignation, and on the 18th of July was 
found guilty and sentenced to be ex- 
ecuted in the week beginning August 
21st, 1334. ‘To-day was the fifth date 
set for the execution. 

The condemned man slept soundly 
last night, and arose at 7 o’cloc His 
breakfast consisted of ham and eggs. 
The rites of the Catholic Church were 
administered by his spiritual advisers, 
and the preparations for the execu- 
tlon were nastened as much as pos- 
sible,

The French and 
German Ambassadors and a number of 
the attaches of thelr Embassies lis- 
tened to the speech with interest. 

The Lord Chancellor, Lord Hals- 
bury, flanked by two peers of the 
rialm, also members of the commis- 
sion, motioned to the clerk, who, in 
his usual clear and impressive man- 
ner, then read the Queen's speech. 
My Lords and Gentlemen ; 


{ continue to receive from the other 
powers assurances of friendly sent 
ments. 

An agreement has been concluded 
between my Government and France, 
the principal object of which is to 
secure the establishment of the iInde- 
pendence of Siam. The commissioners 
for the delimitation of the frontier 
Which separates my Indian Empire and 
Afghanistan from Russia have agreed 
upon a line, which has been accepted 
by myself and the Emperor of Russia. 

The Government of Uie United States 
of America have expressed a wish to 
co-operate in the terfifination of the 
differences which have existed for 
many years between my Government 
and the Republic of Venezuela upon 
the question of the boundary between 
that country and Rritish Guiana. I 
have expressed my sympathy with the 
desire to come to an equitable arranye- 
ment, and trust that further negolla- 
tions will lead to a satisfactory settle- 
ment. 

The Sultan of Turkey has sanctioned 
the principal reforms in the Govern- 
ment of the Armenian provinces for 
which, jointly with the Emperor of 
Russia and» the President of the 
French Republic, I have felt it to be 
my duty to press. I deeply regret the 
fanatical outbreak on the part of a 
section of the Turkish population, 
which has resulted In a series of mas- 
sicres which have caused the deepest 
indignation in this country. 

A sudden incursion into 
African Republic by an trmed 
from the territory under the control 
of the British South Africa Company 
resulted in a deplorable collision with 
the burgher forces. My Ministers, at 
the earliest possible moment, inter- 
vened to prohibit, through the Govern- 
or, this hostile action, und to warn 
all my subjects in South Africa against 
taking part in it. The origin and clr- 
cupistances of these proceedings will 
be made the subject of 4 searching 
enquiry, 

The President of the 
Republic, acting in this 
moderation and wisdom, 
to place the prisoners in 
my Government, and I 
taken to bring to trial the leaders of 
the expedition. The conduct of the 
President of the South African Repub- 
lic upon this oceasion, and the assur- 
ances which he has voluntarily given, 
lead me to believe that he recognizes 
the importance of redressing the legiti- 
mate grievances of which complaint 
has been made by a majority of the 
persons in the Transvaal.

The Legislative Chamber and ap- 
proaches Were filled to overflowing 
yesterday afternoon with a _  well- 
dressed crowd, principally of lemiés. 
The ceremonies were of the usual im- 
posing character, The interlor of the 
chamber had been handsomely deco- 
rated, and the scene was one of the 
most brillant ever witnessed at the 
new Parliament buildings. The ladies 
crowded on the floor of the house. 

Promptly at three o'clock the escort 
of cavalry and the carriage contain- 
ing his Honour drew up at the front 
door. The infantry presented arms 
and the band played the bars of the 
National Anthem as laid down in the 
Queen's regulations. His Honour 
alighted and entered the House. The 
cavalry escort consisted of twelve 
troopers of the Royal Canadian Dra- 
goons, under the command of Capt. 
Forrester. His Honour was then join- 
ed by his staff, and they entered the 
House, led by Sergeant-at-Arms Glack- 
meyer. The staff consisted of Col. Sir 
Casimir Gzowski, A.D,C. to the Queen, 
Commander Law, R.N., and Capt. 
Kirkpatrick, aides-de-camp to his 
Honour the Lieut.-Govyernor; Col. Ot- 
ter, Lieut.-Col G. T. Denison, Lieut.- 
Col. Gray, Lieut.-Col. Hamilton, Lieut,- 
Col. Graveley, Lieut.-Col, Dunn, Capt. 
Baldwin. The Consular officers pre- 
sent were Mr. S. Nordheimer, repre- 
senting Germany; Mr. Glanelli, Italy; 
Mr. J. BE. Thompson, Hawail; and 
Mr. Geo. Musson, Brazil.

BROKEN WATER MAIN, 


A Portion of Cleveland, Ohlo, Inundated— 
Houses Carried into the River — One 
Woman Drowned — Several Versons In-

Cleveland, Ohio, Feb. 11.—At an early 
hour this morning an immense water 
main burst with terrific force on 
Franklin avenue hill, just west of 
Cuyahoga river, and by the great yol- 
ume of water that poured out sever- 
al hundred feet of the hill, on which 
were located many small houses, were 
washed into the river.

In the last decade there has been 
no disposition to dispute the fact that 
Henry Irving stands supreme and alone 
as an artist manager. Viewed merely 
as an actor he has never ranked with 
the English Macreardy or the American 
Forrest and Booth, But no actor of 
the first rank has ever possessed Irv- 
ing’s comprehension of art in its broad- 
est significance, The art of the English 
master of the stage Is universal. It is 
the possession of this quality that en- 
ables him to make productions of class- 
jc and historical drama, which, before 
his advent, were beyond the dreams of 
the most ambitious stage director, The 
scenes of an Irving production are a 
delight to the painter's eye; the Iincl- 
dental music which accompanies the 
action is composed by some master who 
has caught from Irving the spirit of 
the play, the costumes, faithful in ma- 
terlal and design, win the admiration 
alike of the lover of romance and the 
student of history. 

Surrounding the genlus of the Ly-

A MARVEL IN RAILROADING, 


How Two Trains Muy Cross One Another 


on One Track. 


A problem in railroading that has 
received considerable attenitno from a 
cérlain class of inventors has been to 
devise a scheme whereby two trains 
may pass each other, golng in the 
same or opposite directions, upon a 
slugle track, and thus save half of 
the expesse now necessary to lay a 
double track. 

Less than a year ago, says the New 
York World, patent No. 635,360 was 
granted for a method of accomplish- 
ing this result without the usual san- 
guinary circunrstances that accom- 
pany it. The proposed plan is to place 
a long inclined plane car at each end 
of one of the trains. Upos these in- 
clined cars and along the roofs of the 
other cars is laid an ordinary track 
of standard gauge. 

When a second train desires to pass 
this all it has to do is to crowd on 
steam and climb over fit. This it oan 
do with equal facility headed in elther 
direction asd whether the first train is 
stationary or moving at a high rate 
of speed.

CLIFF OWELLERS OF ALABAMA. 


Skeletons of an Extinct Kac» Discovers 


in the River Bluffs, 


A number of important archaeologl- 
cal discoveries are belng made in the 
bluffs along the Tennessee river near 
Florence, Ala. A few days ago a party 
of Florentines made an important dls- 
covery in a cave high up the bluff, 
near Bainbridge Ferry, a few miles 
above Florence. The cave is far above 
high water and is accessible only by 
means of a ladder 50 feet long. Within 
the cave were found human bones and 
curlous pottery. The bones bore evi- 
dence of having belonged to a race 
heroic in size, and the pottery is un- 
like any found in the Indian mounds 
in this section. The cave Is a large 
one, and leading off from it are sev- 
eral smaller caverns which appear to 
have been the work of men. Old re- 
sidents in the neighborhood tell of an- 
other cave which was found near the 
same place years ago, but which was 
closed by an earthquake, 

The bluff at the point where this last 
cave was found is fully 200 feet high, 
and it is believed there are other 
caves in it similar to the one explored, 
that have been closed up with large 
rocks by the people who used them as 
a burial place for their dead. Some 
months ago a similar cave was found 
below Sheffield, by parties from Bar- 
ton Station, which had been cleverly 
closed, and in it were also found hu- 
man bones and potery, It is thought 
thet a race of cliff or cave dwellers 
once made their homes in the bluffs 
along the Tennessee, and the bones 
and pottery recently discoverd are be- 
lieved to belong to a race which has 
been extict for many centuries.

Lieut. Egvind Astrup, whose dead 
body was recently found in the Lilleh- 
dale valley, Norway, was the sixth of 
Lieut. Peary’s party who has died 
since returning from the expedition. In 
speaking of him, Evelyn F. Baldwin, 
the meteorologist of the expedition, 
says: “His death is a profound shock 
to me. Lieut. Astrup was the son of 
a Swedish army oflicer, and on his 
return from the first Peary expedition, 
was knighted by King Oscar Il. On 
his return from the last expedition he 
took up his residence in Brooklyn, 
where his brother now lives, and he 
proposed coming to Chicago to study 
geology with me. We were to fit our- 
selves for further Arctic explorations, 
He was only 25 years old and would 
certainly have gained distinction in 
the fleld of scientific exploration. He 
was well known throughout the sclen- 
title world, as he lectured in his own 
country and in the United States. His 
exploration of Melville bay, in the 
northwestern part of Greenland, plac- 
ed him in the front rank of explorers,”

The 
teachers are carnest and industrious and 
the schools are more efticiont than they 
have ever been. 

Mr, Wills thought the pupils who were 
proficient should be allowed to go home at 
3:30 and the teacher's time given to those 
who wore behind for the remaining half 
hour, 

Mr. Milburn, Principal of the High 
School, submitted his report on the state 
of the High School, There were 176 
pupils present at the opening of the school 
aftor the Christmas holidays, and the 
average attendance for January was 147. 
The reports stated that the pupils were 
comfortable and the yentilation and heat- 
ing were good. Mr. Milburn urged that 
the Board instruct the teachers to rofer all 
pupils guilty of misconduct to tho Princi- 
pal, thus saving friction all round. He 
thought no pupil should be given home 
work requiring more than two hours of his 
or hor time. Total registration ot pupils 
for 1895 was 291 ; registered thus far this 
year, 205. In conclusion, he believed the 
school to be in a good condition, but 
thought by tho addition of supplementary 
reading the school would receive a higher 
grading. 

Moved by Mr. Wills, seconded by Mr. 
Johnson, that the following committee be 
appointed to take into consideration what 
arrangement can be made for the introdac- 
tion of military drill for the boys and 
calisthenics for the girls into the schools 
and report at the next meeting; Mussrs. 
Johnson, Diamond, Biggar, Eakins and 
the mover,—Carried. 

Moyed by Mr. Johnson, seconded by 
by Rev. M. W. Maclean, that the Board 
expresses its pleasure that the Police Com- 
missioners have appointed a Truant Officer, 
and thank them for this action. We 
further believe that the officer appointed, 
Constable Wm. Morton, will prove an 
efficient one. - Carried. 

Mr. Johnson gave notice that he would 
at the next meeting of the Board move, 
that in accordance with section 103 of the 
‘* Education Department Act,” tho eloc- 
tion of School Trustees for the city shall 
be held by ballot on the same day as Alder- 
mon are elected. That the Secretary- 

Treasurer of this Board notify the Clerk of 
tho Municipality of the adoption of this 
resolution. 

The Board adjourned.

The reporter tasted the soup and found it 
rich and of good flavor, ‘The meat used is 
of the beat quality and is generally bought 
by the quarter, Each family get with 
their soup o good sized ploce of meat. 
Occasionally they mako bean soup, The 
utonsils used are clean, as are also the 
ingredionts, 

‘hese devoted men and women are short 
of funds, and donations in the shapo of 
meat, wood or money will be thankfully 
received. ‘The soup kitchon has undoube- | 
edly been the means of saving 4 great deal 
of suffering among the oor people of the 
south-oast portion of the city and should 
not be allowed to go out of existence for 
want of funds.

The one I will now refer to is 
known as the superannuating system of 
Civil Servants, and our taxpayers up to the 
present time have been saddled with an 
unjustifiable tax of nearly three millions of 
dollars by the use of this system. Men who 
have beld office with large salaaries attach- 
ed to them for years—larger salaries than 
they could have secured at any other Susi 
ness—and so had every chance to provide 
for thelr future wants, are, some of them, 
while comparatively young, “‘superannuat- 
ed;" that is, deprived of the office and 
some other hungry partizan is placed in 
the office and given the same salary of 
hundreds or thousands of dollars as the 
**superannuated” man had, and the ‘super: 
annuated” man is granted a salary during 
the remainder of his life for doing nothing. 
Now, these salaries for doing nothing haye 
already, as I have shown above, imposed on 
the taxpayers of this country about three 
millious of dollars. Allow me to give one 
illustration of how this system works evil 
to the taxpayer: 

In 1870 a Mr. Lesslie was Postmaster of 
‘Toronto at a salary of $4,009 a year. He 
was efficient, (30 years experience) hale and 
hearty, (05 years old) but a Mr, Patteson, a 
former manager of the Mail, wanted an 
oflice, and so Mr. Lesslie was “ superannuat- 
ed” and given a salary of $2,450 per annum 
for doing nothing the remainder of bis life, 
and Mr. Patteson was given the office at 
$4,000 per annum, It is now 17 years near: 
ly and Mr, Lesslie is living and has drawn 
$40,000 for doing nothing during that time 
ana Mr. Patteson $63,000 for filling the 
office. 

Now, the Patrons say this is one of the 
wrongs they wish to discgntinus, and both 
the old parties have aided its continunece, 
Those who claim that superannuation, as 
above described, is right, will oppose the 
Patrons; otherwise they should support 
them.

know, It is casy to imagine the agonls- 
ing disappointment that falure 
brought to the defeated competitor, 
Mr. Freeman, in writing about this ox- 
perience 46 years afterward, said: “The 
Norman conquest was a subject that 
I bad been thinking about ever since 
I could think at all. I wrote for the 
prize. I had the good luck not to get 
it. Had I got it, I might have been 
tempted to thnk that I knew al 
about the matter. As it was, I went 
on and learned something about it.” 

"Thus," says his biographer, “we are 
in some sense indebted to his rejected 
essay for his great “History of the Nor- 
man Conquest.” The young man lost 
his prize; but the world gained through 
that loss an enduring work, 

The lives of great men are filled with 
Inspiring failures. One of the most 
disappointed men in the country at 
the beginning of the war.was Grant, 
when he failed to get his military ap- 
pointment from the Governor of Illin- 
ols. Disraeli made a stupendous fall- 
ure on his first appearance in Parlia- 
ment, Napoleon started out as a fail- 
ure in Corsica, and as lieutenant in the 
French army was almost a deserter, 
until his opportunity in Toulon came. 
Cordon's life exhibits professional fall- 
ures; yet who would assert that Gor- 
don was not the peer of any English 
general? 

Theologians declare that Christ, {m- 
mediately after the crucifixion, because 
of His declarations with regard to Him- 
self, was scemingly the most gigantic 
failure in history. 

The failure that teaches us that at its 
best our knowledge is meager; that 
gathers and concentrates our wander- 
ing powers and nerves us into truer 
and enlarged views of life and duty, is 
a fortunate failure. The fact is, most 
of us are not able to gage the value of 
deprivation, or misfortune, or disap- 
pointments, or the “ills that flesh is 
heir to” in the education of the human 
soul for the “life that now Is,” and for 
“that which is to come.” God, the all- 
wise schoolmaster, knows what such 
experiences mean, and the first lesson 
to be learned in this school of life is to 
trust Him,—Youth's Companion.

Attack Was mad upon Sir 
Tupper by the Opposition in the 
of Commons to-day It was, If pos- 
sible, more bitter and violent than the 
cnslaught with whieh the Liberals yes- 
terday welcomed the entrance of the 
Secretary of into Parliament, but 
] the ground of complaint was the same 

The Liberals profess to be visiting their 
indignation upon the head of Sir 
Charles he has overstated the 
amount of money they invested in the 
Cape Lreton contest It is more prob- 
able, however, that the cause of thelr 
anger is the return of the veteran Con- 
servalive to the fleld of acUlve poll- 
Ucs. Had there been less truth in his 
remarks coneerning the corrupt prac- 
the of the Liberals in Cape Breton 
the Opposition could not have felt 
them so keenly, but the disclosure is 
specially unpleasant when it is coupled 
With the disappointment which no 
doubt the Opposition keenly feel. The 
extravagance of the statements of the 
Liberals in Parliament was to-day 
shown to be quite on a par with their 
extravagance in politics. Mr, Davies, 
Who undertook to lead the onslaught 
upon the Secretary of State, in his ab- 
Sence, declared that the money spent 
by the Liberal party in the campaign 
Was under $2,000, but it turned out to 
be mere guesswork on his part, for 
he was in Ottawa during the whole of 
the campaign, The disclaimer of At- 
torney-General Longley of any connec- 
ion with the corruption relieves that 
gentleman, but him alone, The demand 
made by the Liberals for a committee 
to inquire Into the circumstances was 
On the surface clear party tactics, since 
it apparently disclosed a willingness 
to probe the matter to the bottom. But 
When it is remembered that the ex- 
Penses of the Liberal candidate cannot 
properly be made the subject of Par- 
Mamentary inquiry, since he was de- 
feated, the committee suggestion loses 
much of its value. The courts of jus- 
Uce, as Mr. Dickey pointed out, is the 
proper course te try such a matter, 
but the Liberals cannot throw con- 
tempt upon the courts, as they would 
upon any Parliamentary committee 
that adjudged the charges made by 
Sir Charles Tupper to have been estab- 
lished. After this tempest had sub- 
sided, Mr, Flint, the member for Yar- 
mouth, Introduced the prohibitory reso- 
lution, which he presented in a judicial 
and entirely non-partisan manner. But 
fo much of tke day had been lost 
through the unnecessary attack upon 
Sir Charles Tupper that the hour for 
public bills and orders was reached be- 
fore Mr. Flint’s motion had been dis- 
posed of. It may come up again at a 
later stage in the session. Mr. McMul- 
len’s efforts to revolutionize the super- 
annuation system took a rather unin- 
teresting shape this evening. Nearly 
the whole evening session was spent 
by him in reading from a yoluminous 
return the names and ages of the re- 
ciplents of superannuation fund, and 
the amounts paid and received by 
them. The most important clause of 
the bill was ruled out of order by Mr. 
Speaker, because it imposed an addil- 
tional charge upon the public revenue. 
Mr. McMullen proposed to enact that on 
the death of a civil servant his heirs 
should be entitled to receive back all 
he had paid into the fund. This would 
add enormously to the cost of the sys- 
tem, and be another impediment in the 
way of making it self-sustaining. As 
it was ruled out of order Mr. McMullen's 
reform in the direction is postponed {n- 
definitely. 

A vast amount of proposed railway 
legislation is awaiting action. In the 
Railway Committee this morning Mr, 
Casey secured March 4th as a day to 
be set apart for the consideration of 
his two railway bills, of which the 
more interesting is that making regu- 
lations for the sefety of passengers 
and employes on railway trains. 
Strong deputations will be present to 
contest its provisions, while Mr, Casey 
expects the support of labour organi- 
zations and municipalities. The 
Guelph Junction Railway Company 
and the South Ontarlo Pacific Rall- 
way Company easily secured exten- 
sions of time for construction, getting 
five years more for the completion of 
their roads. A bill permitting the 
Cenada and Michigan Tunnel Com- 
pany to build a high level bridge over 
the Detroit river occasioned some dis- 
cussion, The company was last year 
&iven permission to build a draw- 
Bridge, but to this the United States 
Congress would not agree. They 
therefore propose to build a high level 
bridge without a draw, which Was as- 
serited to by the committee on the 
stipulation that it should be 140 feet 
in the clear above the river all the 
way across. The Winnipeg Great 
Northern Railway Company appeared 
before the committee in the form of 
a short bill, It provided for the ox- 
tension of the time for the completion 
of the main line as far es the Sas- 
katchewan river from December 31st, 
1806, to December Slet, 1892, 
which passed the committee with- 
cut any difficulty. It algo ave 
the company permission to build a 
branch line from or from near Port- 
“ge la Prairie to join the main line 
Up at Lake Winnipegosis. This did 
not meet the views of Mr. Haggart, 
Who pointed out that such permission 
might involve the cutting off of Win- 
nipeg entirely. In vain Mr. Hugh 
Sutherland protested that there was 
no intention of changing the starting 
point of the road. Mr. Haggart re- 
plied that If they would make the 
bermission to build the proposed

has been a very good officer, but who 
has reached quite an age, and whose 
retirement no one can object to, His 
place I am filling by the appointment 
of Mr. A. L. Jarvis, Who was for many 
years private secretary to Sir John 
Carling, and who Is a very excellent 
officer, His promotion to the secre- 
taryship leaves vacant a first-class 
clerkship, but this will be abolished, 
so that I am saving $1,800 by- that 
move. I have notified three or four 
other officers that I Intend to super- 
annuate them, and I have not estl- 
mated for them in the estimates 
which are now before Parliament, 
When they retire thelr places are to 
be abolished. In doing this I have 
been actuated wholly by the desire to 
promote economy in the department, 
and my main idea has been to save 
all I could in what may properly be 
called the establishment here, and to 
experd the sum thus gained upon 
werk of practical Importance to the 
farmers of Canada, I am satisfied 
that every man who understands the 
question will endorse the position I 
have taken in that connection, 

A radical change in the management 
of the Royal Military College at King- 
ston is recommended by the official 
visitors of that institution. In a report 
which was to-day brought down they 
declare that ‘the drill is not up to 
date, and, according to evidence 
brought before the board, there is a 
slackness of discipline. With a view 
to correcting these defects, the board 
is of opinion that the college should 
be brought more than at present under 
the supervision of higher military au- 
thority; should, In fact, be made part 
of the military system; and that, hay- 
ing this object in view, it should be 
placed under the general officer com- 
manding the military for purposes of 
drill, discipline, and inspection.” The 
visitors further recommend that the 
institution be enlarged by the erec- 
tion of the western barrack building. 
They propose also that a committee 
of cadets have control of the mess. It 
is calculated that the increised re- 
ceipts will compensate for the outlay 
to extend the buildings. The report is 
signed by Lieut.-Col, Walker Powell, 
ex-adjutant-general, Tjieut-Col. J. T. 
Duchesnay, A.G., No, 7 district; Lieut.- 
Col, Smith, A.G., No, 1 district; and 
Capt. D. McPherson. 

Some time ago the Contfoller of 
Customs was waited on by two or three 
deputations of Americans, who offered, 
if low grades of worsted yarns for the 
manufacture of carpets were placed 
upon the free list, to move a large car- 
pet manufacturing industry from the 
United States into the Dominion. They 
claimed that the establishment of this 
new industry would be of much {tm- 
portance, and would give a consider- 
able impetus to the Canadian manu- 
facturing trade. On these representa- 
tions Mr. Wood made inquiries, and 
found that low grade yarns were al- 
ready manufactured at a dozen or more 
mills in Canada, some of which were 
turning out 40,000 or 50,000 pounds an- 
rnually, and yesterday he received an- 
other letter from a company in the 
Same line, saying that their factory, 
which has been closed for the past fif- 
teen months, would be ready to resume 
business in April, and would com- 
mence turning out yarns without de- 
lay. The incident is one which serves 
to indicate the growing feeling of com- 
mercial confidence and the revival In 
business, of which signs have not been 
lacking during recent months, .

THE PRAKL BRYAN MURDER, 


Medical Testimony—The Evidenco of Miss 
Hollingsworth Not Credited—The Coro= 
ner’s Jury. 

Cincinnati, Ohlo, Feb, 12.—Coroner 
Tingley, of Campbell county, has be- 
gun hearing testimony to determine 
the manner in which Pearl Bryan met 
her death. Sheriff Plummer testified 
that he had secured evidence to show 
that her death ensued from the cutting 
of her throat. Dr. Mey], a surgeon, 
testified that In his opinion the head 
had been removed several hours before 
the body was deposited where found. 

Coroner Tingley’s jury rendered a 
verdict In the Mmaquest held over the 
body of Pearl Bryan. The findings by 
the jury are :—First, that the dead 
body found on the farm of John Locke, 
near Fort Thomas, on February Ist, is 
the body of Pearl Bryan, late of Green 
Castle, Ind.; second, that cocoaine had 
been administered to the woman; third, 
that the decapitation had taken place 
while the woman was still alive, and 
at the place whcre the body {was 
found; fourth, that Pearl Bryan, Scott 
Jackron, and Alonzo M. Walling were 
last seen together at 6 o’clock on Fri- 
day evening, January 31, entering a 
cab at George and Plum streets, Cin- 
cInnati, and that the cab was driven 
south in the directlon of Fort Thomas, 
From these findings the coroner holds 
Scott Jackson and Alonzo M, Walling 
necountable for the death of Pearl 
Bryan.

parture, as the distance to the North 
Pole is only about 600 miles, Mr. An- 
dree's balloon, which will be called the 
Northern Pole, is to” be made of triple 
French varnished silk, haying a re- 
gistance of 250 pounds to the linear inch. 
It contains 130,000 cubic feet, and has 
a lifting power of more than 10,009 
pounds. Besides the car and ita three 
occupants—M Andree, Ekholm 
and Strindt balloon will be 
supplied with scientific apparatus and 
2,000 prepared photographic plates, In 
charge of Dr. Strindberg. The North- 
ern Pole will not carry sand for bal- 
last, but use its large quantity of 
stores for throwing out in case of need. 
At Norskoarna the balloon can be kept 
waiting any. length of time for a fa- 
vorable wind. Held in place by six- 
teen tackles attached to the rocky soll, 
ond connected by a system of ropes and 
pulleys with the whole netting, it can 
laugh at all the efforts of the strong- 
est gale, and remain there for weeks 
ready for immediate despatch. 

Mr, Nils Ekholm, the celebrated me- 
teorologist of Upsal University, will 
give the signal for the departure of 
this fearless expedition, The signal 
will not be given until Mr. Ekholm 
finds a northern breeze blowing briskly 
and with all the known signs of per- 
manency—a frequent occurrence, how- 
ever, In those regions and in such a 
season. As a professional aernaut, I 
may be allowed to say that Mr, Bk- 
holm will not be mistaken in his prog- 
nostications, and that, once started, 
Mr. Andree’s aerial craft will be car- 
fied away for hours in the direction of 
the North Pole, It would be almost 
unreasonable to hope that the aerial 
travellers will float exactly above the 
foremost point of our globe from the 
tropics. It would be enough for Mr. 
Andree to make such a nearing as 
would enable him to bring back to 
civilization hundreds or thousands of 
photographs recording all the features 
of those unattainable reglons, His 
most ambitious desires will be wholly 
gatisfied, I am sure, if he obtains a 
clear view of the rocky mountains that 
Lieutenant Peary is sid to have seen 
from the top of the Greenland glaciers 
on a far distant horizon. 

For my own part, I belleve that the 
three aerial explorers will have no difmfi- 
culty in running the greater part of 
the 600 miles separating Norskoarna 
from the North Pole. If by some un- 
accountable misfortune there should be 
a notable change in the moving paths 
of cloudland, it is certain that Mr, An- 
dree will be able to direet his balloon 
in a suitable siding. Then he will re- 
sort to his ingenious combination of 
frulde-rope and sailing. Since his first 
trial, In 1894 (which I described at the 
time in Harper's Round Table), he has 
realized great improvements. Instead 
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“111 NORTHERN POLE.” 
hours’ voyage made in 1892 by M. Maur- 
ice Mallet, who has drawn the accom- 
panying sketches), Mr. Andree is hav- 
ing his balloon made absolutely im- 
permeable, of the best and most cost- 
ly material, with a new varnish and 
exceptional sewing. He has replaced 
even the usual valve at the top by

This 
will produce a large supply of fine 
pli nts which may be gathered or slip- 
ped from the bed. But the better way 
Is to transplant the young plants to a 
bed or border prepared expressly for 
them, In time to become well rooted 
before frost. In this way a fine supply 
of the herb may be secured and will 
more than repay the time and labor 
expended, as when Once set, a sage 
bush will live for years. A dozen 
Vigorous plants will produce enough 
lenves for an ordinary family for 
yrars. Top-dress with coarse manure 
in the spring after forking around the 
Pkints im bed or border. The fresh 
vigorous shoots should be slipped when 
about 6 Inches long, choosing the even- 
ire or some cloudy day. Spread to 
dry upon fresh clean paper fn a cool 
place secure from dust, and In the 
shade. An airy, unused chamber Is 
just the right place. When dry store 
ayay in clean bags or boxes. When 
wanted to use, dry In the oven a few 
minutes and afterward rub through a 
sieve. Then it is ready at a moment’s 
notice to season gravies, Soups or de- 
Heacles,

These eggs came mostly from France, 
Belgium, Germany and Denmark. Why 
shvuld not the Dominion share in this 
distribution of wealth ?

Excessive fat is of itself a disease, and 
when the food is lacking in nitrogen, 
lime and other essential substances, 
the result will be death if the car- 
bonaceous diet for fattening is con- 
tinued

This afternoon in the Senate Sena- 
tor Alkins’ bill giving loan companies 
power to issue debentures to be floated 
On the English market, payable to 
registered holder as well as_ to 
bearer or order, was read a third 
time. The object of the bill is to en- 
able loan companies to escape a high- 
er Stamp duty imposed on debentures 
made payable to bearer or order by 
the English Government. 

In Committee of the Whole on a bill 
respecting certain female offenders In 
the Province of New Brunswick, which 
allows the magistrates to sentence Ro- 
man Catholic females under the age 
of twenty-one years who are conyict- 
ed of crime to be confined in a reform- 
atory in the city of St. John conduct- 
ed by the Sisters of the Good Shep- 
herd, instead of in the common gaol, 
Senator Adams strongly opposed the 
principle of the measure 

At the suggestion of Senator Mc- 
Callum the committee rose and re- 
ported progress, and asked leave to 
sit again in order to allow Senator 
Adams to examine the provisions of 
the bill. 

The Senate adjourned until Tuesday 
evening, the 25th inst. 

Dr. Montague has acted upon the 
advice of the experts he consulted In 
New York, and has taken a period 
of rest. This afternoon he left for 
Halifax, accompanied by Mrs. Mon- 
tague. They will sail for England by 
the Vancouver, and it is hoped that 
the complete rest will do much to- 
wards restoring Dr, Montague’s health. 

Mr. McGillivray’s bill relating to the 
Independent Order of Foresters came 
before the Committee on Banking and 
Commerce this morning. There was a 
large attendance of members, the mea- 
sure having been a cause of contention 
last session, and considerable interest 
being felt in its fate. Dr. Oronhya- 
tekha was present on its behalf, and 
Was supported not only by the pro- 
moters, but also by Mr, S. H. Blake, 
Mr. George Kappele, and Mr. W. H. 
Hunter, of Toronto; and by Judge F. 
W. Emerson, High Secretary, of New 
Brunswick; Mr. Wm, Kinghorn, High 
Chief Ranger, of New Brunswick; Mr. 
J. W. Hoyt, of New Brunswick; and 
Mr, F. S. McKay, High Treasurer, of 
Quebec. On behalf of other Interests, 
Mr. Wm. McCabe, of the North Am- 
erican Life Assurance Company, and 
Mr. H. Sutherland, of the Temperance 
and General Assurance Company, were 
present, but took no part in the dis- 
cussion. 

At last, after a good deal of discus- 
sion, the preamble was allowed to pass, 
and the committee turned to a con- 
sideration of the clauses of the bill. 
The first was that raising the value 
of the property which the soclety may 
hold from $100,000 to $400,000. Mr. Mc- 
Gillivray announced that they had de- 
cided to reduce the amount to $350,- 
000, and on this basis the clause pass- 
ed, with a remark. from Mr. Mulock 
that in his opinion the society had pro- 
ceeded illegally and unwisely, but that, 
as the temple in Toronto was already 
half completed, the best thing to do 
Was to assent to the expenditure. The 
provision forbidding the use of endow- 
ment funds in real estate transactions 
was removed from the clause, The 
second clause was amended to sult 
this change. The third clause pro- 
vides that the company may Invest 
funds up to one-fourth of its avall- 
able surplus in Government securities 
outside Canada, so far as is necessary 
for the maintenance of its branches, 
and this clause also passed without 
amendment.

THE TRANSVAAL. 

Mr, Chamberlain's Policy Criticised—State- 
ment in the Relehstag—Germany and 
Great Britain Should Be Frieudly -Vresi- 
dont Krager'’sa Reply, 


London, Feb, 13.—The Standard in 
the morning will say:— There fs rea- 
s0n to believe that before accepting the 
invitation to visit Mngland, President 
Kruger tried to stipulate that Eng- 
Jand’s treaty right of suzerainty 
should be open to discussion. The 
Government refused to acede. We un- 
derstand thut President Kruger com- 
plained of the language of Lord Salis- 
bury’s speech to the Nonconformist 
Unionist Association.” 

The Daily News (Liberal), in an edi- 
torial, will say:—"' Mr. Chamberlain's 
first mistake In dealing with the Trans- 
yaal is a bad one. The publication of 
his despatch has stiffened President 
Kruger’s back. A crisis seems to b: 
imminent again, and nobody can say 
how it will end.” 

Berlin, Feb. 13.—Dr. Hammerstein, 
in the Reichstag to-day, speaking o} 
behalf of the National Liberals, prais- 
ed the Government for the attitude 
Which {it had assumed towards the 
Transvaal, and declured that Mmperor 
William's message to President Kruger, 
congratulating the latter upon hav- 
ing suppressed Dr. Jameson's raid, re- 
sponded to the feelings of all Germans. 
adding :— We are all proud of it, and 
repel unjustifiable criticisms.” The 
Minister for Foreign Affairs, Baron 
Marschall yon Bieberstein, then re- 
viewed the recent events in the Trans- 
vaal, and in so doing stated that the 
Government knew nothing about a re- 
quest from President Kruger for the 
intervention cf Germany in the affairs 
of the South African Republic. Baren 
Bieberstein added that the British 
Government had with the utmost en- 
ergy adopted the necessary mensures 
after the unlawful incursion of Dr, 
Jameson, and that no responsibility 
rested upon Great Britain for the 
bloodshed, Continulng, the Minister 
for Foreign Affairs stated that the re- 
lations between Germany and Great 
Britain had not censed to be normal 
and friendly, and he repudiated the in- 
sinuations that Germany had designs 
against the Independence of the Trans- 
vaal, adding :—Such a policy would 
be swept away before the indigna- 
tlon of the people.” 

Merr Richter, the People's party 
leader, said that the Emperor’s mes- 
Sage reflected the feelings of the Ger- 
mans; but, he added, it was desirable 
that “such monarckical manifeatoes 
should not become a permanent ar- 
rangement,”’ 

Herr Bebel, the Socialist leader, con- 
sidered that the message was an in- 
direct provocation to Great Britain, 
and expressed the opinion that a 
Similar course would not be ventured 
Qpon In regard to France or Russia. 
This statement caused a reat stir in 
the House, and there we expressions 
of dissent heard from se al quarters, 
Continuing, Herr Bebel said :—" We 
are, to a certain extent, In the tow of 
Russia, when we should join Great 
Britain. Austria and Italy are not In 
a posjtion to afford us practical ser 
vice; but Germany and Great Britain 
united would be invincible.”

Shoes and clothing are given to the 
children who need them and all are 
decently and comfortably clothed. Ey- 
ery year theh city council votes a 
large sum of money to be used for 
school vacation trips.

But besides the story itself, which is 
the lesser portion of a modern novel, is 
the method adopted by the author of deli- 





cately displaying the secrets which aro 
contained in the narrative as its unfolds in 
such a manner as will bind the readers 
attention to the story from beginning to 
end, The genius of an author is shown in 
tho diversity of the means by 
which he makes his disclosures. 
The mediocre writer introduces all his 
characters with the assistance of the same 
monotonous mechanism, and introduced 
mechanically they arouse an interest which 
is readily allayed. The writer of yenius, 
however, varies his methods. One char- 
acter comes in a dream, another in a 
revelation, another in the wind, and 
another in the thunder—the voice of an 
ancient God. Coming thus by diverse 
means, and with diverse origins, and 
diverse designs, they move with operatic 
vivacity before the spectator—the reader— 
mixing and mingling one with another 
until they have fulfilled their destiny and 
passed into their original obscurity, and 
left behind them tho interesting novel 
which in recent days is very seldom found. 

Such is Mr. Humo'’s method. And not 
aione is his method his title to fame. His 
brilliance, his wisdom, his comprehonsion

As they came around the Horn the 
garden was replanted, and by the time 
they reached the equator everything 
Was abloom, and all hands feasted on 
fresh vegetables daily. The only draw- 
backs to the garden were the weeds, 
which grew so rapidly that they could 
hardly be kept down, and the drove of 
ples, which were kept In the farm yard 
attachment, and which on several oc- 
casions, when the ship was bucking 
into a nor-easter and rolling heavily, 
broke out of the bounds and made se- 
rious inroads on the garden. It Is a 
serious matter to call all hands on 
board ship, and Is only done in emer- 
gencies, but when the pigs got into 
the garden there was more pounding on 
forecastle scuttles and handspikes and 
blowing of boatswain'’s whistles than 
if the ship had been lIald aback by 
typhoon or all the-masts had been car- 
ried away, and every sleeper was 
aroused to help get the pigs out of 
the garden.

building, fine arts building and a pal- 
race of all nations, as well as other 
structures. The grounds are situated 
at the base of Mount-Royal and cover 
over 60 acres of land.

Particular pains are 
taken to disclaim and exclude exery- 
thing like sectarlan feeling. General 
astonishment is felt at the unexpected 
rapidity with which the work has 
thus far proceeded, and we are be- 
inning to anticipate the necessity of 
opening another ciurch.” Why, my 
hearers, not have that again, and more 
than that ? There are many thousands 
more of inhabitants now than 
Besides that, since then are the tele- 
phone, with its “seml-omnipregsence,and 
the swift cable car for assembling the 
people. I belleve that the mightlest 
revival of religion that this city has 
ever seen is yet to come, and the 
earth will tremble from Capltoline hill 
to the boundartles on all sides 
fuotsteps of God as he 
atraken and pardon and 
great populations.

Washington, Feb. 16.—The Senate 
Committee of en Relations held a 
epecial meeting yesterday, and practically 
decided to favourably report Senator 
Pettigrew's bill for the amendment of 
the law regulating the seal fisheries. The 
main feature of the Pettigrew bill is a 
provision permitting President Cleveland 
to have all the seals, males and females, 
on the Pribylof Islands killed in case 
other Governments interested will not 
ngree to a modus vivendi for the better 
protection of the seals, while the matter 
of permanent protection is under con- 
sideration by an international commis- 
sion, for which the bill makes pro- 
vision. The committee took the posi- 
tion that the regulations of the Parts 
Tribunal have not resulted in the protec- 
ticn of the seals, and that they are be- 
ing rapidly exterminated, both by direct 
slaughter and the Indirect and cruel 
method of killing the female seals and 
leaving their young to die of starvation. 
In view of the facts they conclude that 
the total extermination of the herd ts at 
best only a question of a few years. If 
all are killed outright, as they might 
be when they land on the island next 
summer, the United States would secure 
the proceeds of tho slaughter, and_the 
Starvation of the young seals would be 
prevented.

last has been marred by what appears 
to be a great error of judgment in 
publishing his mes#age to President 
Kruger before it was delivered to the 
Chief Executive of the South Africa 
Republic, who only got a short cable 
summary from the Secretary for the 
Colonies, briefer, In fact, than the one 
sent to the Cape by the news agencies. 
President Kruger was greatly offended 
at this slight, and replied curtly, re- 
seriting interference in the internal 
affairs of the Transvaal, Under these 
circumstances there is a general feel- 
ing that the imbroglio is in no way 
settled, and that the international 
side of the question is still susceptible 
of serious trouble. 

On the face of things it appeared 
that the moderation of President Kru- 
ger towards Dr, Jameson and his fel- 
lcow-filibusterers, and the intention of 
the British Government to protect the 
3cers in their rights, would, after 
some diplomatic correspondence, result 
{in the restoration of the condition of 
affairs that prevailed before the raid. 
The British Government, however, re- 
solved to act upon the policy of in 
times of peace be prepared for war. 
It is learned from an official source 
that the War Office, acting under or- 
ders from the Government, has made 
every preparation to send an army 
corps of 20,000 men to South Africa, 
Despite the silence of the English pa- 
pers, and in face of possible denials, 
the absolute accuracy of this state- 
ment can be relied upon. The War 
Cffice was consulted by the Govern- 
ment the week after Emperor William 
sent bis despatch to President Kruger 
as to how long it would take to land 
a fully equipped army In Natal. Plans 
were prepared between the War Of- 
fice and the Admiralty, with the re- 
sult that ii was reported that an ©x- 
pedition could be ready within three 
months. The details of the scheme 
are known only to tie heads of the 
War Office and the members of the 
inner Cabinet, but the information re- 
ceived points to a large contingent 
being drawn from Indla—cavalry and 
infantry—including Sikhs and other 
native troops. 

The prom of a peaceful settle- 
ment of the Transvanl difficulty does 
not appear to have sufficed to induce 
the Government to abandon its pre- 
cautions. Final orders for the de- 
spatch of the treops have not yet been 
given, but if the present designs are 
carried out a full army corps will he 
in Natal some time in May. What 
real use is to be made of this force 
can only be surmised, 

The Conservative organ, the Globe, 
alone of all the newspapers, seems to 
have received some hint of the Gov- 
errment’s intentions. It argues that 
soft words with the Boers is a sheer 
waste of time England, it declares, 
will only get what she wants by a 
display of force—not an actual colll- 
sion, but a demonstration. Therefore 
the Government must Increase its 
forces in South Africa to such an ex- 
tent as to convince the Government 
at Pretoria that neither the Boers nor 
Germans will be longer allowed to 
prevent submission to England's just 
demands. The Globe does not attempt 
to estimate what force will be requir- 
ed to overawe the Boers, but says 
that the Government has not enough 
troops in South Africa at present to 
do what at any moment it may be 
necessary to do. If to the projected 
expedition there should be addefl the 
existing forces In South Africa, there 
will be of all arms combined from 26, 
000 to 30,000 men who could be used 
in a demonstration against the Trans- 
vaal. The Republic might, and prob-

FOOLING THE BIRDS. 


How They Are Drawn From Thoir Hiding 
Places In the Forests. 

I have heard young women whistle 
beantifully, mimicking the songs of 
the birds, the blackbird and the thrush 
particularly. They fashioned simple 
instruments by the fireside, which were 

, sasily carried in the pocket, the whole 
lot of them, with which they mimicked 
the calls for the various species. If 
they wished to see whether a stoat, wea- 
8], crow or jay were about, they would 
place their lips on the back of one hand 
and squeal horribly, the cries becoming 
weaker each time, exactly like those of 
a rabbit caught in a trap or fixed by a 
stoat or weasel. 

Crows, magpies and jays know very 
well what that cry means. It is asa 
dinner bell to them, for after tho stoat 
or weasel leaves a rabbit a feathered 
company come toeat him. As the even- 
ing got more dusky the boys would 
come out in their gardens, which were 
surrounded by the fir woods, to call the 
owls to them. They would hiss and 
snore like the white owl—the barn owl 
—hoot, click and bark like the wood 
owl—the brown and tawny owl—and 
squeak like mice for the pleasure of pee- 
ing the owl swoop toward tho place 
where tho sound or sounds proceeded 
from.

over tho floating burter in the churn two 
gallons of cold water, in which o tonoup 
of fine enlt has just beon dissolved, Leb 
it stand for a moment, then manipulate 
with tho dash as In the usual manner in 
completing the churnfog, and the chances 
are the butter will be well gathered but 
in unbroken granulos, The reason ts that 
the water containing tho salt incrensos 
tho doneity or specific gravity of the but- 
tormilk, causing tho granules to rise to 
the surface, It also hardens them, ro- 
moving a certain substance or coating 
from their surfave, allowing them to road- 
fly unite under presssure such os is ob 
tained by the use of the dash or revolving 
ohurn. Butter gathored by this procoss 
ig much firmor, better granulatod, and 
consequently botter flavored. Tho only 
objection to bo offered is the addition of 
salt to the buttermilk; but for fooding 
purposes, if added to the swill or house 
slops, no il! offects to the swino are ever 
observed. When fed to hogs at clover 
pasture, the action of salt removes all 
danger from bloat by simply increasing 
thelr desire for drink, 
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Selt-Locking Cattlo Fastener. 

Where the old-fashioned cattle stanch- 
fons are still in use, it will be found con- 
venient to make use of some such ar- 
rangement as is presented in our illustra- 
tion, Fig. 1. Such a device is botha 
convenience and a safoguard against the 
danger of an animal getting loose and in- 
juring others, os very often happens 
where o pin is used asa fastening. Ifa 
oord is connected with every stanchion in 
a row in the manner shown in the sketoh, 
every animal in tho row may be set fice 
in an instant should a fire make such a 
thing desirable.

device for instantly freeing a whole row 
of cattle fastened with the more humane 
chain fastening. Tho illustration is 
given as it is to show the principle on 
which the device works; but in practice 
the oord and tron pin should be covered, 
or ‘‘boxed in,’’ so that the pin might not 
be pulled out by an animal getting 4 
horns fastoned about the cord. 


The General Purpose Cow, 

Beof production and milk production 
in the same animal are often usoful to 
the farmer, but should not be the aim of 
him who desires to receive the greatest 
amount of profit from the dairy. A first- 
class beef and milk and butter cow, oom- 
bined in the one animal, Is rarely, if ever 
seon; clither the boof tendenoy will pre- 
vall, or the dairy qualities, All animals 
require 80 much food for support, and the 
balance that they are able to digest goas 
to keep up. heat in the body and to the 
production of fat. This fat will not be 
evenly distributed—half in tho animal 
frame and half in the milk-pall. If the 
animal has been bred long in tho line of 
beef production rather than milk and 
butter, the greatest amount of this fat 
will go to beof, and the reverse, Tho 
first-olass dairy cow cannot be made very 
fat while in good flow of milk. She can- 
not digest enough rich food above the 
amount required to maintain support to 
deposit o large amount of fat on her 
bones and maintain a heavy flow of milk 
at the same time, Tho general purpose 
cow, thon, is not a strict reality, though 
there may be good milking strains of 
beof breeds, which aro useful where beef 
is the main object.

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Tho Care of Cows, 


C. P, Goodrich has said that hundreds 
of cows are dostroyed wyery yoar in his 
county by having tholir teats stepped 
upon by cows beside them, which is a 
strong argument for having 4 partition 
between the cows in the barns. Mr. 
Woodward, in a recent artiole, referred to 
his cow stalls as having a partition be- 
tween every cow. It seems to me no 


more important topic has been roferred | 


to. I haye been milking and caring for 
cows since I was old enough to squoeze 
the milk out of an easy old cow. My 
father ran an 
many years of from fifty to sixty cows, 
carrying his milk nine miles overy 
morning to the oars, which took it to New 
York olty, I was a good milker before I 
was in my teens. Clean milkers, clean 
cows and clean stables and the milk 
properly cared for were requisites for the 
milk to get to New York olty in first- 
olass shape, But of all the devices I like, 
o stall with a partition bewteen the cows 
is tho best—a box stall just the Jength of 
the cow, and from threo and a fourth to 
three and « half feet wide, with a rope 
drawn behind to keep each cow in her 
place. The platform can be kept clean 
with asplint broom, A cow can lie with 
her head by her side and go to sleep, She 
has no desire to back into the gutter and 
bring back filth. In belng released, the 
partition swings and she oan leave the 
stable without soiling a foot. In the 
stocks o cow could be kept pretty olean 
if her platform just exactly fitted her 
length. But oh, the tail! How often 
the tongs were needed to lift it to the tall 
holder! <A carload of stalls were taken 
by farmera about hore just the other day, 
which moans that hundreds of milch cows 
will leave thelr winter quarers next 
spring with no manure plastered on 
them. It took but about a year to con- 
vert the datrymen of this country to the 
meroy of dehorning, although the first 
ones who had them cut (Iwas the second) 
had to hide for awhile. Dr. Horne did 
the cutting, and he is now the popular 
superintendent of our Humane Soclety.— 
Cor, Prairie Farnier. 


Shelter of Cows. 


Director Plumb says in press bulletin 
18 of the Indlana experiment station 
that: 

“In oxporiments conducted at the In- 
dians agricultural oxperiment station 
mailch cows exposed to all sorts of weather 
in winter, but provided with night 
shelter, made a yery unfavorable showing 
os compared with those given the shelter 
of the stable oxcopting for a brief airing 
when tho weathor wus sultable, 
posed cows ate the most food, lost alightly 
in welght and also in milk yleld. Tho 
sheltered ones gaincd in weight, and 
othorwise made a better showing than 
the exposed lot, 

“Io Is also important that the stable 
should not be too warm in winter. 
tomperature of forty degrees isa very 
satisfactory ono, When it la as high as 
alxty degrees in the barn, stook turned 
from this into a freezing atmosphere to 
water are very apt to be severely ohilled 
and take cold. When tho atablo is at 
forty degrees animals aro not so onsily 
obilled whon turned from tho stable, 
Kyery stablo should havo a thermometer 


of the room as uniform as possible,"’

This amount reprosents merely the 
money that went out of Canada to pay 
for thoso Hquors alone, at importers’ 
wholesale prices. They were consumed 
from year to year, and what had Canada 
or the Canadians to show for all that 
outgo at the end of 1894? Simply noth- 
ing whatever that added one iota to the 
prosperity, health, advancement or hap- 
piness of the country. Surely there 
should be, as soon as possible, a prohi- 
bition of the importation of liquors.

Farmers’ Institute at Amelius- 
burg. 


Ameciaspursc, Feb. 13.—The snow 


storm of to-day isto be regretted, for it 
kept away from this meeting many who 


would have been educated and profited by 
it. The discussious were lively, smd 
slthough the attendance was not large, the 
farmers joinedio and made things in- 
teresting. 

The Instituto was opened by W. B. 
Leayens, County Pres., and L. Patton, 
A. W. Pearte, B.A., Bur- 
lingtou and Miss B. Livingston, of Ottawa, 
vere the speakers. 

Mr. Pearte opened with vn talk on the 
foos of the fruic grower, such as insccts, 
b and blights. He dealt ably and 
practically with his subject. Wo illustrat- 
ed his talk by specimens. Some insects 


provided with beaks, He touched upon 
the codling moth and canker worm and 
tent caterpillar, the latter were destroyed 
by spraying with paris green in the heat of 
the day when they are feeding upon the 
leaves. He is an ardent advocate of 
spraying, not only for these insects but 
with bordeaux mixture for the scab which 
hinders the sale of the fruit thus affected, 
In preparing the mixtures he adyocated 
the use of water slacked lime to destroy the 
effect the poisons would have on the 
foliage. He dealt with the black knot, well 
known to cherry and plum trees. There 
is no remedy known, only the prauing 
knife. Sometimes the effect of the knot 
was destroyed by « fungus which worked 
overit, This fungus he called the plum 
tree's friend. 

Miss B. Livingston talked on coreal 
and vegetable foods and their preparation. 
She advocated oat, wheat or cornmeal for 
breakfast. Salads and greens should be eaten 
in spring to take off the effects of the hearty 
diet of winter.

Then it comes to pass, when the mo- 
ment of keenest agony is reached, that 
the starving man begins to eye his 
companion with the wolf-glare of a 
beast of prey.

Yet it ought to be said that, as a 
general rule, well-authenticated cases 
of cannibalism among civilized people 
will be found to occur only at sca, 
They are very rarely found on land, 
And, what is more curious still, when- 
ever famished, shipwrecked men sect 
foot on shore, no matter how desolate 
and barren may be thelr rock of re- 
fuge, they seem as if by magic at once 
to banish from their minds the very 
idea of anthropophagy. 

In the case of Ensign Prenties of the 
Bighty-fourth Regiment and his com- 
panions, who were wrecked on the bar- 
ren island off Cape Breton in 1780, the 
difference between famine on shore and 
On sea is curiously exemplified, Pren- 
ties records that they were able to en- 
dure the most fearful pangs of hunger 
without ever so much as a thought of 
resorting to cannibalism for relief, so 
long, however, and only so long as 
they kept on Jand. But when they took 
to their boats—and it was not once 
merely that they experienced this—in 
order to escape from their rockbound 
prison, though they were not a whit 
worse off for food than they were on 
land, yet the moment they put to sea, 
with one accord they began to think 
of killing and eating one of their num- 
ber. On the other hand, when they 
found their attempt to escape futile, 
and put back to shore, whenever they 
landed the horrible idea of cannibal- 
ism seemed to vanish.—Sclence for All.

cally a struggle between the Cham- 
ber of Deputies, which has supported 
the Radical Ministry, and the Senate, 
whieh was bent on overthrowing it. 
even at the cost of moat serious dis- 
turbances However, in splte of the 
acute crisis and the possibility of the 
downfall of the Bourgeois Ministry, or 
even of a dissolution of Parliament, 
there is littl or no exoltement here 
this morning, outside of the news- 
paper offices. But it ia claimed that 
the realgnation of the Ministry would 
not alter matters to any great degree, 
is it appears to be no longer a quos- 
tion of confidence or of non-confidence 
in the Cabinet. The Chamber of De- 
puties, it fs asserted, has practically, 
by defying the Senate, endangered the 
constitution,eand the result is a state 
of affalra about as threatening os any 
since the troublesome times of 1870-71.

There haye been two financial depres- 
sions in Canada since Confederation, and 
of the two no one doubts that the one 
from which business is now commencing 
to revive, has boon the most trying to the 
world. Yes, this commercial crisis has 
ended in riots, bank failures by the hun- 
dreds, strikes of all magnitudes, and even 
starvation ; but Canada has gone through 

* it all safely. ‘The first dopression was felt 
the world over, but more particularly so 
in Canada. Now this is singular, that the 
world should have two depressions '73 to 
"78 and 92-95, and that in the first one we 
should be almost ruined, and in the last 
one only justtouched. During the former 
arovenue tariff was in force, and during 
tho latter a moderate protective tariff. In 
1877 trade had declined to such an alarm- 
ing extent that the taxes were very low, 
and Sir Richard Cartwright the Finance 
Minister was forced to tax goods that can- 
not be produced in Canada, such as tea, 
and coffee ; and further his Government 
was not paying out moneys for the con- 
struction of great public works, yet con- 
sidering the amount of great enterprises 
undertaken by the Conservative Govern- 
ment, the tax of Sir Richard was 43 cents 
more per head than it is to-day under the 
present tariff. Instead of increasing the 
taxation, as Sir Richard did, our present 
rulers have reduced it. Our people of 
course are full of natural skill and energy, 
and no doubt this has helped matters con- 
siderably ; but, remeimber, that in the 
United States manufactured goods fell 
enormously in value, and all our industries 
would have perished had Sir Richard's 
Free Trade beon in vogue. It was protec- 
tion that prevented such a disaster to our 
people, and it would have been a repetition 
of 1878, when our farmers complained of 
the flooding of our markets from the 
“States. The idea that tho Americans 
should protect their own mammoth pro- 
ducers and also have full swing here as Sir 
Richard wants it, in his budget speech, is 
inadyisable. Mr. Foster showed the re- 
yival of the last six months and also quoted 
_ financial agents and bank managers to the 
same effect. There is not a shadow of 
- doubt that good times are near at hand 
again, and if the National Policy is as good 
As it wasin former good times and as ex- 
cellent as it was in the late financial blow, 
it surely will be equally worthy of credit in 

the ‘good times a'coming.”

ANOTHER EMINENT AUTHORITY.

Rey. Prof. Clark, of the Trinity College, 
delivered an address before” the Union for 
Practical Progress, in Forum Hall, yester 
day afternoon. His subject was, “Theories 
of Education,” which hetreated in «a very 
able manner, ending up by touching on 
the question of Separate Schools for Mani- 


ba. 

Prof. Clark expressed the opinion that if 
that Province had entered the Dominion ar 
Confederation they would have received 
the same concessions in regard to education 

* as the other Provinces did. Any system, 
' said he, that does an injustice to any class 
_ of citizens will cause trouble in the nation. 
Where there are Separate Schools they 
should only be In districta where the popu- 
‘lation was large enough to warrant them, 
and they should also have the same inspec 
tor as the other schools. There will always 
be a tendency among some to waste their 
time in religious instructions, but th 
“Nnspectér should see that «certain standard 
1s maintained In both kinds of schools. The 
Government must have regard to the whole 
* population of the country, and any wide 
spread disaffection would render Govern 
_ ment impossible and prevent any petriotic 
feeling. On these grounds he would vote 
for the remedial measure for the Catholies 
of Manitooa.

Still another cause of voxation 
to its spirit is found in the provision, 
‘that no Catholic school shall have tho 
right to any part of its taxes unless it has 
acortilicate of etficioncy equal to that of 
the Public School.” The law is evil, 
L’Electour thinks* because it requires as 
good an education to be given to tho 
Catholic pupil of the Separate School as 
the Protestant pupil receives in the Pub- 
lic School, ‘* It ts impossible,’’ the paper 
exclaims, ‘Sto conceive of a greator 
humiliation.” La Patrie, which speaks 
for a large section of the Liberal party in 
the Montreal district, claims that, from 
the point of view of French interests, the 
remedial measure is unacceptable. The 
paper cannot understand ‘how the Cath 
olic clergy can doclaro themselves satisfied 
with a law which restores, on paper only, 
asmall portion of the old system, but 
which, in reality, restores nothing, 
as the means necessary to that 
end are not provided.’’ Lo Monde 
which is understood to voice the 
viows of that section of Quebee Liberalism 
which Mr. Beausoleil, M.P., represents in 
Parliament, declares the bill to be only the 
phantom of the measure the Catholics re- 
quire, It wants the entire abolition of the 
Manitoba laws of 1890 and 1894, so far as 
Roman Catholics are concerned, and goes 
on ;—"' If the Catholics of Manitoba have 
rights to Separate Schools, In accordance 
with the Act of Confederation or of Mani- 
toba, in 1871, they must be restored in 
their plenitude.” L'Electeur promises for 
the Ronian Catholics what Le Monde de- 
mands, if the electors will but put them in 
power, To quote the Quebec organ’s 
words: ‘*The Liberal party says to the 
Episcopate, ‘we do not believe in the 
eflicacy of the plan proposed for the sottle- 
ment of this question. We will adopt 
another procedure, and will guarantee you 
that you shall gain your cause.’” 

So there is one section of the same Liber- 
al party appealing for votes aguinst the Gov- 
ernment, on the ground that the Remedial 
Bill shows the ministers iying prostrate at 
the feet of the Roman Catholic hierarchy, 
and, at the same time, another section is 
denouncing the measure as the embodiment 
of Protestant educational ideas, and not 
going half far enough in its concessions 
to the Roman Catholic church. ‘This 
latter section further promises that if the 
snnch assailed hierarchy will only help Mr. 
Laurier, it will gain its cause, 
and Manitoba Catholics will be given 
schools which no one will have a right to 
inspect, and which can be as ineflicient as 
the managers choose to make them, with- 
out losing the right to levy taxes and draw 
money from the Provincial Treasury. The 
authors of these diametrically opposed 
positions, however, agree on one thing. 
Chey both tell their readers that the way 
to get what they want is to defeat the Con- 
seryative Government and put the Liberals 
in control of the administration. It would 
he interesting to have a statement from 
Mr, Laurier as to which faction of his 
arty represents his views.

Negro Church Melodles. 

The congress on Africa presented 
some new and unusual aspects, says 
The Atlantila Constitution. It also pre- 
sented some things which to the people 
who know the negro in the south are 
not new, and among these things was 
the music. While the proceedings of 
the gathering were strongly charac- 
terized by a ripeness of thought and 
culture creditable to the race, the mu- 
sical feature was made up of those pri- 
mitive negro melodies which bear the 
stamp of the negro imagination, and 
which are peculiarly suited to the ex- 
pression of the religious feelings of the 
race, 

These songs are African in their ori- 
gin and mold. They were written by 
negroes and are strong types of the 
musical literature of the people. As 
such it Is encouraging to note that the 
Intelligent minds which directed the 
congress fully appreciated them. The 
singing of the songs was a feature of 
the congress. They were sung by an 
appreciative cholr of energetic stu- 
dents of one of the progressive schools 
here. 

The airs are the popular church airs 
of the negroes—the race generally. Of 
course the city churches do not use 
them so much, but throughout -the 
south they are sung by the colored 
people. The more polished and ambl- 
tious efforts of the negroes are far less 
popular with the race. The songs: 
“Swing Low, Sweet Chariot,” “Steal 
Away.” “Rise and Shine, Brother,” 
“I'm a-Rolling,” “He Rose From the 
Dead.”’ and others are familiar to 
nearly every grown-up member of the 
race. The rendition of these songs 
proved to be a striking feature of the 
congress. 

“Swing Low, Sweet Chariot,” is one 
of the most popular of all the songs. 
Follow the drift : 


“Swing low, sweet chariot, 
Coming for to carry me home, 

Swing low, sweet chariot, 
Comlng for to carry me home.

The Orange Society, like all othe: isn 
voluntary Association, and as the whole 
framework was changed, it took a creat 
deal of time and a great deal of work, such 
as correspondence, ctc., to get the confeder 

ation of the lodges brought to a nice and 
agreeable working system, and especially 
the financial part. There were no tunds 
available to begin with, but no better 
officers could be found than the Hon. John 
Hillyard Cameron and Andrew Fleming. By 
the skill, industry and brotherly kindness 
of these men, working with me for a term 
of years, the whole system gradually came 
into good working order. The work had to 
be done very largely out of patriotism. The 
Hon. J. H. Cameron went to England at his 
own expense and presented an address to 
Her Majesty personally, to correct the 
insult given to the Orangemen at Kingston 
in 1860 by the Duke of Neweastle in refus- 
ing to allow the Prince of Wales to re 

cognize the Orangemen. The Grand Sec- 
retary, Rey. Andrew Fleming, worked him- 
self nearly to death at a salary of $200 a 
year, and when the Grand Lodge unani- 
mously voted him another $100, making his 
salary $300, he refused the extra hundred 
and returned it to the Grand Lodge, saying 
he was well enough pald, and I did the 
duties of my office as Grand Treasurer 
and an immense amount of correspondence 
and other work for four or tive years 
free and paid my expenses in attend. 
ing the sessions annually of the Grana 
Lodge. Afterwards for several years the 
Grand Lodge voted me fifty dollars a year, 
which about paid my expenses in attending 
the annual sessions. Then in 1879 the 
Grand Lodge was drawn into a vexatious 
and terribly expensive law suit, known as 
the Grant vs, Beaudry suit. The object of 
the suit was principally to test the validity 
of the existence of the Orange Society in the 
Province of Quebec. The weans used in 
this law suit greatly increased the work of 
the Grand Treasurer, In order that you 
may have some knowledge of tho extra 
work I give you a copy of one clause of the 
Auditors’ Report for the year 1879. The 
suit continued till 1884, when {t was wound 
up. The clause is as follows: “ This special

Now a word as to my salary and the tes- 
timonial., When the society got out of the 
“Grant vs Beaudry” Iawsuit debt, it paid 
me from an hundred to an hundred and 
fifty dollars a year and in the end present 
ed me with that beautiful and costly silver 
ten and coffee service and fine closk. his 
is something that I value higher than 
moucy, and a something for which my 
heart goes out in gratitude to my brethren’; 
a something that will cause myself while L 
live and, I believe, iny family when Iam 
dead, ahigh degree of pride, because my 
brethren thought and said when they pre- 
sented it to me that * I peservep rv.” 

But I will say in conclusion, since you 
have drawn it out of me, that when you 
add the cost of this beautiful “ testimonial” 
to all the money I received as salary for my 
THIRTY TWO YEARS service it will not 
amount to more than about an hun ?tred 
dollars a year for the whole term, leaving 
me, ouf of that sum, to pay my expenses in 
attending every annual session of the 
Grand Lodge forthe whole term. Three 
of these sessions were in Halifax, N.S., 
and St. John, N.B.,and one in Winnipeg, 
Man., and to nearly every in Ontario and 
Quebec, and I had the satisfaction of leay 
ing the finance systematised and ar 
ranged that my successor had only routine 
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You say I bave taken little interest in 
the ‘order since my official service was 
terminated. This is not correct. My 
work is not as great; I think Tam entitled 
to a rest, but I take alively interest in the

DIAMOND KiNG ROBINSON THE RICH 
EST MAN IN THE WORLD. 


He Has Amassed Fabiilous Wealth, Bnet 


| Hopes to He the World's Wirat Billton- 


Like a Prince, Dut Gives 


alro--Lives 
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transferred inta 
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His accumulation of wealth has been 
phenomenal In i878 he did not pos 
sets enough money to pay for a meal 
for himself and wife He was ab- 
solutely penniless, without either 
filends or prospects. 

Mr. Robinson had kept a grocery 
store for several yeara in the Orange 
Free State, but business was so bad 
that he was running daily into debt 
His creditors were clamoring for their 
money, but he had none to give. His 
store was closed, and Robinson found 
himself ponniless and friendless on an 
African prairie. He and his wife, who 
had remained faithful to him through 
all his adversity, saw starvation and 
death staring them in the face. 

Mr. Robinson deolded to tramp to 
Kimberley, a distance of over 300 
miles, hoping to secure work at the 
new diamond diggings. This resolu- 
tlor was the means of making him 
the michest man on earth. 

Trudging along one day with his 
Wife he picked up a diamond in the 
rc, gh weighing sixty carats, Here was 
to bim a fortune beyond his expecta- 
tions. But yesterday he had to ask 
th, Boer farmers to give him some- 
thing to eat; to-day his wealth had 
come to him like a thunderbolt from 
the sky. This dlamond he sold at Kim- 
berley for $1200. If he had been un- 
firtunate in the past fortune now 
l, vished upon him her greatest gift— 
riches. Whatever he touched turned 
to gold. 

At the Kimberley fields Mr. Robin- 
s0 ©6became an out and out dlamond 
dealer. He would buy diamonds, from 
any One and eyeryone without ask- 
ivg any questions. Those were the 
days when negroes stole over $3,000,- 
000 worth of diamonds from the flelds 
anrually. Happy days for the African 
ligro, who was delighted to get $10 
for a stone worth $2000. It was these 
times that made such men as Barney 
L.rnato and the great Croesus, Rob- 
inson. 

Robinson's wealth increased in vol- 
ume, From a penniless roamerin 1878 
he found himself In 1881 with $500,000 
to his credit in the bank. 

The great gold boom of Barberton 
broke out in 1885, and Robinson with 
several others. left the Kimberley 
fields for the new gold districts. Here 
his same phenomenal luck followed 
him. Stock and claim buying was his 
brivcipal business, always selling at a 
hendsome profit. The old Barberton 
boom died out In 1886. The new cry 
Was Johannesburg. Again the soldier 
of fortune answered the golden call 
énd left the Barberton mines for the 
new gold flelds of the Rand. The same 
Speculative spirit was with him here. 

He bought a large claim from an old 
Boer farmer for $95,000. All his friends 
called him a fool for throwing his 
money away on such a plece of pro- 
perty. Even Robinson himself began 
to think he had made a bad bargain 
of it. For months, yes, for two or 
three years, this claim remained on his 
haids. Nobody would khuy it from 
him, even at half the price he had 
paid for it. This mine, now known as 
t's Robinson mine, is the nichest on 
the Johannesburg fleld. 

The next venture of Mr. Robinson 
Wae the buying of some fields at 
Jugersfontein, near the capital of the 
Orange Free State. This ground he 
bought for next to nothing from an old 
Teer farmer To-day this Jagers- 
fenteln property bears every Indica- 
tion of being nicher in diamonds than 
the renowned mines of Kimberley, A 
London syndicate offered him $10,000,- 
000 for the property,but it was prompt- 
ly refused. 

In the early part of 1894 a diamond 
velghing 971 carats, the largest stone 
ever known, was found on Robinson's 
Jorersfontein property. The stone is a 
em, and is considered by experts to 
be one of the purest ever seen. This 
largest diamond of the world measures 
four and a half Inches in length, three 
Inches in depth, and is from 
three inches wide. 

A rajah of India offered 4,375,000 
rupees ($1,250,000) for the gem, but as 
yet the offer has not been accepted.

had immediately atarted for town, 
bringing with him his wife and a 
douchter of the murdered man, a girl 
of abeut fourteen, who had been at- 
tending boarding-xchool in the city 

Drs, W. A, Re and Raikes, who 
were called in after the tragedy, held 
a post-mortem examination. Coroner 
Wallwin was also present at the ex- 
amination. The post-mortem revealed 
the fact that the bullet, a 44-calibre, 
had entered the chest an inch below 
and three and one-quarter inches to 
the right of the left nipple, passing 
through the cartilege joining the 
breast-bone, and entering the right 
side of the heart, which it pierced, 
and was found free in the pericardium 
or sac of the heart. The rest of the 
organs of the body were found to be 
all In a heslthy condition. The ball, 
when extracted, Was not injured in 
the least, and was almost without an 
indention, 

Another motive advanced for the 
crime here to-night is that which 
seems to gain ground among some 
people. Mr, Strathy, who for the past 
twenty-seven years had been manager 
of the Bank of Toronto here, had gone 
heavily into speculation in British Co- 
lumbia with his brother, It is said 
that Brennan had quite a little money, 
which Mr. Strathy was investing 
for him, and it was to procure some 
explanation regarding this that Bren- 
nan Went to the house and caused the 
trouble, The prisoner so far has not 
made any statement in this line. 

A rumour is being circulated here 
to-night to the effect that Brennan had 
stated during the day that he had 
come to town for the purpose 
of killing ex-Mayor Pepler, of 
the firm of McCarthy, Pepler, & Mc- 
Carthy, barristers. Mr, Pepler is a 
son-in-law of Mr. Dalton McCarthy. 
It appears that Brennan had called at 
the house and asked for Mr. Pepler. 
Brennan has a brother, James, who is 
running a planing mill at Phelpston. 

Provincial Detective Greer is here 
and has been looking actively into the 
case, but so far it Ig Detective Beards- 
ley who is collecting the evidence. 

As an instance of the popularity of 
the murdered man, many coming so- 
clal events have been postponed, 
among them the St. George's Society 
concert, which was to have taken place 
this evening.

Strange Death of a Young Malatto—-A 
Converted Barglar Gives Hirself Up. 


Windsor, Ont., Feb, 18.—(Special.)—The 
death of a handsome young mulatto has 
tuken place under strange circumstances 
In this city. About a year ago two sis- 
ters. pamed Ellen and Mary Hearst, left 
home at Harrow to work in Detroit. A 
few weeks ago Ellen became Ill while in 
Detroit. and was brought hore to Peter 
Mussey's house on Goyenuu ntreet, Maas- 
sev's wife objected, and Ellen was taken 
to the house of one Hicks. on Douyall 
avenue, Hicks killed a man known as 
Bill Thomas in Detroit fifteen years uo, 
for which he served twelve irs in the 
Michizan State prison. Hicks says he 
went for a load of wood, leaving the 
girl alone in the house, and waen he re- 
turned found her dead. It is claimed 
she d‘ed from the effects of n drug. A 
telecram was sent to her parents at Har- 
row. wnd they replied that they would 
not take charge of the remains, Micka 
was to-day trying to collect money to 
give the girl a respectable burial, A post- 
mortem examination will be held, and the 
case will be reported to the Crown Prose- 
cutor, The circumstances of the death 
have been made known to the coroner, 
and the polloe are investigating,

The Coup in Corea Directed from Sr, 


Votersbarg—Dr. Nansen Defended by His

London, Beb, 18.—A special despatch 
received here from Shanghai this 
evening says (‘hat advices which have 
veached there from Corea announce 
that « Kussmn force supported the 
King of Corea in killing the Corean 
Mivisters.

The Government may de- 
clare its intention to govern without 
the Senate A statesman tells me that 
the obstacle Is General Saussier, the 
Governor of Paris, and generalissimo 
in case of war. General Saussier is 
old, opposed to a change, and pre- 
pared to march against a revyolution- 
ary movement with the utmost 
vigour.” 

The spectacle of the two bodies—the 
Senate and the Chamber of Deputies— 
in open conflict has not been before 
witnessed sluce the adoption of the 
constitution of the French Republic. 
In the ordinary course of political 
events in France such a struggle would 
almost inevitably precipitate a grave 
corstitutional crisis. Tt is, however, be- 
lieved likely that in the present Iin- 
Btance a peaceful solution will be 
reached, probably through the surren- 
der of its defiant position by the Sen- 
ate. The reason for this bellef lies in 
the fact that the Ministry, it is gen- 
erally conceded, has in its possession 
prceof connecting a large number of 
Deputies with various scandals, the 
disclosure of which would prove em- 
Ing, to say the least, to those 
ed. It is openly declared that 
the Ministry hold a threat of disclo- 
sure over fully 300 Deputies, more than 
half the Chamber.

At his boyhood’s home, Cobourg, 
Captain Jim, as a lad, imbibed his 
taste for the life of a sailor. Out on 
the pler of that town's harbor, watch- 
ing the vessels, hearing the masters 
sing out “port,” “starboard,” and other 
nautical terms, as they sailed their craft 
in for shelter, young Donegan’s mind 
was fired with a never-dying love for 
the waves, and he early determined on 
the life of a sailor. In his young mind 
there were no potentatives so great as 
the men who commanded these vessels. 
To express this feeling in the captain's 
own words: “He would be willing to 
die if he could only command a vessel 
for a single month, and be able to 
order a crew of lively seamen to ‘lower 
away the mainsail,’ ‘clew up the top- 
sail,’ or ‘haul down the jib,’” 

At an early age little Jimmie Done- 
gan would make his escape from home 
and go off in some of the fishing boats. 
As he grew older this became a regu- 
lar occupation and in the course of time 
he was the proud owner of a fishing 
smack. Captain Donegan made a suc- 
cess of the business and stuck to it 
for two years. 

Then, when 20 years of age, he was 
given the command of a yacht. The 
yachting craze was at its height at 
this time, and when the Prince of 
Wales paid his visit to America it was 
one of the features on Lake Ontarlo, 
inaugurated for his entertainment. 
Captain Donegan was, in all the races 
arranged for the event, and by his 
skill and good seamanship was usually 
the victor, Not even did a mishap, in 
which he capsized his boat and nearly 
drowned all on board, have any effect 
in «diminishing the fame he had 
achieved. 

But Captain Donegan was cut out 
for sterner work than yachting. When 
22 years old he shipped before the mast 
as a boy sailor, but so ambitious was 
he to learn that in his second month 
he was paid men’s wages. 

It is, however, brillant narra- 
tor of the tough, amusing and thrilling 
events of thirty-five years’ experience 
as sailor that Captain Donegan 
shines, and he Is one of the most popu- 
lar of the jolly tars who meet at his 
house in Chicago during the winter 
afternoons to while the time away re- 
counting their adventures. 

From the time when, as a youngster 
he dared the captain of the schooner 
Jupiter until to-day lie has never fiinch- 
ed from his duty, be {t unpleasant or 
dangerous.

The Firat International Struggle in Weat- 
orn Wators. 


The Royal Canadian Yacht Club has 
accepted the Lincoln Park Yacht Club's 
challenge for a series of interlake in- 
ternational races next summer on neu- 
tral waters.

THE CANADIAN WHO PUBLISHED THE 
INDECENT CHICAGO DISPATCH. 





A Triumph for Clean Nowspapers—S« ath 
ing Words of Warning from the Judge 
and « Severe Sentence and Fine—A Lro- 
ken Wretch. 


Canadian publishers who attended the 
recent meeting of the Canadian Press 
Association all rejoiced that Joseph R. 
Dunlop, formerly of Stratford and To- 
ronto, publisher of the Chicago D’‘1- 
patch, hii been sentenced to pay a

fine of $2,000 and to undergo two years’ 
imprisonment in the Joliet peniten- 
tiay. The case excited wide-spread in- 
terest everywhere, especially in news- 
paper circles, because of the rankness 
and vice-laden character of the ad- 
vertisements which appeared dally in 
the paper. All the arts of an able 
criminal lawyer were employed to 
shield the accused. Every technicality 
of law, intended to guard innocence 
from wrong, had been applied to save 
the offender from the hardships of 
but Judge Grosscup pronounced 
a severe sentence, intended to he a 
standing warning to others not to use 
| the malls to debauch the public mor- 
als As a climax to his appeal for 
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mercy, the attorney said his client had 
already suffered two strokes of paraly- 
sis, and believed a penitentiary sen- 
tence would kill him, 

Judge Grosscup gave no sign of being 
moved by this appeal, and apparently 
proceeded to carry out a purpose al- 
| ready fixed firmly in his mind. In pass- 
ing sentence he made a scathing ar- 
raignment of the offender and his 
methods, He denounced the offense 
as a vile crime that should be punished 
in accord with its enormity. The con- 
victed man wags asked if he had any- 
thing to say in his wn behalf before 
sentence was pronounced. He stood up 
before the court, a trembling wretch, 
| leaning on a table for support. He mum- 
bled a few words in a frightened voice, 
Scarcely audible from the start. With 
the sinking of his heart his tones faded 
away until they choked him, and left 
@ sentence half finished, and he sat 
down with a quivering frame and lips 
moving in pitiful impotence. 

‘The sight of this strong man broken 
down by his emotions stirred the spec- 
tators to sympathy, but the court had 
a stern duty to perform to society; and 
the scorching denunciation of the felon 
and his crime fell upon the hushed 
audience with the force of a thunder- 
bolt. 

In passing sentence, Judge Grosscup 
said: 

“The jury, in my mind, rightly found 
that these papers were indecent and ob- 
scene. They were not simply insuffer- 
‘able to good taste and good morals, 
they were clearly and vilely criminal. 

“As Lord Chatham said, a man's 
house is his castle. The storm may 
enter, the rain may enter, but the 
King of England can never enter, Ev- 
; ery family can create its own standard 
of morals, its own atmosphere of taste 
and purity. The door can be shut 
against offensive servants, offensive 
visitors and offensive literature, but the 
hand of the mall service penetrates 
every chamber of the household. It is 
no light obligation to sec that that 
hand is always clean, and the verdict 
in this case must be something more 
than a mere judicial pronouncement. 
Tt must carry with it a punishment 
that will worn the public that such vio- 
| lation of the law and decency cannot 
hereafter be tolerated.” 

The prisoner barely escaped collapse, 
but the decent people of the United 
States and Canada rejoice that this 
| warning has been so pronounced.

Froe Pass’s, 
To the Editor of the INTELLIGENCER, 

Srr,—I intimated to you I wished to 
write a few short letters showing the 
Patron platform differed (in the interest of 
the public) from the practice of both the old 
parties. 

I now wish to deal briefly with what is 
known as the railway free pass system. 

Itis a fact admitted that railway and 
steamship companies do give to members of 
Parliament for the House of Commons 
tickets by which these members of Parlia- 
ment ride over their roads free, 

It is also a well known fact that these 
companies are applicants to Parliament for 
grants to them of the public ener to aid 


them in building extensions or sidings or 


bridges or in some other way. 

Now, the question iv, are members of 
Parliament, who are thus placed under 
obligation to these companies for free rides, 
disinterested judges when they come to sif 
in judgment upon these applications for 
the public moneys of this country which the 
taxpayer must make good—and foot the 
bill? A case in point: When Sir Matthew 
Hale, ove of England’s greatest judges, at 
a time when Le came on a new circulf, was 
presented by a gentlemen witha fine fat 
deer, and during the sitting of the court 
that gentleman had a suit to try, but when 
it was reached the judge stopped the court 
and insisted on paying the gentleman for 
the deer, saying no man could have a clear 
conscience to sit in judgment on acaso 
where he was under obligation to one of 
the suitors. 

When this question of doing away with 
free passes was being discussed a few days 
ago in Parliament, it was remarked by a 
very prominent member that the railway 
companies were continuously seeking from 
Porliament grants of public money, and the 
member with a free pass in his pocket was 
called on to vote yea or ney on such appli- 
cation. 

The late Duke of Wellington, when he 
was Prime Minister of the Bi itish Empire, 
was presented with a fine plece ot venison 
by a gentleman who was an applicant for 
an office in the gilt of the Duke, but he re- 
fused even to consider the application till 
he had paid the gentleman for his venison. 
Would it not be well for our country if our 
members of the House of Commons and 
others would follow these distinguished 
examples ¢ 

Again, the public money of the country 
belongs to the people and our members of 
Furliament sic only trustees for 
managenicul of the same, and I submit that 
it would be very much better 
country if they would follow the illustrious 
examples set for them by Sir Mathow Hale 
and the Duke of Wellington; but in place 
of this our members of Parliament not only 
ride free and then slit in judgment upon 
these applications with a free pass, very 
much like abril, In their pockets, 
but they thea coolly pocket the 
twenty cents a milo, which the 
country allows therm to pay for their travel 
to and from Vuitiament, which looks very 
much like gotting money under false pre- 
tences, 

A general election Is now near at hand 
and the farmers and other tax payers aro 
respectiully asked to carefully consider this 
subject and when so considered 

Remember—Ist. Another election will not 
be held till after ive years 

Remember—2nd, That the Patrons pro- 
pose to abolish tho free pass system.

THE LINDSAY FAMILY. 


Interesting News as to Their Present 


Condition—Settled in « House of Their 


Own—The Father a Cripple for Life. 


The Rey. Charles Adams, of Flinton, 
who, with his wife, is in the city attend- 
ing the Epworth League Convention, 
brings some interesting news as to the 
Lindsay family, who were the victims, in 
October last, ot one of the direst tragedies 
in the annals of this district. Their 
dwelling was, it will be remembered, 
totally destroyed by fire; six members of 
the family losc their lives ; the father was 
so badly burned that for many days his 
life was despaired of ; and all their effects, 
including clothing and provisions, were 
consumed. 

Through the offorts of the press and of 
charitable persons a considerable sum of 
money was raised for the survivors, and 
through the agency of Mr. Adams they 
have been settled in a fairly comfortable 
habitation about half a mile south of 
Flinton, which, with 100 acres of land, 
has been purchased for them, together 
with other necessaries. 

Thomas Lindsay was taken to Kingston 
hospital, where, after much suffering, he 
was restored to health. Unfortunately, 
however, the muscles of his hands have 
heen so greatly contracted by the scorch- 
ing which they received that he will never 
recover more than a very little use of 
therm. 

The family wish, through Mr. Adams, 
to express their heart-felt thanks to all 
who have assisted in alleviating their 
distress.

to him, while all matters, such as the 
direction of the funerals of Ministers, 
are done in accord with his directions. 

It is the rule of the corps that the 
Minister who has been longest at his 
pest shall be dean, and while Sir Juilan 
has not in this case been the resident 
for the greatest number of years, his 
title of Ambassador is the first ever 
held by a Minister in Washington, hav- 
ing been conferred only a few years 
ago. 

The British embassy Is a large red 
brick building on the most fashionable 
street in the city. It faces the east, 
and at the front is a driveway and 4 
porte cochere. The big glass doors 
have the English coat of arms en- 
graven in the center, on the lamp posts 
are glittering gilt crowns, while over 
the entrance Is a crest in bronze of the 
familiar lion and unicorn. The hall of 
the house {s broad, and at the back 1s 
a wide stairway, at whose head is 4 
life-sized painting of the Queen. 

The parlors and library are hand- 
s*mely furnished and the stables full 
of horses and coaches, At one side is 
a tennis court, and on a bright day 
the dignified statesman can be seen in 
his white flannels busy hitting the ball, 
which his attaches must pick up when 
it is lost In the grass. The British em- 
bassy is the only house in Washington 
owned by a foreign Government, the 
whole place belonging to the English 
nation. 

The Chinese legation, strange to say, 
is the most modern of the homes of 
the Foreign Ministers to the United 
States. It stands on the crest of a high 
hill overlooking the city, and the flag 
with the black dragon on its yellow sur- 
face, is always floating from its turret. 
The house is of brownish stone and is 
bullt in commodious style, with all of 
the most recent of inventions for con- 
venience, 

On entering one finds nothing savor- 
ing of the Orient in the parlor, which 


ds of light wood and furnished in com- 


fortable American style, with light car- 
pet, stuffed chairs and heavy portleres. 
The dining room has a pretty cabinet 
mantel, and it is fitted up with dainty 
engravings on the walls, mirrors and a 
clock, just as is in every well-to-do 
house in the city. In fact, the whole 
mansion is all American throughout in 
its furnishings. 

The servants are Chinese and there 
are about a dozen of them who do not 
know a word of English, and float 
about in thelr gaudy robes and nolse- 
less shoes. Besides the Minister, who 
is a portly man, there are his wife and 
three little children; tiny toddlers who 
dress like miniature mandarins in 
gowns embroidered with the most gro- 
tesque of figures. 

Mme. Yang Yu ts no doubt consider- 
ed a great beauty in her native land, 
and when got up In her robes of state

Feb. 19.—(Speciai.)—The 
created her yesterday over 
shocking tragedy in which Mr. J. 
Strathy wa shot and killed in 
own house Uy M. J. Brennan, has 
yet subsided Early in the morn- 
many the townspeople could be 
n loitering about the market square, 
; the Court-house, and the gaol, anxious 
to aguin see the murderer, Who was 
to appear at the coroner's Inquest at 
9 o'clock, and talked freely of the 
nt Many theork and rumours 
were advanced, but t seem to be 
| credited here, with (he exception of 
the statement made by the prisoner 
himself, in which he clearly sets forth 
his Supposed grievance, 

After his return to the 
conclusion of the inquest, Brennan re- 
quested the turnkey to send for Pro- 
vinelal Detective Greer, Whom he had 
known for a great many years, To 
him he said he wanted to make a 
statement. Upon seeing the detective 
he began to ery, but soon quieted 
down, #hd told the following story, be- 
ginning it with a long reference to his 
inner family troubles:— 

On the 4th Instant, the last Ume he 
was in Barrie, he had called on Judge 
Boyce, to see if that gentleman would 
assist him to get his family together 
again. The judge, like others, was 
tired of hearing this perpetual tale 
from Brennan, and refused to Hsten 
to it. The same day Brennan met 
Mr. Strathy on the street, and asked 
him the same qugstion. The murder- 
er, in relating story, sald :—‘' He 
snubbed at me i€n I spoke to him, 
and said, ‘Mick, you have work, 
haven't you? Well, you stick to that 
and leave the other things alone, and 
you will get along better.’"’ He said 
nothing more to Mr, Strathy, and left 
town shortly after, Referring to more 
recent events, he said :—‘‘I came up 
from Toronto on Monday evening on 
the same train with Mr. Strathy, for 
I saw him there. I came up to get 
my little girl, who is living at Pene- 
tang.” Last Aprilhis eldest daughter, 
Who was keeping house for him and 
the rest of the family, all left him, 
and he belleved Mr, Strathy knew 
where they had gone. He was afraid 
his eldest daughter was not living a 
proper life, and he was determined to 
know her whereabouts, and he could 
rot see why the people made light of 
his trouble and would not help him. 

“No,” he said, “I never intended to 
kill Mr, Strathy. When I went to the 
door, and he saw me, he sald, ‘The 
Gevil! you here again?’ ‘Yes, I'm 
here again,’ I replied, ‘and I want 
to know where my children are. I 
understand you know where they are, 
Mr. Strathy, and I want you to tell 
me. 

** Get out of here,’ Mr, Strathy an- 
sy ered, ‘I don’t know anything about 
them.” 

“TI then put up my hand and said, 
*Hold on, Strathy, hold on,’ but he 
reoched forward and caught me by 
the coat at the chest with his right 
hand, and opened the door with his 
left, and threw me out.’ I slipped back 
on the path, and my hat fell off in 
the snow, and the rim was torn in 
front, whether by Mr. Strathy, or 
Whether I stepped on it, I know not. 
But when I slipped and he threw me 
cut it engered me, and on the im- 
pulse of the moment I put my hand 
in my pecket, took the revolver, and 
said, ‘Take that, damn you,’ and I 
fired.” 

“If we had 
Strathy would never have 
for I never intended to shoot him. 
Sle was as strong a man as I ever 
met, but if I had had my big coat off 
I would not have fired, because I 
could have licked him in the hall, 
easy. If Mr. Strathy and I had not 
had that row, and he had refused to 
tell me where my children were, I 
intended to call on Mr. Pepler and 
get him to use his influence with Mr. 
Strathy.” 

Referring to the revolver with 
which he did the deed, Brennan said 
he had boughtit on York street, Toron- 
to, not for the purpose of shooting Mr. 
Strathy, but for the reason that while

In the hall on 
the wooden floor were the heavy 
scratches of the nails in the heel of 
the boots, showing sigus‘of a struggle 
The heel nails were fitted into these 
heavy marks, and were without a 
doubt made by the boot worn by the 
prisoner, A vase had also been knock- 
ed down during the scuffle to which 
Brennan also referred. All this went 
to testify to the truth of the murder-

She last saw Mr, Strathy nine 
years ago. “ My oldest daughter,” she 
said, “is 18 years of age; she works 
in Toronto. The other two girls are 
15 and 13 years; the boy its 10. The 
youngest girl is living with her grand- 
mother—my mother—at Penetangui- 
shene.”

W, A, Caldwell Teaves the Clty Witha 
Shortage of Fifty Thousand Dollars—A 
Mining Deputation Asks the Local Govw- 
crnment to Abolish Royaltles. 

Montreal, Feb. 19.—(Special.)—Gen- 
eral surprise Was expressed to-day 
when it became known that Mr. W. 
Alex. Caldwell, one of the best known 
accountants and curators In the Pro- 
vince of Quebee, had left Montreal. Mr, 
Caldwell was the head of the firm of 
Caldwell, Tait, and Wilks, suditors, 
chartered accountants, and trustees, 
While the firm, as a tirm, did a large 
gereral busmeéss, Mv. Caldwell person- 
ally was entrusted with the settlement 
of many estates, and at the hour of his 
Gcparture was the trusted curator of 
the affairs of a dozen or more insoly- 
ent firms. Among these was the Mc- 
Laughlin estate, which in itself requir- 
ed carefil handling in order to be of 
any use to the creditors, but which be- 
comes absolutely bankrupt by the ac- 
tior of its curator, Mr. Caldwell had 
$12,000 for the creditors, but out of this 
his own fees were to be paid. The 
vould amount to probably $5,000 or 
000, and the balance was to have been 
handed over some time Day after 
day passed, and Mr. Caldwell failed to 
pay up. Finaily, on Tuesday of last 
week, one of the principal creditors 
went before a judge with Mr, Cald- 
well, and the latter was given three 
days in which to prepare a statement 
of the Insolvent estat and to gettle 
with the creditors. Friday night saw 
the last hour of yurace expire, and Itt 
Was then thut the curator realized his 
fearful position. To add to his trouble, 
Mr, C. B. Carter, acting on behalf of 
the creditors of the Hearle Manufac- 
turing Company, on Friday got an or- 
der from the court commanding Cald- 
well, Who Was ulso the curator of this 
estate, to at once pay the sum of $1,- 
200, whieh be should have handed over 
sOme time preylously. These two items 
appcar to have finally settled Caldwell 
in bis intention t+ leuve the scenes of 
his trouble, and Saturday and Sunday 
Were spent in preparing for his flight,

Startling Story of the Battle of 
Doornkop. 


VITLANDERS NOT COWARDS. 


Permanent Tribunal of Arbitration for

London, Feb. 19.—There is an omin- 
ous tim in Transvaal matters; not the 
quictiess that indicates fair weather, 
but the sultry sllence that precedes’ a 
storm Action of some kind must 
Shertly be taken’ by President Kruger. 

‘Tie Leleester Mercury publishes a 
letter from a gentleman resident in Jo- 
hannesberg, which hag been received, 
after much delay, by his relatives in 
Leicester. It js dated Janudry 12th. 
The writer, after referring to the exo- 
dus from Johannesberg, touches upon 
the Durban railway catastrophe, in 
which eleven of the killed were former 
neighbours of his, and contin -—Fol- 
lowing on this—the next day—there 
Was the slaughter at the battle of 
Doornkop, just outside of the town, 13 
miles. Here Jameson's men, who had 
entered from Mafeking, and numbering 
is0, were met by an army of 3,000 Boers. 
A brave, valiant etruggle ensucd, when 
the few faced #06 vast an opposition. 
The papers have concealed the détails 
of that battle, but the result was that 
only six of Dr. Jameson's force were 
killed, while, as a matter of fact, more 
than 200 Boers were shot dead, We in 
Johannesberg have been charged by the 
colenial press with being cowards for 
not going to the help and release of 
those brave men. Such was practically 
impossible. The Government had the 
day before requested an armistice with 
the Reform Committee for forty-elght 
hours. This Was agreed upon, and re- 
sult—Government gathered its forces— 
knowing that an Englishman's word is 
his bond—and sent them all to attack 
Dr. Jameson. 

Thus hounded on every side by thou- 
sands, after a brave and noble stand, 
he had to raise a flag of truce. As soon 
as the despatch riders brought the 
news into town, it was with the utmost 
difficulty that an armed force of more 
than 5,000 men could be restrained 
from pursuing the Boers. We were not 
cowards, but konourable men, respect- 
ing the pledge in spirit and in letter. 
That day, without a doubt, Pretoria, 
our capital, could have been taken. Fif- 
teen to twenty thousand armed men, 
crraged by the slaugeter of fellow- 
countrymen, and goaded by a feeling 
that the armistice had been arranged 
to assist the Government plans to 
check Jameson, were anxious to enter 
the fray. Durine the armistice the 
Qveen's High Commissioner, Sir Her- 
cules Robinson, arrived in Pretoria, and 
the armistice was extended while nego- 
tiations proceeded between him and the 
Preeldent, In council they agreed that 
the first step was to ask Johannesberg 
to lay down its arms. This it seemed 
useless to request by Sir Jacobus de 
Wet, and Sir Sydney Shippard came 
over and appealed to the assembled 
thousands that, as they admired the 
dash and pluck of Dr, Jamexon, and 
desired his life to be spared, they 
should lay down their arms, as that 
course alone would save his life, Fol- 
lowing this the President issued a pro- 
clamation celling upon all to lay down 
their arms, For the sake of Jameson 
they ylelded. With oaths and curses 
on their lips, they told the Queen's re- 
presentatives that they Were prepared 
to march to Pretorja and demand the 
release of Jamescn, Wise counsel pre- 
vailed, and arms were laid down, But 
how ? Before handing in thelr Lee- 
Metford rifles, the majority of them 
Were made useless. The Maxims hand- 
| ed over were also made unfit for use. 

How an enraged multitude, with no 
sense of fear, armed to the teeth, with 
not a police or any Government force 
in town, were held back by moral force 
will remain a mystery for al) time, It 
was their high sense of duty to the 
man who had come—however unwisely 
—to assist them in the hour of trial 
that nerved them to achieve such & 
great moral victory. I do not think 
any other elty In the world, containing 
so cosmopolitan a people, with no or- 
vanized force to offer a check, woulé 
have acted so wonderfully quiet. If 
ever you hear our men spoken of as 
cowards give the Lic direct-it was 
grand, and a nol#e self-control, From 
that day to this moment we have been 
in terrible suspense.

Under 
the present system some walks are cleaned 
and others are not. The man who keeps 
his own sidewalk passable may win the 
good opinion of his neighbors, but when 
he goos abroad he finds that other people

the average condition of the walks is to be 
the criterion, he has been doing more than 
his share toward the public convenience. 
On reflection he is not surprised that all 
walks are not equally clean, for he remem- 
bers that workingmen haye to leave home 
at an early hour, and cannot do many 
domestic chores before evening, that many 
families have no male members but small 
bogs, that many parts of sidewalk are in

of one individual library. It may 
therefore be criticized for impor- 
omissions, it does not 
purport to go beyond the field of the 
compiler's own shelves, 

The Revolutionary period is well 
covered by modern general works, The 
War of 1812, which produced a great 
deal of Canadian literature, is also well 
covered, Of rare Canadian imprints on 
this period we notice the Halifax edl- 
tlon of James (1816), David Thomp- 
son's history, printed at Niagara tin 
1832—one of the earliest books printed 
in Upper Canada—and Major Richard- 
son's history, printed at Brockville in 
1842, now so scarce and go prized that 
@ London dealer offered a copy the 
other day at £10. Of the uprisings in 
1837-8, known as Mackenzie's and Pap- 
ineau’s Rebellions, this library has 
many curious and valuable works, 
which we have not space to specify. 
We have, perhaps, said enough on 
this point to show that as an assem- 
blage of works bearing on Canadian 
history, it is conspicuously rich, 

One important feature of this li- 
brary, which adds much interest to its 
bibliography, is the great number of 
early Canadian imprints, of the title 
pages of which many fac-similes are 
given. 

Space is lacking for further charac- 
terization of the treasures In M. Gag- 
non’s library. We haye not eyen men- 
tioned his collection of autograph MSS., 
among which are those of Christopher 
Columbus and—rarer and choicer yet, 
for the Canadian historlan—of Father 
Jean de Brebeuf; Gen, Amherst, La- 
mothe-Cadillac and scores of others 
Many pages are devoted to an enumer- 
ation of Canadian maps, plans and 
book-plates. 

M. Gagnon extends, in this work, 
able hands to every worker in the realm 
of Canadian history and letters. It is 
a well-done work, because the author 
knew his subject and delighted in it. 
For twenty years, as he tells us in a 
charmingly frank and half introduc- 
tory essay, he has given himself the 
pleasure of gathering his treasures: 
“Nothing has been spared, neither 
journeys, nor vigils, nor money, to give 
free course to our passion for collect- 
ing. . 1 . For several years we 
have lived in the midst of our books, 
we have observed them In thelr every 
aspect. We know them intimately and 
we love to talk of them; it is almost a 
mania.” There speaks the true biblio- 
phile. 

M. Gagnon’s collection, and this ad- 
mirable bibliographical essay are cred- 
{table to him in the highest degree. 
They testify to his taste as a scholar 
and to his zeal and loyalty as a Cana- 
dian. A city in which such a nation- 
ally-representative collection of litera- 
ture is preserved, has a distinctive 
source of pride. If, as we doubt not, 
M. Gagnon will continue to add to it, 
it will In time become, as it now Is 
the necleus of, a library which will be 
of national importance and of interna- 
tional fame. 

M. Gagnon, the Alderman, no doubt 
serves his clty well; but the better 
service is rendered by M. Gagnon the 
Bibliophile.

The prison- 
ers, ‘the gallant Jameson’ amongst them, 
have been sent on to Natal to be forwarded 
from there to England, where they are to 
be dealt with by the British Government, 
and, of course, we are anxious to know 
what fate awaits them. By the way, Fred

How- 
ever, all will be confiscated under their 
law, if he has not previously disposed of it, 
Cecil Rhodes has resigned fhe Premiership 
and a new ministry has been formed under 
Sir Gordon Spal Every one here sym- 
pathises with Jamieson, and the feeling 
against the people of Johannesberg is very 
bitter, especially against the Cornish 
miners. who actually forced the women 
and children from their seats in the trains 
in their terror and hurry to get away from 
the place. Jamieson, poor chap, was 
simply led into a trap and betrayed. He 
was asked to go to their assistance by all 
the leading citizens of Johannesberg, and 
they promised to meet him at a given 
point with 2,000 armed men, whereupon he 
made a forced march of several hundred 
miles, his men four days and nights almost 
without food orsleep, and fought his way 
to Konigsdorp, within a very few miles of 
the city, when he was completely surround- 
ed by the Boers, and notwithstanding the 
fact that a large number of Bettinger’s 
Horse were eye-witnesses of the fight, they 
would not go to his assistance ; besides the 
fact that they could have had 1,500 armed 
men in Johannesberg. This, I expect, will 
be all old news to.you, but could you have 
seen the excitement that was here in and 
around the newspaper oflices during the 
time that the telegrams were coming in 
and the extras being issued, I am sura that 
you would have been stirred as we are. 

f am now, Iam glad to say, at the work

In Memoriam, 


On the Festival of St. Philip and St. 
James there entered into the rest of Para- 
dise, in full years and with a ‘sure and 
certain hope,” Eliza Lilias, widow of the 
Rey. John Grier, formerly rector of Belle- 
ville, Ont., and eldest daughter of James 
Geddes, Assistant Surgeon, Medical Staff, 
Kingston. 

She was born at the Island of St. Joseph 
onthe 20th February, 1805, and had 
therefore attained the unusual age of 
ninety years. Sho had thirteen children, 
of whom eight are living. As the busy 
mother of a large family, aud the active 
wife of the Rector of the parish, she com- 
manded by her untiring energy, her clear 
intellect and unvarying calm cheerfulness, 
the admiration.and love of all who knew 
her. She was an active leader in all plans 
for Church or charitable work. To her 
came all those who were in want 
ov sorrow for comfort or relief ; 
many who were at  onmity with 
each other were through her gentle medi- 
ation reconciled ; others who were weak 
and uncertain in their faith were by her 
example and influence strengthened and 
settled ; she even found time for nursing 
the sick in their own homes. Yet withal 
her attitude through life was one of sweet 
Christian humility; ‘in lowliness of 
mind” she ‘‘esteemed all other better 
than herself.” Incapaciated for years, 
through her great age, from active work 
for her Dear Lord, she found her greatest 
happiness in frequenting His House,—in 
prayer, in reading and meditation upon 
His Holy Word, and in constant inter- 
cession for others. 

Blessed with a constitution unusual in 
these later days, she preserved to the last, 
by active use, all her faculties ; her interest 
in all around her was warm and real; she 
liked to hear of and to consider the ques- 
tions of the day, especially as they con- 
cerned the Church, of which she was a 
consistent and loyal member. 

To one of such ripe years and with a 
lifo of such constant waiting upon God, 
death could not come as a surprise. She 
was, throughout her two months’ illness’ 
always calm and cheerful, and, as the end 
approached, in firm faith and fortified by 
the Blessed Sacrament, she smiliigly bade 
good-bye to those who loved her dearly, 
and expressing clearly her hopo of a happy 
re-union, resigned the sweet life which has 
been a blessing to all who knew her. Her 
remains were taken to Belleville, where, 
after service in St. Thomas’ church, she 
was laid beside her husband and two sons 
in the beautifus comolery on the bay shore. 
She was borne to her resting plice by the 
loving hands of her three sons, Robert, 
Harry, and Wil'iam Grier, her son-in-law, 
the Rev. Canon Mockridge, D. D., and 
two grand-sons, John Allan Grier, (Chi- 
cago), and John M. Jellett. 

The busiel service was read by the Rev.

ery butter. On an overage the freight 
charges from the railway atations in 
Ontario and Quebec to the great sea- 
ports of Great Britain are not more 
than one, or, at most, two per cent 
of the value of butter. and cheese 
higher than the freight charges on 
similar products from the country rall- 
Wuy stations throughout England and 
Scotland. Prof. Robertson gave de- 
tolled information on the expense of 
shipping cattle to Great Britain. He 
Gave particulars of the expenses and 
net returns from a shipment of 250 
cattle by one of the largest feeders 
and shippers from Canada. ‘The cat- 
tle were slaughtered In Liverpool, and 
their carcasses sold as dressed beef. 
On one lot of 100 steers, the total 
average expense from Montréal out- 
wurds, including ocean freight, 
@laughtering at Liverpool, and the 
telling commission there, was $1643 
per head. This is exclusive of the ex 
Penses for fodder and cattlemen on 
the voyage. The steers gave 742.4 
pounds of dressed beef éach, on an 
average. The selling price at Liver- 
pool averaged $8.67 per 100 pounds of 
beef, The average revenue per steer 
for hide, offal, ond fat wae $11.8). On 
180 head of cattle the expenses for 
the freight and dock charges, slaugh- 
tering, refrigeration, and commission 
from Montreal as live steers, ywntil 
fold as dressed beef in Great Britain, 
averaged $14.96 per head. These steers 
gave an average weight of 778 pounds 
of drased beef, and sold at an 
age of $8.76 per 100 pounds of beef. 
The average revenue for hide, offal, 
ond fat was $11.76 per steer. Extimat- 
ing that beef from similar high grade 
steers could be rotailed in Great Brit- 
eight pence for best cuts, five 
bence for second cuts, and three pence 
foi third cuts, Professor Robertson 
hhowed that after making a liberal 
filowance for Ql oxpenses and profits 
to the handlers, the steera would have 
netted about $16 more per head at

Sir Richard Cartwright moved

Sir Charles Tupper, Mr, Foster, Mr, 
Ives, Mr. Wood, and Lieut.-Col. Prior 
this afternoon received an important 
deputation in the Interests of the own- 
ers of pulp mills and paper manufac- 
tures of Canada, The deputation con- 
sisted of Mr. John Forman, of the 
Laurentide, Buckingham, and Mari- 
time Pulp Company; Mri “FF. ee. 
Clergue, of the Sault Ste. Marie Pulp 
Company; Mr. W. H. Masterman, of 
the Masterman Sulphide pulp mill, of 
New Brunswick: Mr. J, R, Barber, 
representing the Riordon paper mills 
(Mr, C. Riordon having been prevented 
from attending by the unfortunate 
fire at his mills), and the Toronto Pa- 
per Company's mills; Mr. J. Davy, of 
the Thorold mills; Mr. W. H. Rowley 
and Mr. J. J. Gormully, representing 
the BE. B. Eddy Pulp and Paper Com- 
pany; and Mr, J, B. McLean, of the 
Pulp and Paper Trade Journal. The 
deputation asked for the imposition of 
an export duty of $8 a ton upon pulp, 
for the following among other rea- 
scons: At the present time there is very 
little pulp wood in the United States, 
with the exception of a quantity in the 
State of Maine, which, however. Is 
rapidly becoming emfiausted. Pnor- 
mous quantities are therefore being im- 
ported into the United States from this 
country for the use of almost all the 
paper mills there, but when the pro- 
duct of the Canadian mills enters the 
United States it is met with a Cus- 
toms duty, which handicaps the Can- 
adian manufacturers, and constitutes 
a serious interference with the busi- 
ness. While about 100,000 cords are 
manufactured into pulp in this coun- 
try, about 600,000 cords are exported. 
Anexport duty, it Is claimed, would lead 
to the manufacture of pulp wood for 
the United States market in this coun- 
try, and would lead to the investment 
here of many miillons of dollars, and 
the employment of from 15,000 to 18,000 
men, The representations made ap- 
peared to greatly impress the mem- 
bers of the Government who heard 
them, and the deputation are in hopes 
their wishes will be acceded to. 

Between two thousand and _ three 
thousand men will be employed and 
one million dollars spent In the com- 
pletion of the Ottawa, Arnprior, and 
Parry Sound railway this summer, 
Chief Eugineer Mountain returned this 
morning from a trip over the 47 miles 
that ure to be completed between the 
present terminus at Cache lake and 
Emsdale, on the Parry Sound end of 
the line. He states that 400 men are 
already at work, and large numbers 
are coming in every day. Accompani- 
ed by Engineers Bruce and Cranston, 
Mr. Mountain started on snowshoes on 
Friday morning from Cache lake on 
their trip to Emsdale. They arrived 
at their destination on Tuesday even- 
ing. Last Sunday night they camped 
out at Rainy lake in a canvas tent 
with the thermometer inore than 40 
degrees below zero. A fifteen-iInch 
folding sheet iron stove was kept red 
hot within the tent, and even then 
they had to sleep with their caps 
pulled over their ears and mitts on 
thelr hands. The thermometer that 
night, Mr. Mountain sald, registered 44 
below at Parry Sound. Mr. Mountain 
returned via Toronto. 

Telegrams were received here yes- 
terday from Mr. E. FE.

I consider, or rather 
We all consider, that such an act of 
courage, good-will, and sincerity, on 
your part, and from those who follow 
your policy, will be greatly In the in- 
terests of your party, especially in 
the general elections, I must tell you 
that we cannot accept your commis- 
sion of enquiry for any reason, and 
we will do the best to fight it. If, 
which may God not grant, you do not 
belleve it to be your diety to accede 
to our just demands, and that the 
Government, which is anxious to give 
us the promised law, be beaten and 
overthrown, while keeping firm to the 
end of the struggle, I inform you 
with regret that the episcopacy, like 
one man, united to the clergy, will 
rise to support those who may have 
fallen to defend us. Please pardon 
my frankness which leads me _ to 
speak thus. Though I am not your 
intimate friend, still IT may say that 
we have been on good terms. Al- 
ways I have deemed you a gentleman 
a respectable citizen, and a man well 
able to be at the head of a political 
party. May Divine Providence keep 
up your courage and your energy for 
the good of our common country. I 
remain, sincerely and respec tfully, 
your most humble and devoted ser- 
vant.”

Johannesberg, Feb, 20.—Details are 
reachlog this city to-day of what is 
prol y the most disastrous dynamite 
explosion on record in any part of the 
world. Thousands of people have been 
rendered homeless by the terrible 
calamity, about 100 persons are b¢ 
licved to have been killed; some two 
to three hundred men, women, and 
Children nave been severely wounded, 
and many others have been more or 
less seriously injured. 

The particulars of the catastrophe as 
gathered up to the present are as fol- 
lows:—At Viebendorp, a suburb of this 


loading and unloading of freight cars 
conveying material to and from the 
mining points In the vicinity» Among 
the freight cars standine on the shunt 
lines at Viedendorp yesterday were 
eight trucks loaded with dynamite, 
Evening was approaching,and the thou- 
sands of people in and about Vieden- 
dorp and other parts of this city were 
at home or returning to their homes, 
when, suddenly, there was an explo- 
sion near the freight depot, so awful 
in the Intensity of its force that the 
ground for miles around was convulsed 
as if by an carthquake, houses rocked 
and fell, masses of iron, earth, stone, 
nd human remains were hurl- 
the windows of almost 
every house in Johannesberg were 
broken, people were blown through the 
air like straws, there was a noise deep- 
er than the loudest clap of thunder, 
and then for & moment breathless sil- 
ence, The shock had been so 
severe that everybody felt stunned... 
‘The explosion had torn a hole two hun- 
dred feet long and elghty feet wide 
under the spot where the eight trucks 
of dynamite stood but a few minutes 
before. The whole of that quarter of 
Johannesberg was literally torn to 
pleces. The effect of the explosion 
could be seen over a radius of more 
than a mile, and almost everything 
within a half mile of the spot where 
the death-laden trucks had been shunt- 
ed for the night was razed to the 
ground, ana crushed by the dynamite 
beyond redemption, fron work twist- 
ed and torn, stores destroyed, and 
brickwork pulverized, On the ground 
were blackened heaps of human re- 
mains, limbs, heads, trunks, scorched 
and torn, all that was left of what 
but shortly before were happy, healthy 
human beings. 

In fifteen minutes after the explo- 
sion the bodies of forty dead persons, 
al] horribly mutilated, were picked up 
and carried away from the scene, 
while the searching of the ruins con- 
tinued without intermission, More 
than two hundred of the most severe- 
ly injured persons were carried away, 
and hundreds of other wounded per- 
sons Were taken to places here and 
there where they were tenderly cared 
for.

The cause of the explosion 
js not known, but a bollef prevails 
that a thieving Kaffir found his way 
tg the shunted trucks, and that in 
trying to break open one of the cases 
ef the explosive, being in Ignorance of 
what it dOntained, he brought about 
the disaster which has caused so 
great a loss of life, and which has 
rendered so many people homeless and

The exact extent of the disaster will 
never be known. According to the es- 
timates, however, about one hundred 
persona are supposed to have been 
killed, and about two hundred wound- 
ed severely. In addition, it Is estimat- 
ed that about one hundred more have 
been lees severely injured. Several of 
the wounded have since died of thelr 
injuries A popular subscription has 
been opened for the rellef of the 
wounded and homeless. Already more 
than $800,000 have been raised, and 
this amount will reach $600,000 before 
night The Boers and Ulitlanders are 
working harmoniously in the succour- 
ing of the wounded and homeless, 
and the disuster seems to have done A

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CUBAN REVOLT, 


More Insurgent Defeats Keported — Tho 
Question In the United States Senate, 
Madrid, Feb. 20.—The police have ar- 

rested several persons on suspicion of 

exploding a petard last night in the 
square in front of the palace. The 
explosion alarmed the Royal famljy, 
but only a street lamp was datnared. 

Havana, Feb. 20.—The Government 
on Tuesday sent a force of troops to 
Jarruco, on the supposition that Gen. 
Gomez and Gen. Maceo were attack- 
ing the town, @ report to that effect 
liaving reached here. The insurgents 
burned the gaol, liberated thirty-four 
prisoners, and destroyed a number of 
huts by fire, but they were repulsed 
by the garrison when trying to cap- 
ture Jarruco itself. 

Col. Hernandez, at the head of 1,000 
Spantsh cavalry, arrived at Jarruco at 
sunrise yesterday, and soon afterwards 
attacked the insurgents, who were in 
the vicinity. The enemy left twelve 
dead on the fleld, and retired with 
many wounded. Only three soldiers 
were wounded. 

Washington, Feb. 20.—In the Sen-. 
ate to-day, Senator Cameron, speak- 
ing on the Cuban question, referred to 
the fact that he was in President 
Grant’s Cabinet at the time of the 
former Cuban uprising, He objected 
to the committee resolution as ac- 
complishing nothing, giving offence to 
Spain without extending any benefit 
to Cuba. He wanted the Untred 
States to act. He urged that the 
ole of Cuba be brought to an 
end. 


THE PRENCH CRISIS. 
Another Vote of Confidence In the Chamber 


—Not us Favourable to the Government 


as the Previous One—The Constitution la 
Danger. - 


Paris, Feb, 20.—The Chamber of De- — 


putics to-day, by a vote of 309 to 155 
affirmed the vote of confidence witch 
it passed in the Government _on Feb- — 
ruary 13th, The yote on February 
13U;, however, stood 826 to 43. 

The Moderates moved, in addition, 
that the Chamber regretted the inter- 
ference with M. Ricard, the Minister 
of Justice, and the legal proceeding: 
confided to the magistrate charged 
with investigating the Southern ratl- 
Way scandals. This motion, however, 
Was defeated by a vote of 279 to 234. 

London, Feb, 20.—The Standard this 
morning prints a deepatech from Paris 
saying it fe reported here that M. 
Kicard, the Minister of Justice, has 
tendered his resignation, with a view 
of settling the impending Ministerial 
crisis. 

During the ccurse of the debate, M, 
Raymond Poincare, Republican, repre= 
senting the District of Commercy, de- 
clured that {f M. Bourgeois sheltered 
himself behind’ a vote of confidence 
the general policy of the Government 
would have the appearance of being 
afraid, 

These remarks so annoyed the Pre- 
mier that after the sitting he sent 
two of his friends to M, Poincare in 
order to demand explanations. It is 
believed, however, that the matter 
will be arranged without a duel. 

New York, Feb. 20.—A_ special cable 
despatch to the Sun, dated Paris, 
eays:—The hour ts drawing hear 
when we shall know whether there is 
any justification for the gloomy fears 
that. the revolutionary period in 
France is to be reopened. In spite of 
grave rumours of plots and conspira- 
oles, In spite of certain signs of popu- 
lar unrest, in spite of the serious aim. 
culties of the pending political crisis, 
I am unable to discover adequate 
eause for the bellef which exists in 
certain quarters that the present con- 
stitution and Government of France 
are about to be overthrown I admit 
that President Faure's experiment in 
entrusting the Executive Government 
of the country to the Radicals and 
seml\-Soclalists is proving more dan- 
erous than was anticipated, I admit 
that these men and others are prob- 
ably preparing to defy the constitu. 
tlon; I admit that they are relying 
yaguely upon popular support of thelr 
rash course; admit that there Is a 
possibility of the success of the miser- 
able searet plots for driving President 
Faure from office; but all theve ma- 
chinationa reckon without the now 
Conservatiam, the new reserve of the 
public opinion of France.

we are face to face with another deficiency, 
tho figure being this time $461,000. For 
the two years then we shall fall behind 
$800,000 in round figures. The revenue is 
stationary; the outlays aro growing. 
Where will it all end? The budget speech 
gave some interesting particulars relating 
to the cost of printing, the Robinson 
treaty, and what not. But it failed to give 
us a fair indication of our position relative 
to that we occupied some years ago, and to 
that extent was incomplete. A compre- 
hensive budget would begin by relating 
that in 1872 we had on deposit in the 
banks or in bonds the sum 
of $4,297,000, the amount which, 
according to one of Mr. A. M. Ross’ 
budget speeches, the Conservative Goy- 
ernment had saved.

The Soup Kitchen. 


To the Editor of the INTELLIGENCER. 


I intended calling the attention of the 
public to the manner in which some of the 
wealthy people of this city were imposing 
upon the citizens who have been contribut- 
ing to this mission, and I was plad to see 
the letter of Scrutator in last Friday's 
issue.

family drivers these should be of me- 
dium size, and good hackneys rather 
than fast trotters. For these last 
there will always be a Iimited demand 
at fancy prices. But the horse train- 
ed for safety and endurance will have 
the most steady and reliable market 
for the buggy and the carriage 

The heavy, large-boned horse of 
from 1400 to 1600 pounds,in well match- 
ed spang will always find sale for 
heavy hauling either in olties about 
the wharves or for use of lumbermen, 

This special class will always bring 
profitable prices unless the market 
should be overstocked, which Is not 
likely to happen with the foreign de- 
mand for such horses, which Is now 
on the Increase. There Is a process of 
sifting going on among those who 
wish to use horses, somewhat like that 
among cattlemen and dairymen, who 
mileot the anima] suited to thelr pur- 
pose, and reject the scrubs and Ill- 
fuvored ones, on the principle that It 
costs no more to keep a good horse 
than it does a scrub, whilst he Is al- 
Ways mre pleasant to handle and 
more available for service of any kind. 
The horse has always been the close 
companion of man | nevery state of 
civilization, and no people will be so 
refined, or such masters of the me- 
chanical forces of nature as to dls- 
card the use of the horse. He has a 
Place ag 4 companion and a servant 
Which no dead force can ever sup- 
Plant. 

Horses of the right kind will always 
be needed and used, and if the farmer 
bears this in mind he can continue to 
raise horses and find them a ready 
Sale with profit in our home market. 

Moreover, the horse of this contin- 
€nt has found his way into foreign 
markets, where he has proved himself 
the foremost of his kind for the use 
of farmers and coachmen. 

In Britain he fs said to be more 
easily acclimated and to perform bet- 
ter service than either the Scotch or 
the German horse. 

In the last three years the demand 
for him across the water has Increased 
more than fourfold, and if war should 
come in that unsettled community the 
demand would be greatly increased, 
4s our horses are considered superior 
to either German or English horses 
for the army. 

But even in times of peace the 
armies of Europe use up a great deal 
of horse flesh which must be largely 
supplied from this country since they 
leerned its superiority for their pur- 
Pese over their own or others import- 
€d to thelr market.—J. W. Brown, in 
Farm News.

BALLINGTON BOOTH, 


A Btormy Scene—The Commissioner and 
His Wife Disappear—They Defled the 
Genoral's Ordors—A Mutiny Against the 
Loglish OMolals. 


New York, Feb. 21.—The World to- 
morrow will say that Ballington Booth, 
commander In the Salvation Army in 
Amorica, has disappeared with his 
wife, Maude B, Booth, Their home 
jn Montclair is closed. They have not 
been at the Army headquarters 
in this eity since Thursday. Herbert 
R., brother of Ballington, and com- 
mander of the Army in Canada, will 
take charge of the forces here to-day. 
He offered a reward yesterday to any- 
one who would tell him where Bal- 
lington is. On the steamship Teutonic 
on Wednesday night Bya Booth, a sla- 
ter, arrived from England. Herbert 
Booth was hastily summoned to New 
York by Col. Nicol, a staff officer of 
the Army, who came here ostensibly on 
a mission to arrest the sentiment of 
rebellion In this country against the 
transfer of Commander Booth to an- 
other sphere of auction. He arrived on 
Thuraday, and on that day a court of 
enquiry Was held by the three, with 
Rallington Bouth before them. The 
parties became heated, Ballington was 
ordered to proceed at once to England.

The Dead Meat Scheme. 


At Ottawa on Friday, Prof. Robertson, 
Dairy Commissicner, continued his inter- 
esting account of the proposed dressed 
meat experiments before the Agricultural 
Committee. He said it was proposed to 
ask Parliament for an appropriation of 
$500,000 to permit the scheme being 
carried out. The intention was to pur- 
chase weekly anaverage of 500 head of 
cattle at Montreal, where they would be 
killed, dressed, chilled, put up in at- 
tractive wrappers and shipped to de- 
pots im Great Britain. In about 10 
weoks' time the returns from the first 
shipment would come in. The proposed 
yote of $300,000 would all be returned to 
the Government as business progressed. 
He hoped in the winter time that trade 
would be continued from St. John or some 
other port. Members of tho committce 
were greatly takon with Prof. Robertson's 
proposals and unanimously endorsed them 
on motion of Dr. Roome, seconded by Mr. 
Macdonald.

But who ts this Christ who 
As to the difference between different 
denominations of evangelical Chris- 
tians I have no concern. If I could, 

| by the turning over of my hand, de- 
cide whether all the world wghall at 
last be Baptist or Methodist, or Con- 

Rregational or Episcopalian or Presby- 
jt rian, | would not turn my hand, But 
| there are doctrines which are vital to 

the soul. if Christ be not a God, we 
are idolators. To this Christolosrical 

question I devote myself this morn- 
ing and pray God that we may think 

aright and do aright in regard to a 
question in which mistake js infinite. 

I suppose that the majority of those 
here to-day assembled believe the ! 
Bible. It requires as much faith to be 
be an Infidel ag to be’a Christian. It 
is faith in a different direction. The | 
Christian has faith in the teachings of 
Matthew, Luke, John, Paul, Isalah, 
Moses. The infidel has faith in the 
free thinkers. We have falth in one 
class of men. .They have faith in an- | 
other class of men. But as the ma- 
jority of those—perhaps al] of those 
here assembled—are willing to take 
the Bible for a standard In morals and 
in faith I make this book my start- 
ing point. 

I suppose you are aware that the 
two generals who have marshaled the 
great armies against the deity of | 
Christ are Strauss and Renan. The 
number of their slain will not be count- 
ed until the trumpet of the archangel | 
sounds the roll call of the resurrection. | 
Those men and their sympathisers saw | 
that if they could destroy the fortress | 
of the miracles they could destroy 
Christianity, and they were right. Sur- 
render the miracles, and you surren- 
der Christianity. The great German 
exegete says that all the miracles were 
myths. The great French exegete says 
that all the miracles were legends. 
They propose to take everything su- 
pernatural from the life of Christ and 
everything supernatural from the 
Bible. They prefer the miracles of hu- 
man nonsense to the glorious miracles | 
of Jesus Christ, 

They say that there was no miracul- | 
ous birth in Bethlehem, but that it js | 
all a fanciful story, just like the story 
of Romulus, said to have been born of 
Rhea Silvia and the god Mars. They | 
Say no star pointed to the manger; it } 
was only the flash of a passing lantern. | 
They say there wags no miraculous 
making of bread, but that it is the | 
corruption of the story that Elisha | 
Save 20 loaves of bread to a hundred . 
men. They say the Water never turn- | 
ed to wine, but that it Is a corruption 
of the story that the Egyptian plague 
turned the water into blood. They say 
it is no wonder that Ohrist sweat great 
drons of blood; he had been out in the 
-aght air and was taken suddenly iiL 
They say there were no tongues of fire 
on the heads of the disciples at the 
Pentecost; that there was only a 
Sreat thunderstorm and the air was 
full of electricity, which snapped and 
flew all round about the heads of the 
disciples. 

They say that Mary and Martha and 
Christ felt It kmportant to get up an 
excitement for the forwarding of their 
religion, and so they dramatized a 
funeral and Lazarus played the corpse, 
and Mary and Martha played the 
Weepers, and Christ was the tragedi- 
an. I put it in my own words, but this 
is the exact meaning of the state- | 
ments. They say the Bible {s a spurl- 
ous book, written by superstitious or 
lying men, backed up by men who died | 
for that which they did not believe. / 

Now, I take back the limited state- 
ment which I made a few moments 
ago, when I sald tt requires as much 
faith to be an infidel as to be a Chris- 
“an. It requires a thousandfold more 
faith to be an infidel than to be a} 
Christian, for if Christianity demand | 
that the whale swallowed Jonah, then 
skepticism demands that Jonah swal- | 
lowed the whale! I can prove to you 
that Christ was God not only by ‘the 
fupernatural appearances on that | 
Christmas night, but by what inspired 
men said of him, by what he said of | 
himself and by his wonderful achleve- 
ments. “Christ came, who is aver all 
Ah, not that too much? 
Not over the Caesars, not over Freder-

9,000 feet high. 


So the railroad train that never ex- 
ceeds five or six small and very light 
cars, winds along the precipitous flanks 
of the mountains, puffs up one side of 
the valley and down the other, darts 
through short tunnels, and keeps uP 
its very sinuous way until finally the 
giorious valley of the capital city 
bursts into view. Then steam is shut 
off, the brakes are applied, and slowly 
the train slips down the inward face 
of the mountain to its station in the 
city. 

The most charming and exhiliarating 
views are revealed at every stage of the 
journey; but this short trip ts not one 
of the safest in the world. We have 
not heard that nature has ever bom- 
barded a train with rocks from above, 
but this is a contingency that might 
happen. Sometimes during violent 
storms rocks are detached from the 
mass that towers above the road bed, 
and go thumping down upon the track. 
During the rainy season traffic has 
sometimes been interrupted for more 
than a week at a time by the damage 
done in this way to the track, It ls a 
great problem how to obviate tus

yet been found

now stands, Public schools are main- 
tained by a Government grant, a 
county grant, an assessment over the 
whole township of $100 for cach school 
in the township, and an assessment 
upon the section concerned for such 
additional sums as may be necessary 
for school purpos It is with regard 
to the county grant that a change is 
proposed. As ao matter of fact, each 
township is taxed by the county for 
the grant which it receive through 
the County Treasurer, go that what 
was intended 48 a county grant Is a 
township grant To remedy this con- 
dition of things and to provide more 
generously for weak schools, it Is pro- 
posed in the new bill to coll by a 
uniform rate over the whol ounty 
the sum of $50 for eash rural school 
in the county.

Mr. W. W. Meacham of Lennox took 
the floor to resume the debate on the 
Budget. He said the Hon, Treasurer 
had made extravagant claims for as- 
sets; why were those assets not set 
forth in detail In the statement given 
to the House? The Government, he 
declared, was wasting its resources in 
the development of higher education, 
leaving common school education at 
a standstill. He found fault with the 
Government system of developing un- 
settled districts. He agreed that if full 
value was given for the expenditures 
there was an end to the matter; but 
he denied that the expenditures were 
all necessary. The Government had 
a habit of creating offices, the latest 
being that of the Commissioner of 
Highways. How he was going to earn 
his salary the speaker was unable to 
say. Referring to the statement made 
by the Treasurer, “that we pay as 
we go,” he quoted the expenditures by 
Parliaments since 1872. From 1872 to 
1875 the annual expenditure was $3,- 
158,000. Under the next Parliament it 
Was $3,025,000, a drop of $133,000. Under 
the next Parliament it fell to $2,775,000; 
but under the next it was 
raised to $3,141,000. From 1870 to 1890 
it went up to $3,637,000 and from 1891 
to 1894 it reached $3,994,000, a rai@: of 
$357,000. The expenditure, in fact,went 
up by leaps and bounds and was really 
in inverse ratio to the prosperity of 
the province. The expenditure on the 
railways does not account for the dis- 
Parity of figures. That expenditure 
has been fairly constant. Look at the 
receipts. Where do they come from ? 
If there has been a falling off the 
Crown lands are held responsible; if 
there has been an increase, it has 
came from the Crown lands, From 1870 
to 1890 the recelpts average $3,525,000, 
This was a rise of $582,000, and of 
this, $505,000 came from the Crown 
lands. The receipts under the last 
Parliament reached $4,086,000, an in- 
crease of $5632,000, and of this amount 
$356,000 came from Crown lands. 

The Treasurer claims for lagt year 
a surplus of $370,000; but, taking into 
consideration the Dominion bonds sold 
and the money borrowed, it will be 
found that there was a real deficit of 
$559,000. As a matter of fact the total 
deficits which the Government has pil- 
ed up amount to four and a half mil-

‘Lhe exact charge preferred aguinst 
the prisoners was that ‘Phe defen- 
dants, In the month of Dee mber, 1395, 
In South Africa, within Her Majesty's 
dominions, without license of Eler Ma- 
Jesty, did unlawfully prepare am mul 
tary expedition to proceed against the 
dominjons,of a certain friendly state, 
to wit, the South African Repubiic, 
contrary to the provisions o£ the Four- 
eign Enlistment Act of 1870." 

After the bare evidence of the arrest 
of the prisoners had been submitted 
and formal statements had been mae 
by counsel relative to the conduct of 
the case, the sitting magistrate, Sir 
John Bridge, remarked; "No graver 
olfence could be charged against these 
men. It js a crime of the highest pos- 
sible gravity and must be so rezarded 
by every person who considers the 
{t in- 
volves, first, the danger of a battle at 
the, time, in which many llves may be 
lost and many homes desoluted, be- 
Sides the greater danger, the offence 
belng continued, of producing a state 
of war between countries at amity 
With one another.” 

Afler deciding upon the amount of 
ball to be furnished, Sir John Lidge 
addressed the prisoners, begging them 
for their own sakes and the sake of 
the country to absent themselves frum 
any place where thelr presence would 
aiouse public excitement. fle further 
asked them not to assemble together 
more than they were obliged to do, 
and to otherwise avoid anything that 
might possibly disturb ‘he public 
prace. Both requests were remarkable, 
coming from a judge on the bench to 
defendants before him, and showed 
very decidedly that public cpinton is 
strongly in favor of the accused, and 
that fears are entertained of a public 
di monstration. The judge knew, as 
Jameson and his party must have 
kLown from the reception accorded 
them to-day, that they had but to 
show themselves In a public place to 
rccélve an ovation. 

The magistrate appeared astounded 
and angry at the cheering that greet- 
ei the prisoners on thelr entrance in- 
to the court room. When the cheering 
Yas renewed on their departure, he 
sternly oried; “If you wish to bring 
the name of England into contempt, 
that is the way to do it.” 

The defendants departed in cabs and 
jrivate carriages, the crowd roaring 
liself hoarse as they drove away,

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FATAL EXPLOSION AT QUEBEC, 


Arsene Consigny lastautly Killed While 
Experimenting With Acotylene Gas. 


Quebec, Que, Feb. 26.—Between 2 and 3 
o'clock this afternoon an explosion occur- 
red ut the shop of Nicholas Cousigny, on 
St. Joseph street, by which one man wus 
Instantly killed and amother seriously IJn- 
jJured, Nitholas and Arsene Consigny, who 
are experienced machinists In electrile ap- 
paratus, were experimenting on the pianu- 
facture of acetylene gas In order to reduce 
Ita cost as a luminary, and had just loaded 
a six-inch iron pipe with gas fluid, when 
it exploded with great force. The pipe 
wae putin «a tub of water when It wo« found 
to be leaking, and Arsene, with piay- 
lng any attention to the gauge, li d the 
pipe for the purpose of locating the trouble 
when th eexplosion took place. ‘The gas 
Nuid struck him with great force in the 
right eye, und penetrated to the brain, He 
dropped dead on the spot. The tissues aul 
tho brain substance were reduced to a 
pulp, while blood flowed from the noxe, 
cores and mouth. His brother Nicholas was 
thrown against Arsene, striking him on 
the head with great violence. Nicholas also 
recelyed a yery severe shock from the ex- 
plomion. His Injuries are not fatal. A 
priest ond doctors were promptly on the 
spot.

An Act to amend the Municipal Act, 
Mr. Hobbs, provides that in case of 
a council of any city having a popula- 
tion of 30,000 or over, and 
not exceeding 80,000, shail pass 
a by-law affirming the e) 
pediency of a new division of the city 
into wards, reducing the number of 
Wards by at least one-third, the Lieut.- 
Governor may, by proclamation, so dl- 
Vide the city, and afterwards four al- 
dermen are to be elected for cach ward, 
The term of office in the class of citles 
mentioned is extended to two years, 
two aldermen for each ward retiring 
annually.

An Act to authorize cities to 
polls for municipal elections on New 
Year's Day, Mr. Hobbs, enables the 
council of any city by by-law, not later 
than the 15th of September, to pro- 
vide that nominations shall be held on 
Christmas eve, or on the preceding 
day, when Christmas day falls on Sun- 
day, in which case the polls shall be 
opened on the following Monday.

STIOKS OF THE GRITISH COURT. 


Odd Oifolais Who Have Little To Do, 


Bat Draw Big Pay. 


Among the many queer offices of the 
English court and crown are whiat are 
known as Gold and Silver Sticks and the 
Black Rod. They are so called on ace punt 
of their wands of office, 

Gold Stick and Silver Stick are invari- 
ably military officers of a high rank. Fiell 
Marshal Lord Wolseley held the former 
otlice until appointed to succeed the Duke 
of Cambridge as commander-in-chief of the 
British army. The Earl of Erroll, as 
colonel commanding the Royal Horse 
Guards, figures as Silver Stick. Black 
Rod, however, is not necessarily a military 
man, although the last two holders of the 
office have been a gencral and an admiral 
respectively, Yet it is by far the most 
important of the three, both as regards 
omoluments and duties. 

Indeed the perquisites attached to the 
post are so extensive that there is invari- 
ably a fight between the monarch and the 
Cabinet of the day with regard to the dis- 
posal of this valuable bit of patronage. 
Chis dispute has once more been revived 
by the death of old Admiral Sir James 
Drummond, and matters have been com- 
plicated by the clamor of the Radical press 
and politicians, who demand, if not the 
abolition of the oflice, at any rate the cut- 
ting down of its salary and the abolition of 
ia perquisites. The salary amounts to 
510,000 a year, two-thirds coming from 
the revenues of Parliament and tho re 
mainder from the Queen's civil list. The 
perquisites include a furnished residence 


of some twenty or thirty magnificent

rays, X rays, cathode rays, ultra violet 
rays—the words are as ramiliar to the 
ear as the alphabet. Stated briefly, Pro- 
fessor Wilhelm Konrad Roentgen has 
found a means whereby articles behind 
opaque substancem contained therein, 
may be photographed and their posi- 
tioy, accurately defined. The pictures 
thus obtained are light—often shadows 
only on the plate. Their character is 
determined by the relative density of 
the inclosing matter, If the envelope 
present slight obstruction to the X rays 
the Impression of the object whose pho- 
tograph is sought is proportionately 
distinct. It is easy to see that this dis- 
covery may be put to great practical use 
and it has for that reason excited an 
interest almost universal. 

It is satisfactory to find that Canada 
is not behind the times in the line of 
Investigation thus opened up. Ever 
since the first information was re- 
ceived of the new photography, ama- 
teur and professional scientists 
throughout the Dominion have experl- 
mented with the rays and have been 
invariably successful in getting results. 
Indeed, Messrs. Wright, McLennan and 
Keele of Toronto University, have pass- 
ed beyond the initlation stage and have 
attained the dignity and honor of being 
original discoverers in their unqualified 
success in reflectng the X ray. Thus 
have they brought fame to themselves 
and honor to their university. 

Dr. Burry of Chicago was the first to 
make the discovery of practical use in 
the United States by locating by his 
new method a bullet in the hand of 
Louls Burkhart, where it had been for 
two years.

It is as if the true cathode rays 
were decomposed, and those which Pro- 
fessor Roentgen denominates the X 
rays pass on, while the other com- 
ponents of the cathode rays are 
hausted or absorbed in the glass, 
the earlier experiments—early is used 
in a relative sense only, as all this 
Roentgen information measures ils ex- 
istence by weeks—in the first attempts 
at the new photography, it was neces- 
sary to expose the plates for a long 
time, more than an hour in some in- 
stances, before any results were pro- 
duced. The perfection of the appliance 
kept pace with the Interest of the sub- 
ject, and Professor Wittman of the 
high school at Buda-Pesth has reduced 
the time necessary to obtain a well- 
defined Roentgen photograph to three 
minutes under ordinary circumstances, 
and thirty seconds under perfect con- 
ditions.

versity Colleg@esucceeded in discovering 
by a “new” photograph a needle in a 
woman's foot, and in Hungary and 
Munich similar successes to the above 
have been recorded, In Montreal Prof. 
Cox of McGill, found by the Roentgen 
method a bullet In a man’s leg which 
had been there since Christmas, 1895, 
and extracted it, 

It is difficult to describe the Roent- 
fen discovery and mode of procedure 
in such terms as may be popularly 
underetood, To photograph any object, 
of course there must be light, In the 
Roentgen method this is furnished by 
what are called Crookes’ tubes, In 
brief, they may be described as glass 
cylinders from which the alr has been 
partially exhausted. In each end of 
each tube Is placed a disk, one of which 
conveys an electric current to the in- 
terlor of the tube and the other carries 
it away, making the return wire to a 
battery. -It is belleved that the glass 
absorbs 85 per cent. of the Nght, so 
that it Is a great point in their manu- 
facture to have them as thin as pos- 
sible. Thomas A, Edison makes very 
thin ones, and he claims that is a point 
of superiority. He applies the term 
“fluorescent tubes'’ to those of his own 
manufacture, 

In his experiments he uses two alum- 
inum disks, one representing the anode 
or positilve pole, and the other the ca- 
thode or negative pole The positive 
or anode disk or electrode is suspended 
by a small wire close to the mouth or 
top of the bulb. The cathode or nega- 
live disk Is fixed in the center of the 
bulb. It is half an inch in diameter 
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thrown with a power apparently great- 
er than their striking force, are as 
open gates for the X rays. 

Among the most clear-cut of results 
from experiments are those of Prof. 
Pike and Dr, Miller of Toronto, one of 
which is here illustrated. They have 
photographs clearly defining the bony 
structure of the frog and another show- 
ing the ease with which X rays pene- 
trate wood, A coin, a bradawl and a 
chisel were eXposed. The tang of the 
awl where it enters the wood can be 
traced easily.

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The tollowing is copied from the Globe 
of February 26th; An interesting experi- 
ment was made in the School of Practical 
Science last evening, when the new gold 
stamp mill was tested. This is the second 
mill of the kind inthe Province in use in 
an educational institution, and will no 
doubt be of great value to the mining de- 
partment of the college, It will also be 
available for use by the Government and 
outside parties who wish to test their gold 
ore in large quantities. The mill has only 
been put in recently and last night's test 
was the first public experiment. A large 
number of professors and students were 
present, but they maintained a discreet 
silence while the thumping of the mill 
went on. 

The mill itself may be described briefly. 
First of all the ore is crushed in a small

weighed and dumped into the mortar box, 
where it slowly passes through, being 
thumped with three 250-pound stamps 
meantime. It is then washed out on to a 
plate made of copper, covered with silver, 
and covered again with quicksilver. This 
latter catches the gold dust which comes 
from the ore and retains it until it is 
scraped off, the quicksilver being driven 
off by heat. 

The balance of the dust pases over on to 
what is called the ‘*frue vanner,” which is 
a wide rubber belt. The heavy particles 
are carried over and washed off in a tank 
of water, They are what is called iron py- 
rites, or concentrates of sulphites. Wher 
there is any gold in the ore some is left in 
these particles and is separated by means 
of chemicals. The light particles, called 
tailings, which are virtually mud, are 
swept off by the water and are valueless. 

Tho ** frue yanner” is a product of Can- 
adian skill, having been invented first at 
Silver Islet, near Thunder Bay, about 30 
years ago. ‘This was the most famous 
silver mine ever worked in Canada, having 
produced oyer 33,000,000 worth of silver. 
The ore crushed last night was from the 
Bolmont mine, County of Hastings. The 
evperiment was under the direction of Mr. 
G. R. Mickle, lecturer in the mining de- 
partment of the college.

A big batch of private bills was In- 
troduced. Among those to which some 
general Interest are the fol- 
lowing : 

Mr. Paton’s bill making muntelpal 
by-laws concerning auctioneers’ licen- 
ges Unnecessary, except so far as they 
fix the fee. Mr. Murtrie wants county 
councils to have the power to Improve 
roads and highways out of the general 
expenditure. Mr, Chapple has a Dill 
providing that the cost of fence-view~ 
ers’ awards shall be charged on the 
collector's roll against the property 
affected. Mr. Howland has a bill mak- 
ing good all the transfers of property 
by married women since 1873, notwith- 
standing the fact of thelr husbands 
not having joined in said transfers, 

The Attorney-General moved as fol- 
lows, the motion being the same one 
that was moved last session: TiXit a 
Select Committee of this House be 
appointed to consider all questions re- 
lating to Government House and Goy- 
ernment House property, and the fur- 
ther question of the future mainte- 
nance or the discontinuance of the 
maintenance of Government House by 
the Province or otherwise, and to re- 
port therein; and that such committee 
consist of the Attorney-General and 
Messrs, Bronson, Dryden, Ferguson, 
Haycock, Howland, Macnish, Macpher- 
son, Marter and Whitney. 

Mr. Marter asked if the committee 
might be expected to report in time 
to allow any hon gentleman who might 
not agree with the conclusions arrived 
at to take action In the matter, 

Mr. Haycock said that he had an 
amendment on the line of Mr. Mar- 
ter’s question. It Was to the effect 
that the committee report not later 
than March: 20. 

Mr. Howland said that he under- 
stood that reflections had been cast 
on that committee through the coun- 
try since last session, implying inten- 
tional delay on the part of the commit- 
tee from sympathetic or interested 
motives. He would like to have it 
Stated clearly if such an opinion was 
held, and of which member of the 
committee it was held. 

Mr. Haycock, in reply, said that he 
had made the statement on the plat- 
form that the fact of the committee 
having been appointed at all’ and the 
further fact of the delay in reporting 
left the matter open to suspicion, 

Mr. Whitney, as a member of that 
committee, sald that no such suspl- 
cion had ever occurred to him, and it 
did appear that it could have occurred 
only to a man who was suspicious of 
his own actions. The fact that the 
committee has not been able to repost 
had no bearing whatever on What the 
committee proposed to do. It was he 
sald, a serious thing to cast the sus- 
Picion on any committee of the House 
that it existed only as a blind. He 
pointed out that those on the Opposli- 
tion side of the House had been in 
sympathy with the change proposed 
for the past eight or ten years, and 
as a member of the committee he was 
convinced that every member of it in- 
tended to act in good faith and he 
belleved that the result arrived at

REVOLUTION MAY SPREAC- 


The Nicaregua Flame WU Probably 
Keach Oyer All Central Amerteca~ 
Guatemala ts Ripe for Trouble. 


Managua, Nicaragua, Feb, 27,—There 
are signs that the revolution in North- 
ern Nicaragua may spread all over 
Central America. It has a distinctly 
religlous cast and the Leonitea can 
count on the ald of the clergy not 
only in this republic, but in the four 
other republics as well. Iho clericats 
fear the growing popularity cf the 
United States In Latin America, and 
also fear American control of the canal. 
The growth of American Ideas here is 
regarded as tending to extend liberal- 
ism, which the clergy desire to stamp 
out, 

The New York priests whom Zelaya 
banished are said to be fanning the 
flames of the revolution. The Liberals 
have no confidence In the ostentatious 
display of sympathy for Zelaya by 
leading Conservatives In this city. It 
is believed that it is only a device to 
lull apprehensions and give the revo- 
lution time to grow. President Zelaya 
cannot hope for ald from the Conser 
vatives, the richest, most influential 
people in the courry. It ls liow 
Isnown that some of the leading mill- 
tary officers adhere to that party. 
Conservatives leaders have been grow- 
ing suspicious of Zelaya, whose de- 
sire to assume a dictatorship has been 
apparent, although denied by his 
friends, 

All the influence of the highest social 
classes Is thrown against %elaya, whose 
attitude against the clergy has Incensed 
them. It is openly asserted that the 
clerical party throughout Central Am- 
erlca expects to gain control of all 
the Governments and restore the an- 
cient privileges of the church, Guate- 
mala is ripe for reyolution, owing to 
the deep-seated dissatisfaction of the 
Intelligent portion of the people with 
the military rule of Barrios, whose 
humble extraction and record for 
cruelty have turned the upper class 
Against him, 

President Bonilla in Honduras, Is 
showing liberal tendencies, He would 
be Ikely to give more power to Con- 
Brees and to become merely the exe- 
cutive, but his party (Clerical), insists 
on his retaining supreme dictatorial 
powers, Zelaya is exceedingly appre- 
hensive, as the revolution in Nicara- 
gua shows every sign of increasing 
strength, President Cutierrez, in Sal- 
yador, has just reorganized the mill- 
tary department on the Guatemalan 
frontier, and igs prepared for any 
trouble.

-Formerly it was the novelty of Dr. 
Nansen's idea of reaching the North 
Pole that gave his expedition interest 
to the sclentific world, for interest it 
had none for the ordinary public. Now, 
that possible success may have crown- 
ed his idea, all this is changed, and no 
one can seriously doubt the existence 
of the deep interest everybody really 
feels towards the North Pole and its 
mysterious message to the world, if it 
is ever delivered. All other explorers 
have urged their way north, but Nan- 
sen's idea was not to do that, but drift 
with the current and literally float 
over the pole. He made no allowance 
for retreat, arguing that he would go 
across the Arctic Sea, and that there 
would not even be opportunity to turn 
back if he desired. 

When Nansen left the little harbor of 
Christiana in June, 1893, in the Fram, it 
was his resolve to pass around the 
North Cape of Norway, go through the 
western part of the Arctic Ocean known 
as the Kara Sea, skirt the coast of 
Asia to the mouth of the Lena River, 
and from that point to the new Siberian 
Islands. Off these islands he hoped to 
strike a current and drift with it across 
the North Pole, and then south to the 
open waters of the sea between Green- 
land and Spitzbargen.

On February 12 Lord Dunraven address- 
ed a letter to KE. J. Phelps, as follows : 

Dean Mr. Puetrs.—Th»s attitude of as- 
sisting the enquiry as a witness and not as 
a prosecutor, which in the nature of the 
case I had to adopt, and which I have con- 
sistently malotained, prevents me _ from 
presuming to accept or reject or to criticise 
aflirmitively or negatively the committee's 
report officially. Butin view of the many 
misunderstandings which have occurred, I 
have felt myself justified in writing brietly 
to you, as I would be sorry if you or the 
committec misunderstood my silence, and 
in sayin afew words to which you may 
give such publicity as you may think Mt or 
necessary, 

My complaint was made in good faith on 
the direct evidence of the eyesight of my 
own and competent men, as to the effect or 
cause of which they did not know or at- 
tempt to define, 

It will, in my opinion, bo impossible to 
find stronger reasons upon which action 
could be taken, or as justification fora 
complaint of like nature to that which I 
most reluctantly made, and I am unable, 
therefore, to agree that the complaint was 
unreasonably originated. I cannot admit 
that there wasa mistake in the observed 
facts, as suggested by the employment of 
calculations which was accepted by the 
committee as mathematically proving that 
we did not see the actual objects which we 
did see. The only time for absolute proof 
or disproof of the complaint that the De- 
fender did not sail the race on September 7 
under her measurement of water line 
length must have been on the day of the 
race. 

My conduct after the first race and my 
attitude towards the Inanlry when I offer- 
ed to go to New York and before the in- 

uiry when I was present in New York, all 
show my belief in that proposition, a pro- 
position which was, in my opinion, self- 
evident and I think admitted in evidence 
by members of the Cup Committee. 

Feeling as I do upon this point, I was un- 
able to adopt toward the judgment of your 
committee the attitude which I should un-

An Ostrich Farm, 


Th an interesting letter addressed to the 
Madoc Review from Los Angeles, Cali- 
fornia, Mr. A. F. Wood writes : ‘Since I 
wrote you last from Fullerton some fifteen 
days have elapsed. During this interval 
we have visited the Ostrich Farm at the 
foot hills of the range of mountains in 
Orange County running parallel with the 
Pacific coast. The owner is from South 
Africa, where these birds are raised exten- 
sively. There is another mcre extensive 
farm along the same range several miles 
away at Norham, These are the .only 
two on this continent. At one time 
this farm had 180 birds but reduced by 
sales to the other farm and Zoological 
gardens to abouta hundred. They are 
raised for their feathers. ‘Ihe value can 
be understood when one male bird was 
pointed out as haying been imported from 
South Africa ata cost of $1000. There 
were finer looking birds on the farm. J 
was surprised to learn that they matured 
to full size in 18 months. The larger birds 
stood fully seven feet. The male is black 
and the female grey. The male has white 
and black feathers, the female grey and 
white. Tho white are bleached and the 
black and grey are colored for market. 
Tho average number of eggs laid per year 
is fourteen. The birds dig a place in the 
ground in which the eggs are laid and 
hatched by the male and female sitting 
alternately on che nest, which takes about 
six weeks. They feed on grass and cut 
Alfalfa hay. They are said to be very 
cross while hatching their egys and their 
mode of expressing their dislike is by kick- 
ing—not backward but forward. ‘The 
owner told us that the only way to express 
the force was to compare it to the kick of 
amule. As none of our party were ever 
kicked by a mule and don’t want to be, we 
are not likely to know the force of the com- 
parison. They have three pluckings of 
feathers per year. One had just taken 
place in part and we saw large bunches of 
feathers ready for market.”

OVER THE SPOILS. 


Tho angelic professions of the Liberal 
party do not, as a rule, accord very closely 
with their practices.

The Ontario Goverment is a Liberal Govern:

Hastings has done its share in supporting 
this Government. It would seem then that 
when there is patronage to be distributed 

the Liberals ought at least be the recipients 
of an equal share with the Conservatives. 
In many instances this has been followed, 
but there are exceptions which are note- 
worthy. For instance, in dry-goods the 

urchases for the year amounted to $584.53, 

f this lange amount Sinclair & Ostrom re- 
ceived the munificent sum of $25.05; J. P. 
a & Co,, $23.57, and all the balance, 
$534.90, went to Geo. Ritchie & Co. We 
think such a distribution of patronage is 
most unfair to our other dry goods merch- 
ants. One well known dry goods establish- 
ment conducted by a Liberal, did not re- 
ceive one cent’s patronage, nor has it for 
seyeral years.

Half-hundred.”” They certainly deserve 
the name, for they charged 4 stone wall, 
taking it foracolumn of the French. 
Since 1809 the famous Seventy-lirst High- 
land Light Infantry have been known as 
“Tho Glasgow Kollies,” and, in Ireland, 
their sister regiment, the Soventy-fourth 
Highlanders, are called “The Limerick 
Butchers.” Daring the troubles of 1866- 
67 they were ordered to charge the mob, 
which was pelting stones, ete., into thoir 
ranks. ‘The ordor was quickly obeyed, 
and many of the rioters received a touch of 
their bayonets ; hence the nickname. 

Tho Twenty-cighth Gloucestershire regi- 
mont got the name of ** The Ohl Brags.” 
This is the regimont that woar their regi- 
mental number in front and in rear of 
their helmet. At Quatre Bras they were 
attacked in « cornfield by the Polish 
lancers. ‘The rear rank turned about, so 
that they showed and fought with two 
fronts. In after years they used to brag 
about this plucky affair and the honor they 
gained ; so they are still ** The Old Brags.’ 

The gallant old Seventy-ninth Cameron 
Highlanders are known since 1871 as 
* Queen Victoria's Own,” and the Ninety- 
first Argyles are sometimes called ** Sandy 
Campbell's Bairns."” Out of Scotland 
they are termed ‘The Lord God of the 
Highlanders’ Own Highlanders.” When 
they wore trews (Campbell tartan) they 
were called ‘* John Dube’s Half-Dressed 
Highlanders ;” The Ninety-Second Gordon 
Highlanders are known in every mess of 
the army as ** The Gay and Gallant Gor- 
dons,” but as they were late for the 
Crimea, the other Highland regiments 
called them ‘The Johnny Come- 
lates.” Again, in 1874, they had 
many Banfishire men in tho 
regiment that they were called ‘* The 
Buckle Highlanders.” The famous ** Thin 
Red Line,” the Ninety-third Sutherland 
Highlanders, got the name of ‘The 
Rories” in the Crimea, on account of so 
many Rorys (Roderick) Fraser or Macleod. 
The Ninety-third still boasts of being the 
tallest regiment in the Crimea, It is said 
that their ‘* Grenadier company” averaged 
6 foot 28 inches at that time. 

Now that there are so many* chinges* 
taking place in the army, these sobriquets 
are dying out, just like the old numbers, 
for all the numbers have been replaced 
by names, If we go as far north as 
Inverness and ask any old person what 
regiment is the Second battalion Seaforth 
Highlanders, ‘Duke of Albany's Own a 
(Rosshire Blutls), few could tell you that 
thoy aro the old Seventy-vighth High- 
landers.

new BUHL Becomes Law. 


The proposed Act reducing the number 
of County Councillors will be an 
optional one in any county, and only in 
counties where there are more than twonty 
members in the County Council is. it 
necessary that the people shall be cal'ed 
upon to yote as to whether they want tho 
reduction or not. In counties where the 
Councillors number twenty or more the 
question must be submitted to the people. 
If the Act is passed and adopted by any 
county it will not affect the Councils of 
1897, but will come into effect in the 
following year. 

Under the provisions of the act the 
Councils shall be composed of nine mem- 
bers for the first 40,000 population. Hast- 
ings, with over 60,000 population, will re- 
quire more. The method of nomination 1s 
that any 25 or more electors may sigh and 
deposit with the County Clerk tho name or 
names ot persons possessing the qualifica- 
tions required of Municipal Councillors, 4s 
candidates for mombership in the County 
Council. 1f more candidates offer than are 
required, then the Reeves and Deputy 
Reeves of the Township Councils shall 
vote for whatever candidates they seo fit, 
cach having votes for the full number of 
Councillors needed According to this 
tho Reeves and Deputy Reeves haye no 
better chance of being olected than any 
other elector.
